to Trading ; a Navigation performed by 
Captain” Sharp and his. Companions, many 
degrees beyond what Sir Francis Drake; 7a- 
cob le Maire, Noord, or Magallanes himſelf, who 
firſt Circumnavigated the World, ever rea- 
ched unto in their Sailings. This: Diſcovery 


alone, as hugely beneficial to - Mankind , fo 


. may it ſeem {ufficient of it ſelf ro recommend 


this preſent piece unto the publick, even as 
extremely neceſlary to all fuch as Navigate the 
Ocean ; and no leſs delightful unto thoſe per-

Dravghts and Maps of many Ports, Iſlands, 
Bays, Gults, Points, and Coaſts, kithicens un- 
known to the oreateſt part of Europe ; their 
appearance at Sea; their {oundings, landings, 


and bearings ; together with what variety of 


Winds and Weather, of Currents and Calms, 
' and other Obioations the Bucamiers cxperi- 


mented in thoſe parts. All which things, as 
they manifeſt unto us the inquilitiveneſs of the 


Author, {o ought we highly to applaud his Cu- 


riolity nd Genius, who all along the courle of 


this Voyage, not onely tought with his Sword 
in the moſt deſperate Engagements and Bat- 
tcls of the Bacaniers againſt the Spaniards, but 
with his Pen gave us a true ' account of thole 
Tranſactions ; and with his Penſil hath delinca- 
ted unto us the very Scenes of thoſe Trage- 
dies. Thus we find him totally employed 
towards our information and inſtruction at 
home, while he endured the greateſt fatigues 
and hardthip abroad : at the ſame time making 
Quadrants at Sca, that others fate idle and mur- 
muring upon is Decks ; at the ſame time thip- 
wrinks and almolit naked, and ſtarving upon a 
defart Iſland, and vet deſeri ting, Even More 
exaQtly than the Spaniards rhemliclves, the 


Gulfof Ballora, otherwile called of San Mz- 
C12? 
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2azl, where he was caſt away. Theſe things, 
| ſay, as they are not undeſerving of the high- 
eſt praile and commendation in this ingenious 
Gentleman Mr. Ringroſe their Author, ſo 
ſhall the Crr7oſo's of Nature and Poſterity it 
ſelf be his eternal debtors for their acquain- 
tance with theſe writings. 

Some imperfc& account of theſe tranſatti- 
ons, both ſhort and in many things defective, 
I gave the laſt year unto the publick , at the 
end of the ſecond Impreſſion of the Hiſtory 
of the Bucaniers, But ſuch as that Relation 
was, I had no better then to give ; neither had 
[ chen ſcecn the preſent Journal of Mr. Ringroſe ; 
and that ſame account being received from 
the hands of ſome of the Bucaniers themfelves 
at Wapping, it was eſteemed fit , both by me 
and others, to be publiſhed at that time. But 
as the Author of thoſe Papers miſtruſting both 
his own memory and ſufhciency, remitteth him- 
ſelf nn that Narrative unto the Journal of Mr. 
Rizgroſe, and defireth by this alone to be cor- 
rected, or - ſupplied either in what he was 
miſtaken or deficient ; ſo now this Dzary be- 
ing publiſhed, I hope I have vindicated my 
{elf trom any fault in Hiſtory, having brought 
theſe papers to light, by which thoſe others 
we: betore-hand both acknowledged and de- 
{irc to be ainended.

{oever reported by ſeveral perſons, though all _ 
were preſent at the ſame times and places of 
their circumvohation , are neceſſarily fubje& 
to ſome divertity in the rehearſal ; one per-— 
ſon obferving, omitting, contracting, dilating, 
underſtanding, or miſtaking , one particular 
point or part of any 'tranſattion more than a- 
nother. 

Having premifed thus much , I ſhall here 
onely declare, that what here is afferted , hal! 
be ſupported by Mr. Rimeroſe himſelt , when 
ever he returneth into Enplaud ; yea , and 
owned for truth by Captain Bartholoyrew Sharp, 
as the chiefeft ator in theſe Aﬀairs, afſoon as 
he cometh home again : and if any other per- 
ſon can ſhew unto the World any journal of 
the ſame Voyage more compleat, more exact, 


more elaborate, more curious, and informing,

the Jaſt year, by ſome perſons , who being 
tranſported with too much patlion and partia- 
lity, would have no body clic to be an admi- 
rer of the perſon and valorous Actions of Sir 
Henry Morgan, or the reſt of the Bucamers, 
but "En Wig As if to publiſh a Tranſla- 
tion of the unparallel'd Exploits of that Ta- 
aican Hero ; to give him this commendable

',r What if the Freech ot Puck Author 
the Hiſtory of the Bacaniers, did miſtake 
himlclt 1n two or three points, relating t6 
Sir Henry Morgan © Muſt, therefore the Pub« 
liſher be blamed for faithfully Printing, what 
' was moſt faithfully Tranflated ? Muſt the 
Saddle be ſet upon the wrong Horſe , and 
the faults of the Author , be imputed unto 
the Printer ? Thus if Mr, Rngroſe fhould 

happen to commit any miſtake in thefe pre 

ſent Papers, that blame ſhould be preſent- 
ly mine; and happy ſhould be all Anthors, 

if ſo readily their errours could be diftharged 
upon the Publiſhers. Beſides, what Authors 
can there be found fo accurate im all things, 
0 as not to be ſubject now and then to ſome 
lictle lapſes of their Pen? Were it ſo in 
John Efquemeling;, as he- onght to be par- 
doned tbr any {mall peeradillo not wittmgly 
nor willingly committed, concerning .what 
he relateth v 'Sir Henry Morgen f& am F 6}- 
therto perſwaded, that he mever defined to 
offend

offend that great perſon, or falſely traduce 
his 'memory, in the leaſt. My Argument is : 
becauſe he himlelt had the hand of a pri- 
vate Bucanier in thoſe Afﬀairs, he himſelf was a 
Sharer in thoſe Bootys, an Actor in thoſe En- 
rerprizes, and could no more blame Sir Hex- 
ry Morgan tor leading unto thoſe Attempts, 
than blemiſh himſelf for following unto them. 
Another Reaſon, even more prevalent, -is, 
that he all along ſpeaketh more honourably 
of Sir Henry Morgan, than of any other Com- 
mander of the Bucaniers, though. they were 
his own Country - men, either Francis Lolo- 
nois, or -Roche Braſilieno, whereof the one 
was a Dutch man, and the other was born in 
France. So that to ſay, that he repreſenteth 
the Exgliſh Bucamers, as the worſt of men, 
is plainly to torget, that he relateth ten times 
greater villanies of his own Nation and Coun- 
try People ; and. that the partiahity they ac- 
cuſe him of, if any ſuch can be tound in thar 
Author , is rather bent. againſt the French 
and other Nations, than th<- Exgliſh. Doth 
he in. any place of his Hiſtory , lay all the 
faults. and cruelties of the Eng/;ſh Bucaniers 
upon Sir Hetry Morgan © Or do we believe 
that if committed without order, as mn moſt 
Armys many. things are ſo done, the General 
or Commander in Chief, ought ro be account- 
Fai2 | able 
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able for them ? Or if thoſe things were per- 
formed by order , that the Spanrrds had 
not deſerved them at the hands of the Bu- 
caniers? 
Ay, but he miſtaketh the Pedigree of Sir 
Henry Morgan. Truely, a great fault, and 
unpardonable in John Eſquemeling, a For- 
 rejigner to.our Nation, and an illiterate Buca- 
nier, .that he ſhould not be better read in our 
Engliſh Hiſtory. * So did: he alſo: miſtake his 
very name, calling him Captain John Morgan , 
for Henry ; but that that fault was rectified: 
in the Tranſlation. As if every private Soul- 
dicr ought to-be thoroughly acquainted: with: 
the Chriſtian name of his General, and know 
whether he. was Baptized Fohn, or Thomas, 
Richard, or William | Now what diſhonour: 
can it be reputed, unto the merits of Sir Hen- 
ry Morgan to be miſrepreſented by Fobn Eſ- 
Juemeling, for the Son of a-Rich Yeoman 1m. 
Wales, whenas at the ſame time he ſaith, that: 
he was of good quality in that Country, even: 
as moii who bear that name in Wales are known 
to be * Doth not all our Engliſh. Nation: 
know the Family of the Morgans to be one 
of the Ancienteſt, and beſt Qualified in all 
Wales, or England; and: that to be deſcended 
of a rich Yeoman of the ſame Family, is as 
great an hounour, and as honourable a. Pegi- 
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gree, as any private Gentleman needeth to 
pretend unto ? 

Y But then Sir Henry Morgan did not burn 
Panama, And what diſgrace were it, to 
that worthy perſon, it he had ſet fire unto it, 
for thoſe reaſons he knew beſt himſelf ? 
Certainly no. greater diſhonour than to take 
and plunder the ſaid. City. Thus are theſe 
perſons ſo far tranſported with paſſion to- 
wards Sir Henry Morgan , as to bereave him 
of the glory of his greateſt Actions, whether 
true or falſe. For whether he fired the 
Town or not, ( for that Queſtion I ſhall not 
make mine ). this T.am ſure, that it was con- 
ſtantly ſo-reported, and believed here in Eng- 
land, viz. that the Engliſh had ſet fere unto it ; 
that unto this day. the Bucaniers do believe 
it to be ſoz and. conſequence unto this be- 
lief Mr. Ringroſe, in theſe Papers faith plain- 
ly in ſome place or other, that Panawa was 
once burnt by Sir Henry Morgan; that the 

aniards themſelves never believed nor re- 
ported this. Fat otherwile ,, neither will they 
calily be perſwaded to the contrary unto this 
very day, as I am credibly informed by thoſe 
perſons who lived in Spain at the ſame time 
that the news of the taking, of: Panama was 
brought into Spain, and who have been. reſi- 


dent. there. for. theſe many years fſince.. For 
what

whit! eoncerneth, -what iz now Publiſhed, that 
the Governour of Paraziz fired the Town hin- 
ſelf, is Tather believed by the Spaniards to be 
a ſham of the Governours making, thereby to 
{ave his own Bacon, agamſt whom they rail as 
the oteateſt Coward that cver-was , for de- 
leremyp the Town, and flying. to the Moun- 
tains, at- the approach of the Engliſh. How 
then, ſay-they, could he fire it himſelf, or give 
orders to- have it fired, when we know he was 
upon the Spur, thirty or forty Miles diftant 
from thence ? Had” he done- it, he woutd have 
ſer fire unto every Houſe, before he” had left 
the Town, and not ſo many Hours after the 
Epgliſh were 4n poſſeſſion of the place, and he 
at {ich a diſtance from it, Thus both the Engliſh 
Nation, and the Spaniſh having agreed, to give 
che honour of this AQtion either truely or falſe- 
ly, unto Sir Henry Mergen, I capnot but admire 


' that- thoſe who pretend to be the greateſt ad- 


mirers of hts merits, ſhould endeavour to deveſt 
him of it; 


What concerneth two or three points more, 
relating to Sir Henry Morgan in the Hiſtory of 
the Bucaniers, | ſhall not undertake to Apolo- 
oize for John Eſquemeling, in caſe he hath miſ- 
repreſented them, All that I ſhall ſay, is this, 
that that worthy perſon 1s not+the firſt General) 
or Chief Commander, whoſe Actions have been 


mil{- 
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miſconſtrued or miſunderſtood by the common 
Souldiers, and conſequently 1] reprelented by 
them at home. Neither 1s any thing in this 
World more ſubject to gloſſes, and falſe repre- 
ſentations, than the Heroick Aftions of great 
men, by their Servants, or inferiours. It this be 
the caſe of ohn Eſquemeling, and that he was 
Mate-contented whith his Fortune at Panama, 

what is that to me? What fault was that of 
mine ? I'th' mean while, why have not theſe 
perſons, ſo zealous of the "$a of Sir Henry 
Morgan, given us the true Journal of his huge

- Containing the dangerous Voyage, and bold Aſſaults 
of Captain Bartholomew Sharp, and others,per- 
formed in the South Sea , for the ſpace of two 


years, &C. 
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Captain Coxon, Sawkins, Sharp, 4nd others, ſet 
forth in a Fleet towards the Province of Darien, 
upon the Continent of America. T heir deſigns 
to pillage and plunder in thoſe parts. Number 
of their Ships, and ſtrength of their Forces by 
Sea and Land. 


T a place called Boca del Toro, was the gene- 
ral Rendezvouz of the Fleet,which lately had 
taken and ſackt Puerto Velo the ſecond time ; 
that rich place having been plundered once 

| betore, under the Conduct of Sir Henry Mor- 

gan, as 1S related in the Hiſtory of the Bucaniers, At this

place alſo were two other Veſlels ; the one belonging un- 
to Caprain Peter Harris, and the other nnf$ Cahhtaun R:- 
chard Sawkins ; both Engliſhmen and Privateers. Here 
therctore a report was made untorhe Fleet , of a Peace 
concluded between the Spaniards and the Indians of the 
Land of Darjen,who tor the molt part wage inceſſant Wars 
againſt one another. Allo,that ſince the concluſion of the 
{aid Peace , they had been already tryed, and found very 
faithlul unto Captain Bewrnano, a French Commander, in 
an attempt on a certain place called Chepo, nigh the 
South Sea. Further, that the Indians had promiled to 
conduct him untoa great and very rich place, named 7oca- 
mora - upon which he had likewife promiſed them to re- 
turn in three Months time with more Ships and Men. 
Hereupon we all agreed togo viſit the ſaid place, and thus 
diſperſed our ſelves into ſeveral Coves, (by the Spaniards 
called:Czevas, or hoſlow creeks under the Coaſts) there to 
careen and fit our Veſſels for that purpoſe. In this place 
Boca del Toro, we found plenty of fat Torroiſes ; the plea- 
fanteſt meat in the world. When we had refitted our Yeſ- 


fels, we metat an Ifland,called by us, the Water-key ;/and 


this was then our ſtrength, as followeth.

We failed from thence March the 23. 1679. and in our 
way touched at the Ifhnds catled Zamblas, Theſe are cer- 
tain {lands reaching eight Leagues in extent, and lying 
tourteen Leagues Weſtward of the River of Darien. Being 
here at an Anchor , many of the [xdians, both men and 


WOmen. 
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women, came to ſee us. Some brought Plantans , others 

other Fruits, and Veniſon, to exchange with us for Beads, 

Needles, Knives, or any trifling bauble whereof they ſtand 

in need. But what they moſt chiefly covet are Axes and 

Hatchets to fell Timber withal. The men here go naked, 77.4;t of th 
as having only a ſharp and hollow tip, made either of Gold, Indians of 


Silver, or Bark, into which they thruſt their Privy Mem- Fee 


bers; the which tip they faſten with a ftring about their 
middle. They wear as an ornament 1n their Noſes,a gol- 
den or filver Plate,in ſhape like unto a Halt Moon ; which 
when they drink, they hold up with one hand, mean while 
they lift the cup with the other. They paint themſelves 
ſometimes with ſtreaks of black ; as the women do in like 
manner , with red. Theſe have in their Noles a pretty 
thick ring of Gold or Silver ; and for cloathing,they cover 
themſelves witha Blanket. They are generally well teatu- 
red women : among whom I ſaw ſeveral fatrer than the 
faireſt of Europe , with Hair like unto the fineſt flax. Of 
theſe it'is reported, they can ſee far better in thedark, than 
in the light. 

Theſe Indians miſliked our deſign for Tocamora, and dif- Thy c:v27 
ſwaded us from it, afſerting it would prove too tedious a Tn 
march, and the way ſo mountainous, and uninhabited, that for azorber. 
it would beextream difhcult to get Proviſions for our men. 

Withal, they proflered to guide us undiſeryed, within few 
Leagues of the City of Panama , in caſe we were pleaſed 
to go thither ; where we could not chooſe but know our 
ſelves, we ſhould not fail of making a good Voyage. Up- 
on theſe, and other reaſons which they gave us, we con- 
cluded to deſiſt from the Journey of Zocamora, and to pro- 
ceed to Panama. Having taken up theſe Reſolutions, 
Captain Bournano and Captain Row's Vellcls feparated from 
us, as being all French, and not willing to go to Panama, 
they declaring themſclves generally againſta long march 
by Land. Thus we left them at the Zamblas, From 
thence an 1xdian Captain, or chief Commander , named Thy 20 to the 
Andreas,conduted us to another Iſland, called by the Eug- ©94n IWand 
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liſh, the Golden Iſland. ſituated ſomething to the weſtward 
ot the mouth of the great River of Darien. At this Iſland 
we met, being 1n all 1even Sail,on the third of Aprzl, 1680. 
Tuy it fore Here at the Golden Ifland, the Zud:ans gave us notice of 
for Santa Ma- a Town called Santta Maria,fituate on a great River,which 
FN bearcth the ſame name, and which runneth into the South 
Sea, by the Gulf of San Migze/. That in the Town was 
kept a Garriſon of tour hundred Souldiers ; and that from 
this place much Gold was carricd to Panama, which was ga=- 
thered trom the Mountains thereabouts. That in caſe we 
ſhouldnot find ſufficient purchaſe there , we might from 
thence procced by Sea to Panama, where we could not caſt- 
--1, ver 1:2. 1y fail of our deſigns. This motion of the [ndians we 
«u(t. - liked to well, that we landed three hundred and thirty one 
men, on April the 5th 1 680. leaving Captain A/eſton, and 
Mackert , with 2 party of Seamen , to guard our Ships in 

- our abſence; with which we intended to return home. 
Tviir Proviſia Theſe men that were landed, had each ot them three or 
e 473 C0:09875 [our Cakes of Bread , (called by the Engliſh Dovgh-boy's) 
tor their proviſion of Victuals ; and as tor drink,the Rivers 
attorded them enough. At that time of our Landing,Cap- 
tain Sharp was very faint and weak, as having had a great 
fit of ſickneſs lately,which he had ſcarcely recovered. Our 
{cveral Companies that marched, were diſtinguiſhed as tol- 
loweth. Firſt, Captain Bartholomew Sharp with his Com- 
pany had a red Flag, with a bunch of white and green Rib- 
bons. The ſecond Diviſion led by Captain Richard Saw- 
kins, with his men had a red Flag ſtriped with yellow. 
The third and fourth , which were led by Captain Peter 
Harris, had two green Flags, his Company being divided 
into two ſeveral Diviſions. The fitth and ſixth, which be- 
ing, led by Captain John Coxon, who had ſome of A/eſton's 
and Macketts men joyned unto his, made two Diviſions or 
Companies , had each of them ared Flag, The ſeventh 
wasled by Captain Edmond Cook with red Colours ſtriped 
wit yellow, with a Hand and Sword for his deviſe. All,or 
mo.t of them,were Armed with Fuzee, Piſtol, and Hanger.

They march towards the Town of Santa Maria 
with deſign to take it. The Indian King of 
Darien meeteth them by the way. - Difficulties 
of this March , with other occurrences till they 
arrive at the place. 


Y CCECEY 


Eing landed on the Coaſt of Dariex, and divided into pi; days 
Companics, as was mentioned in the preceding Chap- arch. 
ter, we began our march towards Santa Maria, the Indians 
ſerving us ſor guides in that unknown Country. Thus we 
marched at firtt rhrough a {mall skirt of a wood, and then 
over a bay almoſt a League in length. After that, we 
went two Leagues dire&tly up a woody valley, where we 
ſaw here and there an old Plantation, and had a very good 
path to march in. There we came to the ſide of a River, 
which in molt places wasdry, and built us Houſes, or ra- 
ther Huts to lodge in. | 
Unto this place came unto us another [aqzan , who was Ar Indian 
a chief Commander , and a man of great parts, named Commander 
Captain Antonio. This Iudian Officer encouraged us very 
much to undertake the Journey of Sata Maria, and pro- 
miſed to be our Leader ; ſaying , he would go along with 
us now, but that his Child lay very fick. However, he 
was aſſured, it would dye by next day ; and then he would 
moſt certainly follow and overtake us. Withal, he detired 
we would not lye in the grats,tor tear of monſtrous 4dders, 
whichare very trcquent in thoſe pilaecs. Breaking lome of 
the ſtones that lay in the River, we found them ſhine with 
ſparks of Gold. Thee ſtones are driven down from the 
neighbouring Mountains in time of floods, This day four Fox» of #3:ir 
of our men tyred, and returned back unto the Ships. So P7V#r retary 
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we: rgmaincd in all 327 men, with fix /zdzans to condutt 
us. Fine night ſome ſhowers of rain tell. 

The next day of our march we,mpunted a very ſteep 
hill, and en the other fide, at the foot thereot , we reſted 
on the bank of a River, which Captain Andreas told us, 
did run into the South Sca;_ being the ſame River on 
which the Town of Santa Maria was ſituated. Hence wo 
continued our march until noon , and-then aſcended ano- 
ther Mountain extreamly ligher than the former. Here 
we ran much danger oftentimes, and in many Places , the 
Mountain being fo perpendicular, and the path ſo narrow, 
that but one 12an at a time could paſs. We arrived by the 
cark of theevening tothe other fide of the Mountain,and 
lodged again by the ſideot the fame River, having march- 
cd that day , according to our reckoning, about eighteen 
miles. This night likewiſe ſome rain did fall. 

The next morning, being Apri/the 7th, we marched all 
along the River atorementioned, crofling it often, almoſt at 
cvery half mile, ſometimes up to the knees, and at other 
times up to'the middle, ina very ſwift current. About 


.noon we came to a place,where we found ſome Izdzan hou- 


(cs. Theſe were very large and neat : the fideswere built 
v 1:11 Cabbage-trees,and the roofs of wild Canes,being,over 
them, thatcht with Palmiro Royal, but far more neater than 
curs at Jamaica, They had many diviſions into rooms," 


though no aſcent by ſtairs into Chambers. At this place 


were tour of theſe houſes together, that 1s, within a ſtones 
throw one of another , each of them having a large Plan- 
tanc wall before it. At the diſtance of halt a mile from 
this place, hved the King or chief Captain of theſe Indians 
of Dariea, who came to viſit us inRoyalRobes, with his 
Queen and Family. His Crown was mace of {mall white 
reeds, which were curiouſly woven, having no other top 
than its lining. which wasred {1}k. Round about tngmic- 
Ule of it was a thin plate of goid, more than two inches 
broad, laced Lehind; from whence aid ſticx two or three. 
Oſlrich fcatlicrs. Abcut this plate went alfo a row of gol 

UEN 
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den beads, which weretigper than ordinary peaſe ; under- 
neath which the'rad limng of the Qrown was ſeen. In his 
noſe he wore a large plate -of gald ,- in form of an halt 
Moon; and ineach car a great gokden ring, nigh four in- 
ches in diameter, with around thin plate of Gold of the 
ſame breadth, having a fmall hole in the center,and by thar 
hanging to the'ring. He was covered with a thin white 
cotton robe, 'reaclting unto-the fmall ot its legs, and round 
its bottoim a fringe of: the fame three inches deep. Sothat 
by the tength of this Robe, our fight was tmpeded,that we 
could fee no higher than lis naked Ankles. In his hand he 
had a long bright Lance, as ſharp as any knite. With him 
he had three Sons, each of them having a white Robe, and 
their Lances in their hands , but ſtanding bare-headed be- 
fore him; as alſo were eight or nine perions more of his 


Retinue, or Guard. His Queen wore a red Blanket, which Attire «j ce 


was cloſely girt about her waſft : and another that came 
looſely over her head and ſhoulders , like unto our old ta- 
thion ſtriped hangings. She had a young Child in her arms, 
and two Daughters walked by her,both Mariageable, with 
their faces almoſt.covered with ſtripes or ſtreaks of red, and

about their Neck and Arms, almoſt loaden with ſmall Beads - 


of ſeveral colours. Theſe Indian women of the Province 
of Darien, are generally very tree, airy, and brisk; yet 
withal very modeft,and cautious in their Husbands prelence, 
of whoſe jealouſte they ftand in fear. With theſe /xdzans 
ve made an exchange , or had a truck, as it iscalled , for 
Knives,Pins,Needles,or any other fuch like trifles;but in our 
dealing with ther we found them to be very cunning.Hcre 
we reſted our ſelves for the ſpace of one day ; and withal, 
choſe Captain Sawkins to lead the Forlorn , unto whom, 
for that purpoſe , we gave the choice of Fourſcore men. 
The King ordered us each man to have three Plantans, 
with Sugar-canes to ſuck, by way of a Preſent. But when 
theſe were conſumed, it we would not truck we muſt have 
flarved ; for the King himſelt did not. retuie to deal tor his 
Plantans. Thus fort of Fruit is firlt recuced to math, then 
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laid between leaves of the ſame tree, and fo uſed with wa- 
ter ; after which preparation they call it Mſcelaw. 

On April the Ninth we: continued our march along the 
banksof the River abovementioned, finding in our way 
here and there a Houſe. The owners of the ſaid Houſes 
would moſt commonly ſtand at the door, and give, as we 
paſſed by, toevery one of us , either a ripe Plantane , or 
ſome {weet Cazave-root. Some of them would count us 
by dropping a grain of Corn for each man that pailed be- 
tore them ; tor they know no greater number , nor can 
tc!l no farther rhen Twenty. That night we arrived at 


three great /adian Houles,where we took up our Lodgings, 


the wearher being clear and ſerene all night. 

The next day Captain Sharp, Captain Coxox, and Cap- 
tain Cook, with about threeſcore and ten of our men,cmbar- 
ked themſelves in fourteen Canoas upon the River, to 
glide down the ſtream. Among this number [I did alſo 
embark; and we had in our company our /ndian Captain 
Andreas, of whom mention was made above; and two 
Indians more in each Canoa , to Pilot or guide us down the 

Uver. But if it was fo that we were tired 1a travelling 
by Lend betore , certainly we were in a worſer condition 
now in our Caxoas. For at the diſtance of almoſt every, 
ſtones caſt, we were conſtrained to quit, and get out of our 
Boats, and hale them over either Sands or Rocks: at other 
times over Trees that lay crolsand filled up the River , ſo 


that they hindred our Navigation ; yea, ſeveral times over 


the very points of Land it ſelf. That night we built our 
ſelves Huts to ſhelter in upon the River fide,and reſted our 
wearied Limbs until next morning. 

This being come,we proſecuted our Journey all day long 
v/ith the fame fatigue and toll , as we had done the day be- 
orc, At night came a 7Tygre and looked on us tor 
ſome while, but we dared nor ro fire at the Anima), tearing 
we fhould be deſcryed by the found of our Fuzecs : the 5 pa- 


ntards, 25 we were told, not being at much diſtance trom 
that piacc.

But the next day , which was April the Twellth , our 
pain and labour was rather doubled than Ciminiſhed ; not 
only for the difficulties of the way , which was imntclero- 
ble, but chictly tor the abſence ot our main body of men, 
from whom we had parted the day belore. For now car - 
ing nonews of them,we grew extreamiy jealous of the 7:- 


dians and their Councels, ſuſpeSing it a deſign of thoiz 


people thus to divide our Forces, and then cutting us off, 
betray us unto the Spaniards our impiacable Enemies. That 
night we reſted our {elves by building 0: Huts, as we had 
done, and hath been mentioned betore. 

On Tueſday morning , the next enſuing day, we conti- 
nued our Navigation down the River , and arrived at 2 
beachy point of Land; at which place another Arm joyn- 
eth the ſame River. Here, as we underſtood, the Indians 
of Darien did uſually Rendezvous, whenſoever they drew 
up ina Body, with intention to fight their ancient Enemics 
the Spaniards. Here alſo we made a hault, or flayed tor 
the reſt of our Forces and Company , the Indians having 
now ſent to ſeek them, as being themſclves not a little 
concerned at our diſlatisfa&tion and jealouſfies. In the at= 
ternocn our Companions came up with us, and were huge- 
ly glad to {co us,they having been in no leſs tear tor us,than 
we had been at the ſame time for them. We continued 
and reft<d there that night allo, with deſign to fit our Arms 
for action, which now, as we were told, was nigh at hand. 

We departed from: thence carly the next morning, which 
was the laſt day of our march, being in all now, the num- 
per of threeſcore and ciglt Canoas , wherein were umbar- 
ked 327 of us Engliſhmen, and 50 /ndians, who ſerved us 
tor Guides, Unto the point above-mentioned, the /ndians 
had hitherto guided our Canoas with long Poles or ſticks ; 
but now we made our {clves Oars ana Padcles to row with- 
al, and thereby make what ſpecu we courd., Thus we 
rowed with all haſt imaginable, and upon the River hap» 
ned to mcet two or three /rdiay Canoas that were laded 
with Plantans. About midnight we arrived and landed at 
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the diſtance of half a mile, more or leſs, from the Town of 
Santa Maria , whither our march was all along intended. 
The place where we landed was deeply muddy,infomuch, 
that we were conſtrained to lay our paddles on the mud to 
wade upon, and withal, lift our ſelves up by the boughs of 
the trees, to ſupport our Bodies from ſinking, Afterwards 
we were forced to cut our way through the woods for ſome 
ſpace, where we took up our Lodgings for that night, for 
{ear of being diſcovered by the Enemy , unto whom we 
were ſo nigh. 


CHAP. 11 


They take the Town of Santa Maria with 0 loſs of 


Men, and but ſinall purchaſe of what they ſought 
for. Deſcription of the Place , Country, and 
River adjacent. They reſolve to go and plunder 
the ſecond time the City of Panama. 


7 © He next morning, which was Thurſday April the Fit 
teenth, about break of day , we heard from the 

Town a ſmall Arm diſcharged, and after that a Drum bea- 
ting zravailſer. With this we were rouſed from our ſleep, 
and taking up our Arms, we put our ſelves in order and 
marched towards the Town. As ſoon as we came out of the 
Woods into the open ground, we were deſcryed by the 
Spaniards, who had reccived betore-hand intelligence of 
our coming, and were prepared to receive us, having al- 
ready conveyed away all their Treaſure of Gold, and ſent 
it to Payama. They ran immediately intoa large Paliza- 
da Fort, having each Pale or Poſt twelve foot high, and 
began to fire very.briskly at us as we came. But our 
Vanguard ran up unto the place, and pulling down two 
or three of their Pa/izadas, centred the Fort cs 
anc

and made themſelves Maſters thereof. In this Action there 
were not fifty of our men that came up betore the Fort 
was taken; and on our fide only two were wourided , and 
not one killed. Notwithſtanding within the place were 
found two hundred and threeſcore men , beſides which 
number, two hundred others were faid to be abſent, being 
gone up into the Countrey unto the Mines to fetch down 
Gold , or rather to convey away what was already in 
the Town. Fhis golden Treaſure cometh down another 
branch of this River unto Santa Maria,from the neighbour- 
ing Mountains, where are thought to be the richeſt Mines 
of the 1ndzes, or, at leaſt, of all theſe parts of the Weſtern 
World. Of the Spaniards we killed in the afſault twenty 
ſix, and wounded to the number of ſixteen more. But 
their Governour, their Prieſt,and all, or moſt of their chief 
men, made their eſcape by flight. 

Having taken theFort, we expected to find here a con- 
ſiderable Town belonging unto it. But it proved to be 
only ſome wild houſes made of Cane,the place being chiet- 
ly a Garriſon deſigned to keep the 1ndiaxs in ſubjedtion, 
who bare a mortal hatred, and areoftenapt to rebel againſt 
the Spanzards. But as bad a place as it was, our fortune 
was much worſe. For we came only three days too late, or 
elic we had met with three hundred weight of Gold, which 
was carried thence to Panama in a Bark , that is ſent from 
thence twice or thrice every year, to fetch what Gold 
15 brought to Santa Maria from tne Mountains. This Ri- 
ver, called by the name of the Town, 15 hereabouts twice 
as broad as the River of Thames isat London , and floweth 
above threeſcore miles upwards , riſing to the heighth of 
two fathom and a half at the Town it ſelf. As ſoonas we 
had taken the place, the /nd:ans who belonged to our com- 
pany,and had ſerved us for Guides,came up unto the Town.

For mean while they heard the noiſe of the Guns,they were 


in 2 great conſternation, and dared not approach the 
Palizadas, but had hidden:themſclves cloſely in a ſmall hol- 
low ground, inſomuch that the bullets, while we were 
fighting flew over their heads.

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Here we toundand redecmed the eldeſt Davghter of the 
King of Darien, of whom we made mention above. She 
had, as it ſhould ſeem, been forced away from her Fathers 
houſe by one of the Garifon, (which Rape had hugely in- 
cenled him againſt the Spaniards) and was with Ch:ld by

them into the acjoyning Woods, and there ſtabbing them 
toccath with their Lances. But ſo ſoon as we underſtood 
this aber barbarous crucity, we hindred them from takin 

any more out of the Fort, where we confined them every 
one Pritoners. Captain Sawkzins with a ſmall party of ten 
more, Put himſclt into a Canoa, and went down the 
River, to purſue and ſtop, if it were poſlible, thoſe that had 
clcaped,” who were the chicteſt of the Town and Garriſon. 
But now our great expectations of making an huge pur- 


chale of Gold at thus place being totally vaniſhed, we were 


unwilling to come {o tar for nothing, or go back emprty- 
handed ; eſpecially, conſidering what vaſt riches were to 
bc had at no great diſtance from thence. Hereupon, we 
relolvec to go tor Panama , which place if we could take, 
we were allured we ſhould get Treaſure enough, to fatisfic 
our hungry appetite of Gold and Riches, thar City being 
the receptacle of all the Plate, Jewels, and Gold that is dig- 
ed out of the Mines of all Pozofr and Peru. Unto this effect 
therctore, and to pleaie the humours of ſome of our com- 
pany, wemade choice of Captain Coxon to be our General, 
or Commander in chict. Before our departure , we ſent 
back what {mall booty we had taken here by ſome priſoners, 
anc! tele under the charge of twelve of our men to con= 
vey it unto the Ships. 

Thus we prepared to go torward on that dangerovs en- 
terprize of Panama. But the Indians who had condutted 
us 2aving gotten trom us what Knives, Sizars, Axes, Nec- 
dics, and zads riey could obtain, would not ſtay any lon- 
ger, but all, or tue greateſt part of them returned to their 
home. Wicca notwithſtanchng, the King himſelt, Captain 

Andra a:, 
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Andreas, Captain Antonio, the Kings Son,called by the Spa- Tit cbiefeſt re- 


riards, Bohete de Oro, or King Golden-cap, as alſo his Kinſ: 
man, would not be per{waded by their falling off to leave 
us, but reſolved to go to Paxama , out of the deſire they 
had to ſee that place taken and ſackt. Yea, the King pro- 
miſed, if there ſhould be occaſion , to joyn fifty thouſand 
men unto our Forces. Beſides which promiſes, we had al- 
{o another encouragement very conſiderable to undertake 
this journey. For the Spaniard who had forced away the 
_ Kings Daughter, as was mentioned above, fearing leſt 

we Fould leave him to the mercy of the [ndians, who 
would have had but little on him, having ſhewed them- 
ſelves ſo cruel unto the reſt of his Companions,for the fatc- 
ty of his life had promiſed to lead us, not only into the 
Town, but even to the very bed-chamber door of the Go- 


vernour of Panama, and that we ſhould take him by the. 


hand , and ſeize both him and the whole City, before we 
fhould be diſcovered by the Spaniards, cither betore or aftcr 
our arrival. | 


CHA FE. 


The Bncaniers leave the Town of Santa Maria, and 
proceed by Sea to take Panama. Extream diffi- 


culties , with ſundry accidents and dangers of 


that Voyage. 


H ria, only the {pace of two days, we departed from 
thence on Saturday Apri/ the 17th 1680. We embarked 
all in Thirty five Canoas, and a Periagza, whith we had 
taken here lying at anchor before tne Town. Thus we 
ſailed , or rather rowed down the River, in queſt of the 


South Sea, upon which Paxzama 1s ſeated, towards the Gult> 
- of 
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of Belona , whereat we were to diſembogue int@that O- 
ccan. Our priſoners, the Spantards, begged verFtarneſtly 
they might be permitted to go with us, and not be left a- 
Landoned unto the mercy of the [ndians,who would ſhew 
them no favour, and whoſe-cruakty they fo much fearcd. 
But we had much ado tofind ſufficient number of boats 
for our felves,the Indians that left us, had taken with them, 
eithcr by conſent or flealth , ſo many Canoas Yet not- 
vithltanding they tound ſoon after either Bark Logs,or old 
Canoas; and by that means ſhifted fo well tor their lives, 
as tocomealong with us. Betore our departute we burnt 
both the Fort, the Church, and the Town, which was done ' 
at the requeſt of the'King, he being extreamly incenled a- 
gainſtit. . | 

* Among theſe Canoas , it was my misfortune to have 
one that was very heavy, and conſequently ſluggiſh. - By 
this means we were left behind the reſt a little way ,” our 


' number beirig only four men, beſides my ſelf; that were 
* embarked therein. - As the Tyde fell,it left ſeveral ſhoals of 


Tie; 114 eaſe

fand naked ; and hence, we not knowing of the true Chan- 
r-!, amongſt ſuch variety of ſtreams, hapned to ſteer with- 


*1n 2 ſhoal, above two mile, before we perceived our error. 


Hcercupon 4 we were forced to lye by until high water 
came ; for to row in ſuch heavy boats as thoſe are againſt 
the Tide, is a thing totally impoſſible. As ſoon as the 
Tyde began'to turn, we rowed away 1n proſecution of our 
Voyage, and withal, made what haſt we could, but all our 
endeavours were in vain, for we neither could find, nor o- 
ertake our Companions. Thus about ten of the clock at 
night, the Tyde being low water , we ſtuck up an Oar 
in the River,and ſlept by turns in our Canoa, ſeveral ſhow- 
ers of rain falling all the night long, with which we were 
throughly pierced to the skin. 
But the nzxt morning, no ſooner day was come, when 
we rowed away down the River,as before, in purſuit of our 
people. Having gon about the ſpace of two Leagues,we 


were ſo fortunate as to overtake them. For they had lain 
that 


— 
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that night at an /»dian Hut, or Embarcadero, that is to ſay, 
landing place , and had been filling of water till then i'th\ 
morning. Being arrived at the place, they told us,that we 
muſt not omit to fill our Jars there with water, otherwiſe 
we ſhould meet with none inthe ſpace of ſix days time. 
Hereupon we went every one of us the diſtance of a quar- 
ter of a mile from the Embarcadero, unto a little Pond, to 
fill our water inCalabazas, making withal what haſt we 
could back unto our Canoa. But when we returned, we 
found not one of our men, they all being departed, and a!- 
ready got out of ſight. Such 1s the procedure. of theſe 
wild men , that they care not inthe leaſt whom they looſe 
of their company, or leave behind. We were now more

troubled in our minds than before, fearing leſt we ſhould - 


tall into the fame misfortune we l}ad fo lately overcome. 

Hereupon we rowed after them , as faſt as we poflibly 
couid, but all in vain. For here are tound ſuch huge num- 
be- s of Iſlands, greater and letler , as alſo Keys about the 
mh of the River, that it was not difficult ior us, who 
were imnacquainted with the River, to looſe our ſelves a ſee 
cond ime amongit them. Yet notwithſtanding, though 


with much trouble and toil, we found at laſt that mouth of 


the River, that is called by the Spaniards , Boca chica , or 
the Little mouth. But as1t hapned , it was now young 
flood, and the ſtreamran very violent againſt vs. So that 
though we were not above a ſtones catt, from the ſaid 
mouth, and this was within a League broac, yet we could 
not by any means come near it. Hence we were torced 


to put aſhoar, which we did accordingly, until the ttme of 


high-water. We hal2d our Canoa cloſe by the buthes,and 
when we got out, we faſtned our Rope unto a Tree, wiuch 
the Tyde had almoſt covered,for it floweth here nigh four 
fathom deep. 

As ſoon as the Tyde began to turn, we rovwed away 
from thence unto an Iſland , diſtant about a League and an 
half from the mouth of the River, ui the Gult of San Mi: 
gael, Here in the Gulf it went very hard with us, fi 

ſoever 
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ſoever any wave daſhcd againſt the fides of our Canoa, 
for it was nigh twenty foot in length, and yet not quite 
one foot and a half in breadth where it was at the broadeſt. 


' So that we had juſt room cnovgh to'tit down 1n her , and 


a little water would eaſily have both filled and overwitelm- 
ed us. At the Iſland atoreiaid, we to-k up our reſting place 
for that night, though for tlic lols of our company, and the 
oreat dangers we were in, the ſorrowtullett night that until 
then, I ever experimented in my whole like. For it rained 
1mpetuouſly all night long , 1afamuch that- we were wet 
trom head t2 i5vt, and had not one dry thred about us ; 
neither through the violence of the rain, were we able to' 
ep any fire burning wherewith to warm or dry us. The 


. Tide ebbeth here a good halt mile from the mark of high 


water, and leaveth bare wonderful high,and ſharp pointed 
rocks. Wepaſſed this heavy and tedious night without 
one ſole minute of ſleep, being all very ſorrowtul to ſce 
our ſelves fo far and remote from the reſt of our compani- 
ons, as alſo totally deſtitute of all humane comfort. For 
a-vaſt S2a ſurrounded us on the one {ide , and the mighty 
power of our Enemies the Spanzards on the other. Neither 
could we deſcry at any hand the leaſt thing to relieve us, - 
all that we could fee being the wide fea, high Mountains and 


Rocks ; mean while our ſelves were confined to an Egg- 


ſhell, inſtead of a Boat, without ſo much as a few cloaths 
to dctend us trom the injurics of the weather. For at that 
time none of us had a ſhooe to our feet. We ſearched the 
whole kev, to ſeeif we could find any water, but found 
none. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. V. | 
Shipwrack of Mr.Ringroſe the Author of this Nar- 


rative. He is taken by the Spaniards, and mi- 
raculouſly by them preſerved. Several other ac- 
cidents and diſaſters which befel him after the 
Toſs of his Companions till he found them again. 


Deſcription of the Gulf of Vallona. 


N Munday April the Nineteenth, at break of day,we x7, ,,- 1: c» 
() halled'our Canoa into the witer again} 'and depart- Sa again-in 
ing from the Iſland aforementioned: both wet and'cold , as ** £999: 
we were, we rowed away towards the Punta'de San Lo- 
renzo, or Point $t. Lawrence. In our way we met with ſe- 
veral Ifhnds which lye ſtragling thereabouts. But now 
we were again ſo hard put toit, by the fmalneſsot our veſ- 
ſel, and being in an open ſea, that it was become the work 
of one man, yea ſometimes of two, to caſt out the water, 
which.came in on all ſides of our Canoa. After ſtrugling 
for ſome while with theſe difficulties, as we came near un- 
to one:of thoſe Iflands, a Sea came and overturned our ,,, ... ..+ 
Boat , by which means we were all forced to ſwim for our ava. 
lives. But we ſoon got unto the Shoar , and to the fame 
place our Canoa came tumbling after us. Our Arms were 
very faſt laſhed unto the inſide of the Boat, and our Locks 
as well caſed and waxed downas was poſlible ; ſo were al- 
ſo our Catouche Boxes and powder-horns. But all our 
Bread and freſh water was utterly ſpoiled and loft. 

Our Canoa being tumbled on ſhoar by the force of the ,,..., -... 
waves, our firſt buſineſs was to take out and clear our Arms. »-2c/. 
This we had ſcarcely done, but we ſaw another Canoa run 
the ſame misfortune at a little diſtance to Leeward of us,a- 
mongſt a great number of Rocks that bounded the Wand. 

D Tic 
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The perſons that were caſt away proved to be fix Spaniards 
of the Garifon of Santa Maria , who had found an old 
Canoa , and had followed us to eſcape the cruelty of the 
Indians: They prefently can untotf,and made us a fire; 
which being done, we got our meat and broyled it on the 
coals, and aMl of useat amicably together. But weſtood 
in great need of water, or any other drink to our Victuals, 
not knowing in the leaſt where to get any. 'Our Canoa-was 
thrown up by.the waves to tlic edge of the water,and there 
was no great fear of its ſplitting, as being full ſix inches in 
thicknels on the ſides thereot.”* But that tm which the Spa- 
ard came,ſplit it ſelf againſt the Rocks, as being old and 
ſlender, into an hundred pieces. Though we were thus 
ſhipwrackt-and driven aſboar.. as & have related, yet other- 
wile, and at other-t4mes; is this Gult of Sar Miguel a meer 
Mill-pogd for ſmoothneſs of water... | 
They rofule a My compang.was now altogether for returning, and to 
bout thcir af- proceed no farther ,, but rather tor living among{t the Zx+ 
rs dians, in calg they. could not reach the Ships we had left be- 
bind ,us in:the-Noxthern.Sea, But with much-ado I pre- 
vailed-with them to go forward atleaſt one day longer,and 
in caſe we found not our people the next. day , that.then | 
would be willing to do-any thing which they ſhould think 
fit. Tis we ſpent two or three hours of theday incon- 
ſulting about our affairs, and withal keeping a man to 
- watchand look out on, all {1des, tor tear of any turprizal by 
the I1d;ans, or other Encmies. About the time that we 
were come to a concluſion in our debates, our watchman 
by chance ſpycd/an [adian ; who, as ſoon as he ſaw us, ran 
into thewoods. I ſent ummediately twoof my company 
altcr him, who overtook him, and found that he was one 
of . our friendly Indzans. Thus he carryed them unto a 
place not far diſtant trom thence, where ſeven more of his . 
; company were,witha great Canoa which they had brought 
with them... They came unto the place where I was with 
tne reit of my company , and ſeemed to be glad to meet 
15 on that Iſland, 1 asked them by ſigns for the main bo- 


dy. 
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dy of our Company ; and they gave me to underſtand, 
that incaſe we would go with them in their Canoa, which 
. was much bigger than ours, we ſhould be up*with the 
Party by the next morning. This news, as may caſily be 
ſuppoſed, not a little rejoyced our hearts. fo | 
Preſently after this friendly invitation, they asked who 7, 116,- a 
the other ſix men were, whom they ſaw-inour company, #4 the !ives 
for they cafily perceived us not to be'all of one and the 7; Pl 
ſame coat and /;ygua. We told them they were Wankers, 
which 1s the name they commonly give unto the Spaniards 
in their own Language. Their next queſtion was, if they 
ſhould kill thoſe Spaxzards 2 but I anſwered them, No, by 
no means, I would not conſent to have it done. With 
which anſwer they ſeemed to be ſatisfied for that preſent. 
But a little while after, my back being turned, my com- 
pany thinking that they ſhould oblige thereby the Indians, 
beckned unto them to kill the Spanzards. With this, the 
poor Creatures perceiving the danger that threatned them, 
made a (ad ſhreek and outcry, and I came time enough to 
ſaveall their lives. But withal, I was forced to give way 
and conſent, they ſhould have one of them,for to raake him 
their flave. Hereupon I gave the Canoa that I came in 
unto the five Spanzards remaining, and bid them get away 
and ſhift for their lives, leſt thoſe cruel Zrdzans ſhould 
not keep their word , and they run again the ſame danger 
they had o lately eſcaped. Having ſent them away,mean 
while I reſted my ſelf , here I took a Survey of this Gulf, 
and the mouth of the Riyer, the which I finiſhed the ſame 
day, and do here preſent unto the view of the Reader. 
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But now , thanks be to God , joyning company with Thy put to fee 
thoſe Indians, we were got into a very large Canoa , the 484i" #14 are 


, : mad priſoners. 
which for its bigneſs, was better able to carry twenty men, pri 


than our own that we had brought to carry five. The 
Hndians had alſo fitted a very good-Sail unto the faid Canoa ; 
ſo that having now a freſh and ſtrong galeof wind,we ſet 
fail from thence, and made therewith brave way, to the in- 
finite joy and comfort of our hearts, ſeeing our ſelves fo 
well accommodated, and fo happily rid of the miſeries we 
but lately had endured. We had now a ſmooth and eaſie 
paſſage, after ſuch tedious and labourſome pains as we had 
ſuſtained in coming fo far ſince we left Santa Maria. Un- 
der the point of $?.Lawrence, mentioned above, is a very 
great ripling of the Sea , occaſioned by a ſtrong current 
which runneth hereabouts , and which oftentimes almoſt 
filled our Boat with its daſhes, as weſailed. This evening, 
after our departure from the Iſland where we were caſt a- 
way, it rained vehemently for ſeveral hours, and the night 
proved to be very dark. About nine of' the clock that 
night we .deſcryed two fires on the ſhoar of the Continent, 
over againſt us. Theſe fires were-no ſooner perceived by © 
the /rdians of our Canoa, but they began to ſhout for joy, » 
and cry out, Captain Antonio, Captain Andreas, the names 
of their /udian Captains and Leaders ; and toaffirm, they 
were aſſured thole fires were made by their Companions. 
Hence they made for. the ſhoar towards thoſe fires, as faſt 
as they could drive. But fo ſoon as cur Canoa came a- 
monegſt the breakers , nigh the ſhoar, out'came from - the 
Woods above threeſcore Spaniards: with Clubs and other =” 
Arms, and laying hold on our Canoa on both ſides thereof, 
halled it out of the water:quite dry, So-that by this means 
we were all ſuddainly taken and made-their priſoners. I 
laid hotd of my Gun , thinking t o-make ſome defence for 
my ſelf, but all was in vain ; tor they as ſuddainly ſeized 
me between four or five of them,and hindred me from aCti- 
on. Tth' mean while our nd7ans leaped over board , and 
20t away very nunbly into the Woods; my 5 | 
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ſtanding amazed at what had hapned, andthe manner of 
our ſurprizal. I asked them preſently it any of them 
could ſpeak either French or Eygliſh: but they anſwered, 
No. Hereupon, as well as I could, I diſcourted to ſome of 
them, who were more intelligent than the reſt, in Latin, 
and by degrees came to underftand their condition. Theſe 
were Spaniards who had been turned here aſhoar by our 
Engliſh party, who left them upon this Coaſt, left by car- 
rying them nearer unto Pavama , any of them ſhould 
make their eſcape , and diſcover our march towards that 
City. They had me preſently after I was taken intoa ſmall 
Hut which they had built, covered with boughs, and made 
there great ſhouts for joy, becauſe they had taken us; de- 
ſigning in their minds to uſe us very ſeverely for coming 
into thoſe parts, and eſpecially for taking and plundering 
their Town of Santa Maria. But mean while the Captain 
of thoſe Spaniards was examining me, in came the poor 
Spaxiard that was come along with us, and reported how 
kind I had been to him, and the reſt of his Companions,by 
faving their Lives from the cruelty of the Indzaxs. 

The Captain having heard him, aroſe from his ſeat im- 


/y :-:4744 and mediately and embraced me , ſaying, that we Engliſhmen 


tet al liyerty. 


were very friendly Enemies, and good people, but that the 
Indians were very Roguesand a treacherous Nation. With- 
al, he deſired'me to fit down by him,and to eat part of fuch 
Victuals as our Companions had left them when they were 
turned aſhoar. Then he told me, that for the kindneſs I 
had ſhewed unto his Countrymen, he gave us all our Lives 
and Liberties, which otherwiſe he would certainly have 
taken from us. And though he could ſcarcely be perſwa- 
dedin his mind to ſpare the /adzans lives, yet for my fake 
hedid pardon them all, and. I ſhould have them with me, 
in caſe I could find them. Thus he bid me likewiſe take 
my Canoa, and go in Gods name, faying withal, he wiſhed 
us as tortunate as we were generous. Hereupon I took my 
caveot him, after ſome little ſtay, though he invited me 
to tarry all night with him. I ſearched out , and at laſt 


found 
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found my Indians, who for fear had hid themſelves in the 

buſhes adjoyning to the neighbouring woods , where they 

lay concealed, Having found them , the Captain led rye 

very civilly down untothe Canoa, and bidding my Com- 

panions and the /rdans get in atter me ; as they at firſt & 
halled us aſhoar, ſo now again they puſhed us off to Sea,by 

a ſuddaia and ſtrange viciſlitude of fortune. All that night 

it rained very hard, as was mentioned above ; neither durſt 

we put any more aſhoar at any place, it being all along 

ſuch, as by Mariners is commonly called an ron Coaſt. 

The next morning being come, we failed, and padled, or Thy ovnrtate 
rowed, till about ten of the clock. Ar which time we ef- rb LE 
pied a Canoa making towards us with all ſpeed imaginable. 

' Being come up with us , and in view , it proved to be of 
our own Engliſh Company, who muſtaking our Canoa for 
2 Spaniſh Periagua,was coming in all haſt to attack us. We 
were infinitely gladded to meet them, and they preſently 
conducted us to the reſt of our Company,who were at thar 
inſtant coming from a deep Bay, which lay behind a high 
poiat of Rocks , where they had lain at Anchor all that 
night and morning. We were all mutually rejoyced toſee 
one another again, they having given both me and my . 


Companions tor loſt. 
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CHAP. VI. 

The Bucaniers proſecute their Voyage , till they 
come within fight of Panama. They take ſeve- 
ral Barks and Priſoners by the way. Are del- 
cryed by the Spantards before.their arrival. They 
order the Indians to kill the Priſoners. 


| Oh. the place where we rejoynea our Engliſh Forces, 5, :yivs cr 


we al made our way towards 2 high hammock of #arol de Plane, 


Land , as it appeared ata diſtance , but. was nothing ll ranos, 
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then an Iſland ſeven Leagues diſtant from the Bay afore« 
mentioned. On the higheſt part of this Iſland the Spay;- 
ards keep a watch, or Look-out, (for ſo it is termed by the 
Sea-men ) for fear of Pyrates , or other Enemies. That 
evening we arrived at the Iſland, and being landed,went up 
a very ſteep place, till wecame to a little Hut where the 
watchman lodged. We took by ſurprizal the old man who 
watched in the place, but hapned to ſee us not, till we were 
got into his Plantane walk before the Lodge. He told us 
in his examination,that we were not as yet deſcryed by the 
Spaniards of Panama, or any others that he knew; which 
relation of the old fellow much encouraged us to go for- 
wards with our deſign of ſurprizing that rich City. This 
place, if I took its namerightly , is called Farol de Planta« 
205, Or in Engliſh, Plantane-watch. 


Here , not long before it was dark that evening, a cer» 


ezbe a Bark of tain Bark came to an anchor at the outward ſide of the I- 


Panamiue 
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ſland, which inſtantly was deſcryed by us. Hereupon,we 
ſpeedily Manned out two Canoas, who went under the 
ſhoar and ſurprized the ſaid Boat. Having examined the 
perſons that were on board , we found ſhe had been abſent 
the ſpace of eight days from Panama, and had landed Sol- 
dicrs at a point of Land rfot far diſtant from this Iſland, 
with intention to fight and curb certain Indians and Ne- 
froes, who had done much hurt in the Country therea- 
bouts. The Bark being taken, moſt of our men endea- 
voured to get into her, but morceſpecially thoſe who had 
the leſler Canoas. Thus there embarked thereon to the 
number of one hundred thirty and ſeven of our company, 
together with that Sea-Artiſt , and valiant. Commander, 
Captain Bartholomew Sharp. With him went alſo on board 
Captain Cook, whom we mentioned at the beginning of this 
Hiſtory. The remaining part of that night we lay at the 
Key ot the ſaid Iſland , expetting to proſecute our Voy- 
age the next day. 

Morning being come, I changed my Canoa and embark- 
ed my felt on another , which though it was ſomething 


leſſer

{eſſer than the former, yet was furniſhed with better com» 
pany. Departing from the Iſland, we rowed all day long 
over ſhoal water, at the diſtance of about a League from 
land , having ſometimes not above four toot water , and 
white ground. In the afternoon we deſcryed a Bark at 
ſca, and inſtantly gave her chace. But the Canoa wherein 
was Captain Harris hapned to come up the firſt with her, 
who atter a ſharpdiſpute took her. Being taken, we pur 
on board the ſaid Bark thirty men. But the wind would 
not ſuffer the other Bark in chacing tocome up with us. 
This purſuit of the Veſſel did fo far hinder us in our Voy- 
age, and divide us aſunder, that night coming on preſently 
after, we lot one another, and could no longer keepin a bo- 
dy together. Hereupon we laid our Canoa aſhoar, to take 
up our reſt for that night , at the diſtance of two miles, 
more or leſs,from high water mark,and about four Leagues 
to Leeward of the Ifland of Chepilo, unto which place our 
courſe was then direCted. 

The next morning , as ſoon as the watcr began to float 
us, we rowed away for the fore-mentioned Ifhnd Chepilo, 
where by aſlignation our general Rendezvous was to be. In 
our way as we went, we eſpyed another Bark under fail, as 
we had'done the day before. Capt.Coxoms Canoa was now 
the firſt that cameup with this veſſel. But a young breeſe 
treſhning at that inſtant, ſhe got away from him atter the 
firſt onſet, killing in the ſaid Canoa one Mr. Bu//,and wound- 
ing two others. We preſently conjeured that this Bark 
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They aryive at 
the Iſle of Che- 
pillo, 


would get before us unto Panama, and give intelligence ot 


our coming unto thoſe of the Town ; all which haponed as 
we had foreſeen. It was that day two of the clock in the 
afternoon, before all our Canoas could come together, and 
joyn one another as it was aſſigned at Chepi//o, We took at 
that Iſland fourteen priſoners,between Negros and Mylatos ; 
alſo great ſtore of Plantans, and good water, together with 
two fat hogs. But now believing that ere this we had been 
already deſcryed at Panama, by the Bark afore-mentioned, 
wereſolved among our ſelves to waſt no time, but to haſten 
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away from the faid Wand, to the intent we might at leaſt 
be able to ſurprize and take their Shipping , and by that 
means make our ſelves maſters of thoſe Seas , in caſe we 
could not get the Town, which now we judged almoſt im- 
poflible to be done. At Chepi//o we took allo a Periagaa, 
Which we toundat anchor beiore the Ifland , and pretent- 
ly we put lome men on board her. Our ſtay here. was 
only of few hours ; fothat about four of the clock 1n the 
evening, which now was coming on, we rewed away trom 
thence , deſigning to reach Pazama betore the next morne- 
ing; unto which place we had now cnly feven Leagues to 
TO, it being no farther diſtant trom Chepi//o. But betore 
we departed trom the ſaid Iſland, it was judged convenient 
by our Commanders , for certain reaſons, which I could 
not dive into, to rid their hands of the priſoners which we 
had taken. And hereupon orders ,were given unto our 
Indians , who they knew would pertorm them very wil- 
lingly, to fight, or rather to murther and ſlay the faid Pris 
ſoners upon the thoar, and that in the view of the whole 
Fleet. This they inſtantly went avout todo, being glad of 
this opportunity to revenge their hatſed againſt their ene» 
mies, though in cold blood. But the priſoners, although 
they had no Arms wherewith to defend themſelves, forced 
their way through thoſe barbarous /ydians,in ſpight of their 
Lances, Bows, and Arrows, and got into the Woods. of he 
INand, one only man of them being killed We rowed 
all night long , though many ſhowers of rain ceaſed not 
'0 fall, 
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CHAPFT FELL 


They arrive within fight of Panama. Are enconn- 
tred by Three ſmall men of War. They fight 
them with only ſixty eight men, and utterly de- 
feat then, taking two of the ſaid Veſjels. De- 
ſcription of that bloody fight. They take ſeve- 
ral Ships at the Iſle of Perico before Panama. 


He next morning,which was on April.the 23. 1680. 

that day being dedicated unto St George, our Patron 

of England, we came before Sun-riſe within view of the 

City of Panama, which maketh a pleaſant ſhew unto the 
Vellels that are at ſea from oft the ſhoar. Soon altcr we 

law alſo the Ships belonging to the ſaid City, which lay at 

Anchor at an Iſland called Perico, diſtant only two Leagues

irom Panama. On the aforcſaid Hand are to be ſeen 6 | 


ral Store-houles which are built there, to receive the Goods 
delivered out of the Ships. At that preſent there rid at 
Anchor at Perico five great ſhips, and three pretty big 
Barks, called Barcos de la Armadilla, or little men of War: 

the word Armadila ſignifying a Little Fleet. Thele had 
bcen ſuddainly Manned out, with deſign to fight u$, and 
prevent any farther attempts we ſhould make upon the 
City, or Coaſts of thoſe Seas. As ſoon as they eſpied us, 
they inſtantly weighed Anchor, and got under fail,coming 
direaly to meet us, whom they expected very ſhortly, ac- 
cording to the intelligence they had reccived of our com: 

ing. Our two, Periaguas being heavy , couldnot row {ſo 
faſt as we that were in the Canoas , and hence we were 
got pretty far before them. In our five Canoas (tor {c 

many we were now 1 company) we had only thirty ſix 


men, and theſe but in a very unfit condition to fight, as 
E 2 being 
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bcing tyred with ſo much rowing, and fo few in number, 
in compariſon of the enemy that came againſt us. They 
ſailed towards us direC&tly before the wind , infomuch that 
we feared leſt they ſhould run us down before it. Here- 
1pon we rowed up into the winds eye, as theSeamen term 
;t, and got cloſe co windward of them. Mean while we 
were doing this , our leſſer Periagua came up with us, in 
which were thirty two more of our Company. So that 
we wereain all ſixty cight men that were engaged in the 
fight of that day ; the King himſelt being one of our num- 
ber , who was in the Perzagua aforementioned. In the 
veſſel that was Admiral of thefe three ſmall men of war, 
cre ſouricore and fix Biſcayners, who have the repute of 
being the beſt Mariners,and allo the beſt Souldiers amongſt 
the Spaniards, Theſe were ail Voluntiers, who came de- 


 fignudly to ſhew their Valour , under the Command of 


Don Jacinto de Barahona, who was High Admiral of thoſe 
Seas. In the fecond were ſeventy ſeven Negro's,who were 
commanded by an old and ſtout Spaniard , Native of - Au- 
daluſia in Spain,named Don Franciſco de Peralta.In the third 
and laſt were ſixty five Meſtizos, or Mulatos, or Tawny- 
mores, Commanded by Don Diego de Carabaxal.So that in 
all they made the number of two hundred twenty & eight 
men. Thc Commanders had ſtrict orders given them,and 
their reſolutions were to give quarters to none of the P7- 
rats Or Bucaniers. But ſuch bloody Commands as theſe 
{cllom or never do happen to proſper. 

Tie Canoa on Captain Seawkins, and allo that wherein 1 
wW2S, were much to Leeward of the reft. So that the ſhip 
ot Doz Diego de Carabaxal came between us two,and hired 
preſently on me to Windward , and on him to Leeward, 
wounding with theie broad f1des, four men in his Canoa, 
and onein that I waz in. But he paid fodear for his paſlage—. 
between us, that he was not very quick in coming about 
2gain and making the fame way. For we killed with our 
rt volly of thor, ſeveral of his men dead upon the decks: 
Th1s we alſo got to Windward , as the reſt were þctore. 

At 
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At this rime the Admiral of the Armadi/a, or Little Fleet, 

came up with us ſuddainly,ſcarce giving us time to charge, 

and thinking to paſs by us all with as little or leſs damage, 
| as the firſt of his Ships had done. But as it hapned,it tell 

out much worſe with him, for we were ſo fortunate, as to 

kill the man at the Helm. Sothat his Ship ran into the 

wind, and her Sails lay a back, as 1s uſually ſaid in Marine- 

ry. By this means we had time to come all up under his 

ſtern, and firing continually into his Veſſel , we killed as 

many as came to the Helm. Beſides which ſlaughter , we - 8 

cut aſunder his main ſheet and brace with onr ſhot. At 

this time the third veſſel , in which Captain Peralta was, 

was coming up to the aid of their General. Hereupon 

Captain Sawkins, who had changed his Canoa,and was gone 

into the Periagaa, left the Admiral to us four Canoas, (for 

his own wasquitedifabled) and met the ſaid Pera/ta., Be 

tween him & Captain Sawkzns the diſpute,or fight, was very 

hot, lying board on board together,and both giving and re- 

ceiving death unto each other as faſt as they could charge. 

Tn the mean while that we were thus engaged , the firſt 

{ſhip tackt abcut, and came up to relieve the Admiral. But 

we perceiving that, and foreſeeing how hard it would £0 

with us,if we ſhould be beaten from the Admirals flern,de- 

termined to'prevent his deſign. Hereupon two of our 

Canoas, to wit, Captain Sprivgers and my own, ftood off 

to meet him. He made updiretly towards the Admiral, 

who ſtood upon the quarter deck, waving unto him with a 

Handkerchiet ſo todo But we engaged him fo cloſely, in g,, ;# ;14m 

the middle of his way, that had he not given us the Helm, 7»: 70 fizhe, 

and made away trom us , we had certainly been on board 

aim. We killed ſo many of the men, that the veſſel had 
{ſcarce men enough left alive, or unwounaed, to carry her 
oft. Yet the wind now blowing freſh, they made jhift ro 
Zet away from us, and hereby fave their lives. 

. The Veſſel which was to relieve the Admiral being thus They take th 
>ut to flight, we came about again upon the Admiral, and ©97'"*: 
ail together gave a loud hallow , which was anſwered by 
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our men in the Perzagua, though at a diſtance from us. At 
that time we came ſo cloſe under the ſtern of the Admi- 
ral, that we wedged up the Rudder; and withal, killed 
both the Admiral himſelf, and the chief Pilot of his ſhip ; 
lo that now they: were almoſt quite diſabled and dil-heart- 
ned likewiſe , ſccing what a bloody Maſlacre we had made 
among them with our ſhot. Hereupon, two thirdsof their 
men bcing killed, and many others wounded , they cryed 
for Quarter , which-had ſeveral times been offered unto 
them , and as ſtoutly denyed until then. Captain Coxox 
centred on board the Admiral, and took with him Captain 
Harris, who had been ſhot through both his Legs , as he 
boluly adventurcd up along the ſide of the ſhip. This 
veilcl being thus taken, we put on board her alto all the 
reſt*of our woundcd men, and inſtantly manned two of 
our Canoas to go anc aid Captain Sawkins, who now had 
been three times beaten from on board Peralta, ſuch valiant 
deicnce nad he made. And indeed, to give our Enemies 
their duc, no men in the world did ever act more bravely 
than thcie Spantards. 

T'izus coming up cloſe under Peralta's file, we gave him 
a full volley of thot, and expected to have the like return 
{rom him again. But on a ſuddain we faw his men blown 
up that were abaſt the Maſt ; ſome of them falling on the 
deck, and others into the Sea. This diſaſter was no ſooner 
perceived by their valiant Captain Peralta , but he leaped 
over board, and in ſpight of all our ſhot, got ſeveral of 
them into the ſhip again ; though he was much burnt in 


beth lis hands himſelf. But as one misfortune ſeldom + 


cometh alone, mean while he was recovering theſe men to 
reinforce his ſhip'withal, and renew the fight, another Jar 
of powder took firc forward , and blew up ſeveral others 
upon the Fore-caſlle. Among this ſmozk, and undcr the 
opportunity thereoſ, Captain Sawkizs laid them on board, 
1nd took the ſhip. Soon atter they were taken; I went op 
voard Captain Peralta, to ſee what condition they were in. 
Anu indeed , ſuch a miſcrable fight I never faw in my lite.

For not one man there was found , but was cither killed, 
deſperately wounded,or horribly burnt with Powder. In- 
ſomuch,that their black skins were turned white in ſeveral 

places, the powder having torn it from their fleth and 

bones. Having compaſſionated their milery, I went atter= #vi5's fe 
wards on board the Admiral, to obſerve likewiſe the con- $5... 
dition of his Ship and men. Here I ſaw what did meer: 

ly afloniſh me,and will ſcarce!y be bclieved by others than 

our ſelves who taw it. There were tound on board thus thip 

but twenty five men alive, whole numver vetore tie fight 

had been fourſoore and fix, as was faid above. 5o that thre2= 

{core and one, out of fo ſmall a numbcr, were dettroyed in 

the Battle. But what is more, ot theie twenty five men, 

only eight were able to bear Arms, all the reſt being det- 

perately wounded , and by their wounds totally difabled | 

to make any reſiſtance, or detend themielves. Their blood 

ran down the decks in whole ſtreams, and not ſcarce one 

place in the ſhip was found that was free from blood. 

Having poſleiſed our ſelves of theſe two Armadlla vel Thez tuhs the 
{cls, or Little men of War, Captain Sawkins asked the pri- _ £8 
ſoners, how many Men there might be on board the grea= 
teſt ſhip that we could fee from thence, lying in the Har- 
bour of the Iſland of Perico above-mentioned, as allo in }. - 
the others that were ſomething {mallcr. Captain Peralta 
hearing theſe queſtions , diſlwaded him as muchas he could 
trom attempting them ; ſaying, that in the biggeſt alone 
there were Three hundred and fifty men,and that he would 
find the reſt too well provided for:detence againſt his ſmal! 
number. But one of his men, who lay a dying upon the. 
deck, contradited him as he was ſpeaking , and.told Cap« 
tain Sawkins, there was not one man on board any of thoſe 
ſhips that were in view ; for they had. all been taken out of 
them to fight us in theſe three veſſels called the Armadzlla, 
or Little Fleet, Unto this relation we gave credit, as pro= 
ceeding from a dying man;and ſteering our courſe unto the 
Iſlnd,;we went on board them, and tound, as he had ſaid, 


n9t.0ne perſon there. The biggeſt ſhip of theſe , which 
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was called La Santifima Trinidad, or the Bleſſed Trinity, 
they had ſect on fire, made a hole in her, and looſened her 
fore-ſail. But we quenched the fire with all ſpeed , and 
ſtopt the leak. Thus being done , we put our wounded 
men on board her , and thus conſtituted her for that pre- 
ſent to be our Hoſpital. | 

Having ſurveyed our own loſs and damages , we found 
that eightcen of our men had been killed in the fight, and 
twenty two were wounded. Theſe three Captains againſt 
whom we fought, were eſteemed by the Spaniards to be 
the valianteſt in all the South Seas. Neither was this repu- 
tation undeſervedly conferred upon them, as may eaſil 
be inferred from the relation we have given of this bloody 
Engagement. As the third ſhip was running away from 
the fight, ſhe met with two more that were coming out to 
their aſſiſtance; but withal, gave them fo little encourage- 
ment, that they returned back, and dared not engage us. 
We began the Fight about half an hour after Sun-riſe, and 
by noon had finiſhed the Battle, and quite overcome them. 
Capt. Peralta,mean while he was our Priſoner, would often 
break out into admirations of our Valour, and ſay, ſurely, 
We Engliſhmen were the valianteſt men in the whole world,who 
deſigned always to fight open, whilſt all other Nations invent- 
ed all the ways imaginable to barricade themſelves,and fight 
as cloſe as they could. And yet notwithſtanding, we killed 
more of our Enemies than they of us. 

Two days after our Engzgement , we buryed Captain 
Peter Harris, a brave and ſtout Souldier,and a valiant Eng- 
Iiſhman, born in the County of Fext ; whoſe death we ve- 
ry much lamented. He dyed of the wounds he received 
in the Battel, and beſides him, only one man more; all the 
reſt of our wounded men recovered. . Being now come 
betore Panama, I here enquired of Don Francifco de Perat- 
ta, our Priſoner, many things concerning the ſtate and con- 
ditton of this City,and the Neighbouring Country ; and he 
latisficd me in manner following. 
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CHAP. VIII. 


Deſcription of the State and Condition of Panama, 
and the parts adjacent. What Veſſels they took, 
while they blocked up the ſaid Port. Captain 


Coxon with ſeventy more returneth home. Saw- 
kins zs choſen in chief. 


"FE famous City of 'Payama is ſituate in the latitude p,,c,, p2zeof 
of nine degrees North. It ſtandeth in adeep Bay, Panama. 
belonging to the South Sea. It is in form round, except- 
ing only that part where it runs along the Sea-ſide. For- 
merly it ſtood four miles more Eaſterly , when it was ta- 
ken by Sir Henry Morgan , as is related in the Hiſtory of 
the Bucaniers. But by him then being burnt, and three 
times more ſince that time by caſualty , they removed it 
to the place where it now ſtandeth. Yet notwithſtanding, 
ſome poor people there are ſtill inhabiting at the old Town, 
and the Cathedral Church is ſtill kept there, the beautiful 
building whereof maketh a fair ſhew at a diſtance, like un- 
to that of St.Pauls at London. This new City, of which I 
now ſpeak, is much bigger than the old one was, and 1s 
built for the moſt part ot brick,the reſt being buult of ſtone, 
and tiled. As for the Churches belonging thereunto,they 
are not as yet finiſhed. Theſe are eight in number, where- 
of the chicfeſt is called Sauta Maria. The extent of the 
City comprehendeth better than a mile and a half in length, 
and above a mile in breadth. The Houſes for the moſt 
part are three {tories in heighth. It is well walled round 
about, with two Gates belonging thereunto, excepting on- 
ly wherea Creek cometh into the City,the which at high- 
water letteth in Barks , to furniſh the Inhabitants with all 
forts of Proviſions and other Neceſlaries. Here are al- 
6 | ways 
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ways Three hundred ofthe Kings Souldiers to Garriſon the 
City ; beſides which number, their M/itia of all colours, 
are one thouſand one hundred. But at the time that we 
arrived there, moſl of their Souldicrs were out of Town ; 
inſomuch, that our coming put the reſt into great conſter- 
nation, they having had but one nights notice of our be- 
ing in thole Seas. Hence we were induced to believe,that 
had we gone alhoar, inſtead of fighting their ſhips, we had 
certainly rendred our felves maſters of the place ; eſpecial- 
ly conſt lering, that all their chict men were on board the 
Ad niral ; I mean, ſuchas were undoubredly the beſt Soul- 
dicrs. Round about the Cirty,for the ſpace of ſeven Leagues, 
more or lis, allthe adjacent Country is Savara, as they 
call it in ths Spaniſh Language , that is to ſay. , plain and 
level ground, as ſmooth as a ſhzet ; for this is the ſignifi 
cation of the word Savana. Only here and there is to be 
{cen a {mall ſpot of woody Land; and every where this 
level ground is full of Yacadas, or Beef Stantions, Where 
whole droves of Cows and Oxen are kept, which ferveas 
well as ſo many Look-outs, .or Watch-Towers , to deſcry it 
an Enzmy is approaching by land. The ground whereon 
the City ſtandeth, is very damp and moiſt, which rendretl 
the place but of bad repute for the concern of health. The 
water is allo very full of worms,and theſe are much prejudt- 
cial to ſhipping;which is the cauſe that the Kings Ships Iye 
always at Lima, the Capital City of Peru, unleſs when they 
come down to Payama to bring the KingsPlate; which 1s 
only at ſuch times , as the Fleet of Galeones cometh from 
0d Spain to etch and convey it thitker. Here in one night 
atter our arrival, we found Worms of three quarters of an 
__ in length , both in our Bed-cloaths and other Appa- 
rel. 


At the Iiland of Perico above-mentioned, we ſeized in 


75 taken ®- all five ſhips. Of theſe, the firſt and biggeſt was named, 

as was ſaid before, the Trinidad,and was a great ſhip, of the 

burthen of four hundred Tuns. Her lading conſiſted of 

Wine, Sugar, Sweet-meats, (whereof the Spaniards in og

hot Countreys make infinite ule) Skins, and Soap. The 
ſecond ſhip was of about Three hundred Tuns burthen, 
and not above halt laded with bars of Iron, which is one 
of the richeſt Commodities that are brought into the South 
Sea. This veſſel we burned with the lading in her,becauſe 
the Spaniards pretended not to want that Commodity,and 
therefore would not redeem it. The third was laden with 
Sugar, being of the burthen of one hundred and fourſcore 
Tuns, more or leſs. This veſlcl was given to be under the 
Command of Captain Coot. The fourth was an old ſhip 
of ſixty Tuns burthen , winch was laden with flower of 
Meal. This ſhip welikewiſe burnt with her lading ; cſtcem- 
ing both bottom and Cargo, at that time, to be ulcleſs unto 
us. The fifth was a ſhip of Fifty Tuns, the which, with a 
Periagua, Captain Coxon took along with him when he left 
us. 
Within two or three days after our arrival at Panama, Captain Cox- 
Captain Coxon being muchdiſſatisficd with ſome refle&tions Wn, 
which had been made upon him by our company , dcter- home. 
mined to leave us, and return back to our jhips in the Nor- 
thern Seas, by the ſame way he came thither. Unto this 
eftect, he perſwaded ſeveral of' our company , who ſided 
_ moſt with him, and had had the chicteſt hand in his Ele&ti» 
on, to fall off from us, and bear him company in his jour- 
ney , or march over-land. The main cauſe of thoſe re- 
flexions , was the backwardne!s in the laſt Engagement 
with the Armadilla; concerrfing which point, ſome ſtick- 
ed not to defame, or brand him, with the note of Cowar- 
dize. He drew oft with him,to the number ot threefcore 
and ten of our men, who all returned back with him in 
the Ship and Perzagua 250v2-meationcd, towards the mouth 
of the River of Santa Maria. ' In his company alfo went 
back the Indian King, Captain Antonio, and Don Andreas, 
who being old , deſired to be excuted from ſtaymg any 
longer with us. However,the. King deſired we would not 
be leſs vigourous in annoying their enemy and ours , the 
Spaniards , than if he were pcrfonally preſent witl us, 
F 2 Ant 
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And to the intent we might ſce how faithfully he did in- 
tend to deal with us, he at the ſame time recommended 
both his Son and Nephew unto the care of Captain Saw-. 
kins. who was now our newly choſen General,or Comman-- 
der in chiet, in t.;e abſence of Captain Sharp. The two 
Armadilla Ships xhich we took in the Engagement we 
burnt alto, {aving noother thing of them both, but their 
Rigging, and Sails With them alſo we burnt a ſmall Bark, 
whuch came into the Port laden with Fowls and Poul- 
try; 

On Sunday, whi-!1 was April the 25th , Captain Sharp 
with his Bark and C-+npany came in and joyned us again, 
His abſence was occ:t1nea by want of water, which forced 


x. himto bear upto the Xings Iſlands. Being there, he found 


a new Bark,which he pretently took,and burnt his old one. 
This veſſel did ſail excellentiy well, Within aday or two 
afrgr the ariival of Captain Sharp, came in likewiſe the 
people of Captain Farris, who were ſtillabſent. Theſe 


- had allo raken anotherBark,and cut down the Maſts of their 


old one by the board , and thus without Malts or Sails 
turned away the Priſoners they had taken in her. The 
next day we took in like manner another Bark, which ar- 
rived from Nata, being laden with Fowls, as before. In this 
Bark we turned away all the meaneſt of the Priſoners we 
had on board us. 

Having continued before Panama for the ſpace of ten 
days, being employc in the attairs atore-mentioned , on 
May the ſecond we weighed trom the Iſland of Perico, and 
ſtood oft to another Iſland, diſtzot rwo I.cagues farther 
trom thence, called 7Tavoga. On this Iſland ſtandeth a 
Town which kcareth the fame.name, and confiſteth of a 
hundred houſes, moreorlefs. The people of the Town 
were al ited, ſeeing our veilels toarrive. Mean while we 
wercnere, fome of our men being vrunk on ſhoar,hapned 
ro ſt tire unto one of the Houſes, the which coniumed 
twelve hovules more before any could get aſhoar to quench

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Panama, and fold us what Commodities we needed,buying 

allo of us much of the goods we had taken in their own 

veſſels. They gave us hkewiſe two hundred pieces of 

Eight for cach Negro we could ſpare them of ſuch as were 

our priſoners. From this Itland we could eaſily fee all the 

Vellels that went out, or came into the Port of Panama ; 

and here we took likewiſe ſeveral Barks that were laden:

Eight days after our arrival at 7Tavoga , we took a ſhi : 

that = 16h from 7ruxillo,and lied for Panama. in ws > whe: 
this veſſel we found two thouſand Jars of Wine, fifty Jars 

of Gunpowder , and fifty one thouſand 'picces- of Eight. 

This money had been ſent trom that City, to pay the Sol- 

diers Belonging to the Gariſon of Panama. From the faid 

Prize we had in{ormation given us, that there waganother 

ſhip coming from Lima with one hundred thouſand pieces 

of Eight more ; which ſhip was to fail tenor twelve days 

after them, and which they ſaid could not be long beiore ſhe 


arrived at Panama. Within twodays aſter this intei!,gence, Another Trizge | 


we took allo another ſhip laden with Flower from 7Truxillo, 

belonging unto certain /ndians , Inhabitants of the ſame 

place,or thereabouts. "This Prize conarmed what the firſt 

tiad told us of thar rich ſhip, and faid , as the others had 

done before, that ſhe would be there in the ſpace of eight 

or ten days. 

Mean while we lay at 7avoga, the Preſident, that is-to 4 gue 

ſay, the Governour of Panama, ſent a Meſſage by ſome from the Preſe-

ſent two loaves of Sugar unto the Biſhop as a preſent. On 

tie next day the Merchant who carryed them, returning to 

7avoga, brought unto the Captain a golden ring tor a reta- 

Jiation of ſaid pretent. And withal , hc brought .a: meſ- 

lage to Captain Sawkins from the Preſident above-mentio- 

ncd, to know farther of him , ſince we were Engliſhmen, 

from whom we had our Commiſſion , and to whom he ought to 

complain for the damages we had already done them > Unto 

this Meſſage Captain Sawkins tent back for an anſwer,7hat 

as yet all his company were not come together ; but that when 

they were come up.we would come and viſit him at Panama.and 
bring our Commiſſions on the muzzles of our Guns , at which s 

time he ſhould read them as plain as the flame of Gunpowder 

could make them. 

T\;4co tothe Ar this Iſland of Tavoga , | Captain Sawkins would fain

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From Otoque we failed to the Iſland of Cayboa, which is 4nd thence to 
a place very famous for the fiſhery of Pear thereabouts ; © 
and is at the diſtance of eight 946% fn trom another place 
called Puebla Nueba, on the Main. Inour way to this 
INand, we loſt two of our Barks, the phe whereof 

fifteen men in her, and the other ſeven, Being 'atrived,. 
we caſt anchor at the ſaid [fland. 
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Captain Sawkins, chief Commander of the Bucani- 

ers, s killed before Puebla Nueba. They are 

* repulſed from the ſaid place. Captain Sharp 

choſen to be their Leader. Many more of their 
company leave them, and return home over land. 


E Ean while welay'at Anchor before Cayboa, our two 
chiefeſt'Conmanders,Captain Sawkixs-and Captain 
Sharp, taking, with them to the number of threeſcore men, 
more or leſs, went in the Ship of Captain Cook unto the 
mouth of the River where Puebla\Nueba is ſituated. The 
day- of this ation, asT find -it quoted in my Journal, was 
May 22.1680. When they came unto the Rivers mouth, 
they put themſelves into Canoas, and were piloted up the 
River towards the Town by a Negroe, who was one of our 
Priſoners. I was choſen to be concerned in this action, but 
hapned not'to land, being commanded to remain in Cap- 
tain Cooks ſhip , while they went up to aſſault -the Town. 
But here at Pueb/a Nueba, the Inhabitants were too well 
provided for the reception of our party. For at the di- 
ſtance of a mile below the Town, they had' cut down great 
Trees,and laid them eroſs the River, withdeſign to hinder 
the aſcent of any Boats. In like manner on thoar betore 
the Town it ſelt,they had raiſed three ſtrong breaſt-works, 
and made other things for their detence. Here therefore 
Captain Sawkins running up to the breaſt-worksatthe head 
of a few men, was killed ; a man who was as valiant and 
couragious 254ny could be, and likewiſe next unto Captain 
Yharp,the beſt beloved of all our company,or the moſt part 
thereof! Neithet was this love undeſerved by him ; for 
we ought juſtly to attribute unto him the greateſt honour 
| G WC 
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we gained 1n our Engagement before Panama,with the Spa- 
niſh Armadi/a,or Little Fleet. Eſpecially, conſidering that 
as hath been faid above, Captain Sharp was by accident ab- 
ſcnt at the time of. that great and b/;ody fight. 

We that remained behind on ord the Ship of Captain 


of the River of Cook, carryed. her within the mouth of the River of Puebla 
Pucola Nuevte NT,eba, and cntred cloſe by the Eaſt ſhoar, which here is 


Sharp choſen. 


crowned with a round hill. Here within two ſtones caſt 
of ſhoar , we had tour tathom water. Within the Point 
opencth a very fine and large River , which falleth from a 
fandy Bay,at a ſmall diſtance from thence. But as. we were 
getting in, being ſtrangers unto the place, we unwittingly 
ran our ſhip on ground, nigh unto a Rock which lyeth on 
the weſtward ſhoar : for the true Channel of the ſaid Ri- 
ver 15 nearer to the Eaſt than Weſt ſhoar. With Captain 
Sawkins, 1n the unfortunate aſſault of this place, there dyed 
rwo men more , and three were wounded 1n the Retrear, 
which they pertormed unto the Canoas um pretty good or- 
der. In their way down the River, Captain Sharp took a 


4. Ship, whole lading conſiſted of Indigo, Otto, Manteca, or 


Butter and Pitch; and likewiſe burnt two veſſcls more, as 
Feing of no value. With this he returned on board our 
ſkips, being much troubled in his mind,and grieved for the 
1015 0t fo bold and brave a-partner in his Adventures , as 
yYawkins had conſtantly thewed himlicit to be. His death 
was much lamented, and occaſioned another party of our 
men to mutiny , and leave us returning over land, as Cap- 
tain Coxon and his company had done betore. 

Three days after the death of Captain Sawkzns, Captain 
Sharp, who was now Commander in chief, gave the ſhip 


which he had taken in the River of Puebla Nueba , and 


which was of the burthen of one hundred Tuns, more or 
leſs, unto Captain Cook, to Command and Sail in. Order- 
0g withal, that the old veſſel which he had,ſhould go with 
thoſe men that deſigned to leave us ; their Mutiny,and our 
Diſtrattion being now grown very high. Hereupon Cap- 
tain Sharp coming on board La Trinidad, the greateſt ot 

our 


Voyage of Captain Sharp, &<c. : 
our ſhips, asked our men in full Councel, who of them were 
willing to go or ſtay , and proſecute the deſign Captain 
Sawkins had undertaken,which was to remain in the South 
Sea, and there to make a compleat Voyage ; after which, 
he intended to go home round about America, through the 
Straights of Magallanes. He added withal, that he did not 
as yet fear, or doubt in the leaſt,but to make each man who 
ſhould ſtay with him, worth one thouſand pound , by the 
truits he hoped to reap of that Voyage. All thoſe who 


had remained after the departure of Captain Coxon,ior love” 


of Captain Sawkins, and only to be in his company, and 
under his Condu&,thinking thereby to make their fortunes, 
would ſtay no longer, but preſled to depart. Among this 
number 1 acknowledge my felt to have been one, as being 
totally deſirous in my ming , to quit thoſe hazardous ad- 
ventures, and return homewards in company ot thoſe who 
were now going to leave us. Yet being much afraid and 
averſe to truſt my ſelf among wild zdzans any farther, 1] 
choſe rather to ſtay, though unwilling,and venture on that 
long and dangerous Voyage. Beſides which danger ofthe 
Indians, 1 conſidered that the Rains were now already up, 
and it would be hard paſſing ſo many Gullies, which of ne- 
ceſlity would then be full of water, and conſ{cquently crc- 
ate more than one ſingle peril unto the undertakers of that 
Journey. Yet notwithſtanding, fixty three men of our 
company were reſolved to encounter all theſc hard{hips,and 
to depart from us. Hereunto they took their leave of us, 
and returned homewards , taking with them the /zdran 
Kings Son, and the reſt of the /ndzans for their guides over- 
land. They had,as was faid above,the ſhip wherein Cap- 
tain Cook failed to carry them : and out of our Proviſion as 
much as would ſerve tor treble their number. 

Thus on the laſt day of May they departed, leaving us 
employed avout taking in water, and cutting down wood, 
at the Iſland of Cayboa afore-mentioned, where this mutiny 
hapned. Here we caught very good "Tortoiſe , and Red 

cer. We killed alſo Aligators ot a very large fize, fome 
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of them-being above twenty foot in length. But we could 
not. find but that they were very teartul of a Man, .and 
would fly trom us very haſtily when we hunted them. 
This Iſland lyeth S. S.E. from the mouth of the River a» 
bove-mentioned. On the South-Faſt fide of the Iſland is 


a ſhoal, or ſpit of ſand , which ſtretcheth it ſelf the ſpace 


of a quarter of a League into the Sea. Here therefore,juſt 
within this ſhoal, we anchored in the depth of fourteen fas» 
thom water. The Iſland on this fide thereof maketh two 
Freat Bays, 1n the firſt of which we watered , at a certain 
pond not diſtant above the caſt of a ſtone up from the Bay. 
In this pond, as I was waſhing my ſelf, and ſtanding under 
a Manzanilla=tree, a ſmall ſhower of rain hapned to tall on 
the tree , and from thence dropped on my skin. Theſe 
drops cauſed me to break out all over my body into red 
ſpots, of which I was not well for the ſpace of a weck at- 
ter. Here eat very large Oyſters, the biggeſt that ever 
I cat in my lite ; inſomuch, that I was forced to cut them 
into four Pieces ; each quarter of them being a good mouth- 
ful. 

Threedays after the departure of the Mutineers,Captain 
Sharp ordered us to burn the ſhip that hitherto had fai- 
led in, only out of defign to ws uſe of the Iron-work 
belonging to ſaid Veſſel, Withal , we put all the Flour 
that was her Jading into the laſt Prize , taken in the River

Atter this it was thought convenient to ſend Captain Captain Pe- 
Peralta priſoner inthe Admural, on board the Ship of Mr. 4 79m: 
Cox, This was done,to the intent he might not hinder the 
endeavours of Captain Juan, who was Commander of the 
Money-ſhip we took, as was mentioned at the I{land of 7a- 
voga. For this man had now promiſed to do great things 
tor us, by Piloting and conducting us unto ſeveral places of 
great Riches. But more eſpecially to Guayaquil, where he 
taid we might lay down our Silver , and lade our” veſſels 
with Gold. This defign was undertaken by Captain Saw- 
kins, and had not the head-ſtrongneſs of his men brought 
him to the Iſland of Cayboa, where he loſt his lite, he had. 
certainly efteted it before now. That night we had ſuch 
thunder and lightning, as I never had heard before 1n all my 
life. Our Pritoners told us , that in theſe parts it very ot= 
ten cauſeth great damages both by Sea and I.anil. And 
my opinion grve me to believe , that our Main-maſt re- 
ceived ſome damage in this occaſion. The rainy ſeaſon 
being now entred, the wind for the molt part wasat N. WW. 
though not without ſome calms.

About five of the 

clock in the evening we ſet fail from the Iſland of Cayboa, 

with a ſmall breez, the wind being at S. S. W. Our courle 

was E. S. by E. and S. E. having all night a very ſmall, or 
I:ttic wind. The fame calmnels of weather continued all 

the next day ; inſomuch, that we1iay and drove only as the 
urrent horſed us to N. W. 

Little better then a calm we had alſo the third day of our 
N1vigation, Mean while a current drove us to the Weſt- 
ward. About Sun-rifing we defcryced Quzicara , which at 
that time bore NAV. by W. from us; at the diſtance of five 
Leagues,more or leſs.

This day we ſaw much Tortoiſe floating upon the Sea. Much Tortoiſe 
Hereupon , we hoiſted out our Boat, and came to one of "4 9 6% 
them , who offered not to ſtir until ſhe was ſtruck ; and 
even then not to ſink to the bottom , but rather to ſwim 
away. The ſea hereabouts 1s very full of ſeveral forts of 
Fiſh, as Dolphins, Bonitos, Albicores, Mullets,and Old Wives, 

Sc. which came {wimming about our ſhip in whole ſhoals. 

The next day, which was Friday, we had hkewile very lit- 

tle wind ; which was no more than we had all Thurſday 

night , with ſome ſhowers of rain. "That day we had an 
obſervation, which was (1x deg.

much rain, which ceaſed not to lalil, as in all this Voyage, 
fince our departure from Cayboa. This day ikewife we 
caught ſeveral Dolphins, and other ſortsof fiſh. But in the 
evening we had agiin a freſh breeze at S, by W. our courſe 
being, as was juit now faid, E.S. E. 

Ty ſi Land, Thenext day,which was June the r 7th,about five in the 
morning we deſcryed Land, which appeared all along to 
be very low , and likewiſe {u!l of Creeks and Bays. We 
mtantly aslcd our Pilot what Land that was before us ? 
But he replyed, he knew it not. Hereupon, being doubt-

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ful of our condition, we called Mr.Cox on board us , who 
brought Captain Peralta with him. This Gentleman be- 
ing asked, preſently told us, the Land we law'was the Land 
of Barbacoa, being almoit a wild Country all over. With- 
al, he informed us, that to Leeward of us, at the diſtance of 
ten Leagues, or thcreabouts, did Iyean liland called by the mY} 
name of Gorgona ; the which Ifland, he ſaid, the Spaniards Sri 6 ind 
did ſhun, and very ſeluom come nigh unto, by reaton of the # 5 72alities. 
inceſſant and continual rains there talling ; ſcarce one day 
in the year b:1ng dry at that place. Captain Sharp having 
heard this information of Captain Peralta, judgcd the ſaid 
Iſland mig be the fitteſt place tor our company to carecn ,,,,,...,, 
at ; conſidering, that it the Spaniards ard not trequent jt, caren there, 
we might inal} probability Ive there unuilcryed , and our 
Encmies the Spaniards, in the mean time might think, that - 
we were gone out of thoſe Seas. At this time it was,that 
] ſeriouſly repented my ſtaying 1n the South Seas, and that 
I did not return homewards in company of them that went 
before us. For I knew, and could cafily perceive, that by 
theſe delays the Spaniards would gain time, and beable to 
ſend advice of our coming to every Port all along the Coaſt, 
ſo that we ſhould be prevented in all , or moſt of our at- 
tempts and deſigns whereſoever we came. But thoſe of 
our company, who had got money by the former Prizes of 
this Voyage , overſwayed the others who ha loit all their 
booty at gaming. Thus we bore away for tie Ifand aforc- 
laid of Gorgona , and at the diflance oi ſix Leagues and an 
nalf,at S.W.1 obſcrved it to make the appearance tollowing. 
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A place where 
Gold 1s ga- * 
thered, 


On the main Land over againſt this Iſland of Gorgona, 
we were told by our priſoners, that up a great Laguna, or 
Lake,is ſeated an Indian Town,where they have great quan- 
tity of {and grains of Gold. Moreover , that five days 
Journey up aiuver, belonging to the ſaid Laguna, do dwell 
tour Spaniſh Superintendents , who haveeach of them the 
charge of overlceing fitty or ſixty /ndians, who are em- 
ployed in gathering that Gold which ſlippeth from the 
chict Collectors, or finders thereof Theſeare at leaſt three- 
ſcore and ten, or fourſcore Spaniards, with a great number 
of ſlaves bclonging unto tzem, who dwell higher up then 
theſe tour Superintendents, at the diſtance of twenty five 
or thirty days Journey on the ſaid River. That once eve- 
ry yeah, at a certain ſeaſon, there cometh a vellel from Li- 
ma,the Capital City of Pers, to fetch the Gold that here 1s 
gathered ; and withal, to bring unto theſe people ſuch Ne- 
ceſſarics as they want. By Land it is nothing leſs than fix 
weeks travel trom thence to Lima. 

The main Land to windward of this Ifland is very low, 
and full of Rivers. All along the Coaſt it- raineth moſt 
deſperately. Tle Ifland is diſtant from the Continent : 
cnly the ipace of tour Leagues. Mean while we lay atit, 
{ took the whole circumference thereof , which 15 accor- 
&.ng to what 1s here underneath deſcribed. 
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Captain Sharp gave unto this Ifland the name of Sh .;rps 
1ſke, by rcafon we carcenced at this place. We anchorcd on 
ilic South fide of the Iſland , at the mouth of a verv fine ' 
River, which there diſgorgeth it felt into the Sca. There 
Lolong unto this Hand about thirty Rivers and Rivolets, 
all which fall from the Rocks on the icveral ſides of the 
[land The whole circumterence thereot is about three 
I :agucs and an halt round , being all high and mountai- 
nous land , excepting only on that fide where we caſt An- 
chor. Here therefore we moor'd our ſhip in thedepth of 
cighteen or twenty fathom water, and began to unrig the 
vetlcl. But we were four or five days ſpace betore we could 
Ger our Sails rv , fo as to be able to take them from the 
yards, there falling a ſhower of rain almoſt every hour of 
the day and night. The mainLand to the Eaſt of the 
Iſlanil , and fo ttretching Northward, 1s extream high and 
towcring, and withal perpetually clouded , excepting only 
at the riſing of the Sun, at which time the tops of thoſe 
ills are clear. From the South fide of this Iſland where 
we Ankored, as was faid above, we could ſee the low-land 
of the main ; at leaſt a point thereot which Iyeth neareſt 
unto the Itland. The appearance 1t maketh, 1s as it were 
of Trecs growing out of the water. 

Friday July the tecond, as 'we were heaving down our 
ip, our Main-malt hapned to crack. Hereupon our Car-

But we Sham a 
Proviſions extreamly,as having nothing confiderable of any 
ſort, but flower and water. Being almoſt ready to depart, 


Captain Sharp our Commander, gave us to underſtand, he 7 charge |

On Sunday Auguſt the eighth , we came cloſe under a 
wild and mountainous Country. This day likewiſe we faw 
Cape Paſſao, at the diſtance of ten Leagues more or leſs Cabo Paſſao. 
to windward of us. Ever ſince we came on this fide Max- 
grove point , weobſerved a windward Current did run all 
along as we failed. Under ſhoar the Land is full of white 
Clift and Groves ; lower towards the pitch of the Cape. 

The-next day we had botha fair day, and afreſh wind 
to help us on our Voyage. Weobſerved that Cape Paſſas 
maketh three points, between which are two Bays. The 
Leeward-moſt of the two, is of the length of three Leagues, 
and the other of four. Adjoyning to the Bays is ſeen a 
pleaſant valley. Our priſoners informed us, that North- 
ward of theſe Capes live certain /rd;ans, who ſell Maiz, 
and other Proviſions to any ſhips that happen to come in 
there. The Cape it ſelf is a continued Cliff, covered with 
ſeveral forts of fhrubs and low buſhes. Under theſe Clifts 
lyeth a ſandy Bay of the depth of forty feet. The Spa- 
niards ſay, that the wind 1salways here between the S.S.MW. 
and W. Sw. The Cape repreſenteth with much likely- 
neſs the brow of an A/zgator or Cayman. At South Cape 
Paſſao appeareth thus. |

_ Tueſday Augyſt the Tenth. This morning the sky was 
l0.thick and hatey , that we could not ſee the high-land ; 
[| 2 though 
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though it were juſt beforcus, and not altogether two 
Leagues diſtant from us. But as ſoon as it cleared up, we 
ftood in towards the Land, until we came within a mile of 
the ſhoar. Here having founded, we found ſeven fathom 
and a half water , under which was a light and clayey 
oround. The Coaſt all along is very mountainous , and 
Iikewiſe full of high and towring Cliffs. When we ſoun- 
ded, the Tyde was almoſt at low+water. Here, it ebbeth 
and floweth nigh tour fathom perpendicular. From this 
Cape the land runneth along S.-E. for the ſpace of three or 
tour Leagues , with huge high - land Cliffs, like unto 
thoſc of Ca/lis over again{t England. Being paſt this Cape, 
ligh-land South trom us, 1s Cape St. Lawrence. 

Auguſt the 11th , we found our felves N. N.W. from 
* Monte de Chriſto, being a very high and round hull. From 
| thence to windward is ſeen a very pleaſant Country, with 
{pots here and there of woody land ; which cauſeth the 
Country all over to look like ſo many encloſures of ripe 
Corn fields. -To Leeward of the faid Hill, the Land is all 
high and hilly , with white Cliffs at the fea-ſide. The 
Coaſt runneth S. W. till it reacheth unto a point of Land, 
within which 1s the Port of Manta, -as it is called. . This 
Port of Mazta, 1s nothing elſe than a ſettlement of Spa- 
niards and Indians together , where ſhips that want Provi- 
ſions do call in, and arc,ſurniſhed with ſeveral neceſlarics. 
About fix or ſeven Leagues to windward of this' Port is 
Cape $7. Lawrence, butting out into the Sca,being in form 
like unto the top of a Church. Monte de Chriſto giveth

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This day before night we came within ſight of Manta. 
Here we ſaw the Houſes of the Town belonging to the 


Port, which were not above twenty or thirty :d;an houſes, - 
lying under the windward and the Mount. We were not of 
willing to be deſcryed by the Inhabitants ot the faid place, x 
and hereupon we ſtood oft to fea again. "of 
On Thurſday Auguſt the 12th, in the morning, we ſaw '' of 


the Iſland of Plate at S. W. at the diſtance of five Leagues 
more or leſs. It appearcd unto us to be an even land. Ha- 
ving made this Iſland, we reſolved to go thither and refit 
our rigging, and get ſome Goats which there run wild up 
40, 
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1nd down the Country. For as was ſaid before , at this 
time we had no other proviſion than flour and water, 
"The Iſland ic {elt- is indifferent high land, and off at ſea, 
looketh thus, as is here deſcribed.

1468 CON The next morning very early , about ſix of the clock, 
p19; we came under the atorefaid Iſle of Plate , and here unex- 


pectcaly, toour great joy, we found at anchor the ſhip of 
Captain Cox, with his whole company, whom we had loſt 
at ſea tor the ſpace of a whole tortnight before. We found 
they had reached this Ifſand, and had been there at an an- 
chor tour days betore us, being now juſt ready to depart 
trom ri1.nce. About feven we came to an anchor, and 
then the otiizr velicl {ent usa live Tortoiſe, and a Goat, to 
call upon tat Cay ; telling us withal, of great ſtore of 
Porto to tetound aſhoar vpon the Bays; and of much 

fiſt 
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fiſh to be caught hereabouts. The Ifland is very ſicep on Peſription of 
all ſides ; inſomuch, that there 15 no landing, but only on the Jjte of Pare 
the N. E. ſide thereof ; where is a Gully, nigh unto which 4 
we anchored in twelve fathom water.

are to be found on the whole Iſland , but only low ſhrubs, 

on which the Goats feed ; which Cattle 1s here very nu- 
merous. The ſhoar is bold and hard; neither is there any 

water to be found upon it , excepting only on the S. W. 

ſide of the Iſland, where likewiſe it cannot be come at, as 

lying ſo much encloſed by the Rocks , and too great a Sea uf 
bindring the approach unto it in beats. ! rl 
This Iſland received it's name from Sir Francis Drake, Sir FrDrake, hs 

and his famous Actions. For here 1t is reported by tradi- 2 

tion , that he made the dividend , or ſharing of that vaſt 

quantity of Plate, which he took in the Armada of this 

Sea, diſtributing it.unto each man of his company by 

whole bowles full. The Spaxiards aftirm unto this day, 

he took at that time twelve ſcore Tuns of Plate, and ſix- 

teen Bowles of Coyned Money a man ; his number being, 

then forty five menin all. Inſomuch, that they were for- 

ced to heave much of it over board, becauſe his ſhip could 

not carry itall. Hence was this Iſland called by the Spa-. 

tards themſelves the 7fe of Plate, from this great Divi- 

dend, and by us Drakes [ſe. 

All along as we failed, we found the Spaniſh Pilots to be $1arifs Fitors - » 

very ignorant of the Coaſts. But they plead rhus much 7" 

for their ignorance, that the Merchants their employers, 

either of Mexico, Lima, Panama, or other parts, will not 

entruſt one penny worth of Goods on that mans Veſſel 

that corketh her, for tear leſt ſhe ſhouid milcarry. Here 

our Priſoners told us likewiſe, that in the time of Over  _ 

Cromwel , or the Common-wealth of England, a certain ane Frog 

ſhip was fitted out of Lima, with feventy braſs Guns, I1a- King Chari-s 

ving on board her nole's then thirty Millions of Bollers, 06 
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or picces of Eight. All which vaſt ſum of money was given 
by the Merchants of Lima, and ſent as a Preſent unto 
our gracious King or rather his Father)who now reigneth, 
to ſupply hum in iis Exile and diſtreſs. But that this great 
and rich ſhip was loſt by keeping the ſhoar along in the 
Bav of Maxta above-mentioned , or thereabouts. What 
tiuch there may be in this Hiſtory, I cannot eaſily tell. 
Ar leaſl, it ſeemeth to me as ſcarce delcrving any credit. 

- r Pitotve- © At this IMand we took out of Mr. Cox's ſhip the old 
Moor,(tor of that Nation he was) who pretended he would 
be our Pilot unto Arica. This was done, leſt we ſhould 
have the misfortune of looſing the company of Cox's vet- 
{-1, as we had done belore , our ſhip being the biggeſt in 
burthen, and having the greateſt number of men. Captain 
Peralta admired oftentimes that we were gotten ſo far to 
windward in ſo little ſpace of time ; whereas they had been, 
he ſaid , many times three or four months 1n reaching to 
ths diſtance from our departure. But their long and te- 
dious Vo) ages, he added, were occaſioned by their keep- 
ing at t90 great a diſtance from the ſhoar. Moreover, he 
told us, that had we gone unto the Iilands of Galapagos, as 
we were once determined to do, we had metin that Voy= 
age with many Calms , and ſuch Currents, that man 
#h:ps have by them been loſt, and never heard of to this 
day. This Iſland of P/ateis about two Leagues in length, 
and very tull of both deep and dangerous Bays , as alſo 
fuch as we call Gally's in theſe parts. The circumference 
1nd defcription of the ſaid Iſland is exattly thus. 
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We caught at this Iſland , and ſalted good number of 
Goats and Tortoifes. One man ſtanding here on a little 
3ay, in one dav turned feventcen Tortoiles ; beſides which 
number our Myfquito firikers brought us in ſeveral more. 
Captain Sharp our Commander ſhewed himiclt very 'in- 
gcn10us in firiking them , he pertorming 1t as well as the 
'ortoiſc ſtrikers themſelves. For thete creatures here arc 
fo little teartul, that they offer not to ſink from the fiſher- 
men, but Iye ſtill until ſuch time as they are ſtruck. Bur 
we experimented that the Torfoiſes on this ſide, were not 
{9 large nor fo ſweet unto the taſt , as/thofe on the North 
dc of the Iſland. Of Goats we have taken, killed, and 
ſalted above a handred in a day, and that without any la- 
bour. In the mean while we ſtaycd here, we made a 


| ſquare main rop-fail yard. We cut allo fix: foot of our 


bolt-ſprit, and three toot more of our head. Mot of the 
time that we remained here, we had haſey weather. Only 
now and then the Sun would happen to break out , and 
then to ſhine fo hot, that it burnt the skin of the necks 


of ſeveral of our men. As for me, my lips were burnt 


in ſuch manr.-r, that they were not well ina whole week

This day we 
failed fo well,and the ſame we did ſeveral others afterwards, 
that we were forced to lye by ſeveral times, beſides reifing 
our top-ſails, to keep our other ſhip company, leaſt we 


{hould looſe her again. 


The next morning about break of day , we tound our 73, ,.,/:;r 
ſelves to be at the diſtance of ſeven or eight Leagues to. che ET 


. the Weſtward of the Iſland from whence we depa rted , 

ſtanding W.by S. with a Sby W. wind.. About noon that 

day we had laid the land. After dinner the wind came at 

S.S. W. at which time we were forced'to ſtay more than 
once for the other veſſel belonging to our company. 

On the following day we continued in like manner a 
weſt courſe all the day long. Sometimes this day the 
wind would'change , but then in a quarter ot an hour it 
would return 'to S.S. W. again as before. Hercabouts 
where wenow were, weobſerved g great riplings of the Sca. 
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Auguſt the twenticth, yeſterday in the afternoon about 
ſix of the clock, we ſtood in $:E. But all night and all 
this day, we had veryſmall. winds. We found {Ul that 

:, We gained very much of the ſmall ſhip , which did not a 
littie both perplex and hinder us in our courſe. 

The ncxt day likewife we {tcod 1n S. E. by S. though 
with very littie wind, which f6metimcs varved,as was men- 
tiancd above.

Auguſt the twenty third, this day the wind was S. W. 
byS. and S. S.W. In the morning, we ſtood off, The 


Iſland Soango, at N. E. by N. appeareth thus : 


Iſle of SOLANGYO. 
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At $ by W. and about ſix Leagues diſtance from us,we Polar Se He - 


deſcryed a long and even hill. I took it to be an Iſland, 
and conjeftured it might be at leaſt eight Leagues diſtant 
from the Continent. But afterwards we found 1t was a 
point of Land joyning unto the Main, and 1s called Poznt 
St. Helena, being continued by a picce of Land which lyeth 
low, and in ſeveral places is almoſt drowned irom the 
ſight; fo that it cannot be ſeen at two Leagues diſtance. 
In this low-land the Spaniards have convenience tor ma- 
king Pitch, Tar, Salt, and ſome other things, for which 
purpoſe they have ſeveral houſes here, anda Fryar, who 
ſcrveth them as their Chaplain. From the Iſland of Solay- 
go, Unto this place, are reckoned eleven leagues, more or 
leſs. The Land is hereabouts indiflerent high, and is like- 
Wiſe full of Bays. We had this day very little: wind to 
help us in our Voyage, cxccpting what blaſts came now 
and then in ſnatches. Theſe ſometimes would prove pret- 
ty fair unto us, andallow us for ſome little while a South 
courſe. But our chiefeſt courſe was S.E. by S. The point 
of St.Felen at South half Eaſt, and about ſix Leagues di- 
Rance, giveth exaCtly this appearance as followeth, 
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Hcre we found no'great current of the Sea to move 
any way. At the Iſleot Plata, atore deſcribed , the Sea 
ebbeth and floweth nigh thirtcen foot perpendicular. About 
four Leagues to Leeward of this Point is a deep Bay, ha- 
vinga Key at the mouth of it , which taketh up the bet- 
ter part of its wideneſs. In the deepeſt part of the Bay 
on ſhoat, we ſaw a great ſmoak, which was ata Village be- 
longing to the Bay ; unto which place the people were re- 
moved from the Point above-mentioned. Thus afternoon 
we had a ſmall Weſterly wind, our courſe being S. S. W. 
Hereaboury it 1sall along a very bold ſhoar. Ar three of 
the clock aiter noon, we tackt about to clear our ſelves of 
2ar{-ogs the Point. Being now a little way without the Point, we 

eſpiced a fail, which we conceived to be a Bark. Hereupon, 
we hoiſted out our Canoa,and ſent in purſuit of her, which 
made directly tor the ſhoar. But the fail proved to be nog. 
thingelle, then a pair of Bark-Logs , which arriving on 
jnoar, the men ſpread their fail on the ſand of the Bay to 
rv. At the {ametime there came down upon the ſhoar 
21 Z:412z on horicback , who hallowed unto our Canoa, 
winch had followed the Logs.. But our men fearing to 
diſcover who we were,in caſe they went too near the ſhoar, 
37:5; I-!tthe defign andreturned back unto us. In theſe parts the 
«2ab is Iadians have no Canoas, nor any wood indeed that may be 
thogat fit to make them of, Had we beendeſcryed by 
theſe poor people, they would in all probability have been 
very, teartul of us. But they offered not to ſtir, which gave 
us to underſtand, they knew us not. We could perceive 
fron the {up a great path leading unto the Hills. So that 


we 
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we believed this place to be a /cok-out , or watch-place, for 
the ſecurity of Guayaquil. Between four and five we dou- 
bled the point, and then we deſcryed the Point Chaydy, 
at the diſtance of ſix Leagues S.S. E. irom this point. At 
firſt ſight it ſeemed like unto a long Iſland, but withal, 
lower then that of S?.Zelena. 

Tueſday Auguſt the 2.4th, thus day at nocn we took the 
other ſhip wherein Captain Cox ſailed into a Tow, ſhe be- 
ing every day a greater hinderance than betore unto our 
Voyage.' Thus about three in the afternoon we loſt ſight 
of land, in ſtanding over for Cape Blanco. Here we found 
a ſtrong current to move unto the S.W. The wind was 
at S.W. by S. our courſe being S. by E. At the vpper end 
of this Gult, which is tramed by the two Capes afore- 
mentioned, ſtandeth the City of Gzayaqz:l, being a very 
rich place, and the Embarcadero, or Sea-port unto the great 
City of Q«zito. Unto this place likewiſe, many of the Mer- 
chants of Limado uſually fend the Money they deſign for 
Old Spain in Barks,and by that means ſave the Cuſtom that 
otherwiſe they ſhould pay unto the King by carrying it on 
board of the Fleet. Hither cometh much Gold from 
Quito, and very good and ſtrong broad-cloath, together 
with Images for the uſe of the Churches, and ſeveral c- 
ther things" of conſiderable vaſue. But more eſpecially 
Cacao-nut, whereof Chocolate is made , which is ſuppoſed

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here to be the beſt inthe whole Univerſe. The Town of. 


Guayaquil confifteth of about one hundred and fifty great 
houſes., and twice as many little ones. This was the 
Town.unto which Captain Sawtzins intended to make his 
Voyage, as was mentioned above. When {hips of greater 
burthen come 1nto thus Gult, they anchor without Lapina, 
and then put their lading into leſler Vellcls to carry it un- 
to the Town. Towards the evening of this day, a ſmall 
breez ſprung up , varying from point to point. Afﬀter 
which, about nine of the clock at night we tacked about, 
and ſtood oft to Sea, W.by N. 
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'{r1ize takin. As ſoon as We had tackt,we hapned to efpy a Sail N.N.E. 
from us. . Hereupon,we inſtantly caſt off our other Velſle], 
which.we had ina Tow , and ſtood round about after 
them. - We came very nicar-unto the veſſel before they 
4 faw us, by reaſon of the darkneſs of the night. As ſoon as 
| they eſpicd us,they immediately clapt on a wind,and ſailed 
= _ | very well betore us; inſomuch, that it was a pretty while 
Z before we could come up with them, and within call. We 
halled them in Spaniſh, by means of an 7vd;ar priſoner, 
and commanded them tolower their top-fails. They an- 
{wered,they would ſoon make us to lower our own. Here- 
: upon, we fired ſeveral Guns at them, and they as thick at 
us again with their FZarquibuſſes. Thus they fought us 
for the ſpace of half an hour , or more, and would have 
done it longer , had we not killed the man at the Helm ; 
aſter whom , none of the reſt dared to be ſo hardy as to 
take his place. With another of our ſhot we cut in pieces 
and diſabled rheir main-top halliards. Hereupon , they 
cryed out for Quarter, which we gave them, and entred 
their ſhip. Being poſleſſed of the Veſſel, we found in her 
five and thirty men : of which number twenty four were 
Natives of 01d Spain. They had one and thirty fire arms 
on board the ſhip tor their defence. They had not fought 
us, as they declared afterwards, but only out of a bravad, 
having promiſed on ſhoar ſoto do, in caſe they met us at 
Sea. The Captain of this Vefſel was a perſon of Quali- 
ty, and his Brother, ſince the death of Don Facinto de Ba- 
rahona , killed by us in the Engagement before Panama, 
was now made Admiral of the Sea Armada. With him 
we took allo in this Bark, five or ſix other perſons of Qua- 
lity. They did us in this fight, though ſhort, very great 
damage in our Rigging, by cutting it in pieces. Beſides | 
which, they wounded twoof our men. And a third man 
was wounded by the negligence of one of our own men, 
occaſioned by a Piſtol which went oft unadviſedly. About 
cleven of t.e clock this night we ſtood off to the Weſt.

The next morning about break of day, we hoiſted out What inforra- 

our Canoa, and went aboard the Bark which we had taken "a6 vhs ba 
the night before. We tranſported on board our own {hip ; 
more of the Priſoners taken inthe ſaid veſſel, and began 
to examine them,to learn what intelligence we could trom 
them. The Captain of the veſſel , who was a very civi! 
and meek Gentleman , - fatisfyed our deſires in this point 
very exactly, ſaying unto us : Gentlemen,] am now your pri- 
fſoner at War by the over-ruling providence of fortune ; and 
moreover, aw very wel ſatisfyed that no money whatſoever can 
procure my ranſom , at lealt for the preſent at your hands. 
Hence I am perſwaded, it is not my interelt to tell you a Lye ; 
which if I do, I defire you to puniſh me as ſeverely as you ſhall 
think fit. We heard of your taking and deſtroying our Ar- 
madilla, aud orher ſhips at Panama,about ftx weeks after that 
Engagement , by Two ſeveral Barks which arrived here from 

thence. But they could not inform us whether you defrgned 

to come any farther to the Southward ; but rather , defired 

we would ſend them ſpeedily all the help by Sea that we could. 

_—_ we ſent the noiſe and rumour of your being in theſe 

Seas, by land unto Lima , deſiring they would expedite what 
ſaccours they could ſend to joyu with ours. We had at that 

time in our Harbour two or three great ſhips, but all of them 

very uxfit to ſail. For this reaſon, at Lima, the Vice-Roy of 

Peru preſſed three great Merchant ſhips, into the biggeſt of 

which he put Fourteen braſs guns ; into the ſecond, Ten ; and 

in the other Six. Unto theſe he added two Barks, and put 

ſeven hundred and fifty Souldiers on board them all. Of this : 
number of men they landed eightſcore at Point St, Helena ; | 

all the reſt being carryed, down to Panama, with deſign to fight r 
you there. Beſides theſe Forces, two other men of War, bigger 

than the afore-mentioned , are ſtill lying at Lima, and fitting 

out there in all ſpeed to follow and purſue you. One of theſe 

men of war is equipped with thirty fix braſs guns, and the 0- 

ther with thirty. Theſe ſhips, beſide their complement of ſea- 

men , have four hundred Souldiers added unto them by the 


Vice-Roy. Anpther man of war belonging to this number, 
and 
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* and leſſer than the afere-mentioned , 1s called the Patache. 


This ſhip conſilteth of twenty four guns, and was ſent to Arica 
to fetch the Kings Plate from thence. But the Vice-Roy ha- 
Iiug, received intelligence of your exploits at Panama , ſent 
for this ſhip back from thence with ſuch haſt , that they came 
away ard left the Moxey behind them. Hence the Patache 
ow lyeth at the Port of Callao, ready to ſail on the firſt occa- 
ſton, er news of your arrival 7 har; (ao * they having for 
this purpoſe ſeit unto all parts very ſtritt orders to keep a 
good /vok-out on all fides.and all places along the Coaſts. Since. 
this, from Manta they ſent us word , that they had ſeen two © 
Ships at ſea paſs by that place. And from the Goat Key al- 
ſo we heard, that the Indians had ſeen you,and that they were 
a(ſured , one of your veſſels was the hip called 1a Trinidad, 
which you had taken before Panama, as being a Jhip very. well 
kuown in theſe Seas. From hence we concluded. that your de- 
ſign was to ply, and make your Voyage thereabouts. Now this 
Bark wherem you took us priſoners being bound'for Panama, 
the Goverrour of Guayaquiil ſevt us out before her departure, 
if poſſible to diſcover you: Which jf we djd., we were to run 
the Bark on ſhoar pa > woah , or elſe: to: fight,you with theſe 
Soaldiers and fire arms that you ſee. ' As ſoon as.we heard- of 
your being in theſe Seas,we built two Forts, the one of fix Guns, 
and the other of four , for the tefence of the Town. At the 
Liſt Muſter taken inthe Town of Guayaquil,we had there eight 
hundred and fifty men, f all colours ; but when we came out, 
we left only two hundred men that were actually under Arms, 
Thus ended the Relation of that worthy Gentleman. 
Aboutnoon that day we unrigged the Bark which we had 
izkxen, and alter ſo doing ſunk her. Then we ſtood S.S.E. 
2nd aiterwards S. by W. and S.S.W. That evening we ſaw 
Point S2. ZZelena at North halt Eaſt, at the diſtance of nine 
Leagucs more or leis. - 

The next day, being Augy/t the 26th, in the morning 
we ſtood S. That day we cryed out all our pillage , and 
jound that 1t amounted unto 3274 Pieces of Eight, which 
was accordingly divided by ſhares among{t us. We alſo

puniſhed a Fryar , .who-Was Chaplain to the Bark aforc- 
mentioned, and ſhot him upon the deck, caſting him over- 
board betore he was dead. /;,Such cruelties though I ab» 
horred very much in my heart, yct here was I forced to 
hold my tongue and contradict them not, as having nor 
authority 'to overſway them. About ten of the cloc!; 
this morning we ſaw Land again , and the Pilot ſaid we 
were faxteen Leagues to leeward of Cabo Blanco. Hereup- 
on we ſtood off and 1n, cloſe under the ſhoar ; the which 
all appeared to be barren land. 


' > /The morning following we had very little wind ; fo zig!: of 4-57 


that weadvanced but ſlowly all that day. To windward 
of us we could perceive the Continent to be all high land, 
being whitiſh clay , full of white Cliffts.' This morning 
in common diſcourſe, our Priſoners conteſled unto us , and 
acknowledged the deſtruction of one of our little Barks, 
which we loſt in our way to the Ifland of Cayboa. They 
ſtood away, as it appeared by their information, for the 
Goat-key, thinking to find us there, as having heard Cap- 
tain Sawkins ſay , that he would go thither. On their 
way they hapned to fall in with the Ifland of Gallo, and 
underſtanding its weakneſs by their /udian Pilot , they 
ventured on ſhoar,and took rhe place, carrying away three 
white women in their company. But after a ſmall time 
of Cruiſing, they returned again to the atoreſaid Iſland, 
where they ſtayed the ſpace of two or three days: after 
which time they went out to ſea again. Within three or 
four days they came to a little Key four Leagues diſtant 
from this Iſle. But mean while they had been out and in 
thus ſeveral times, one of their priſoners made his eſcape 
unto the Main , and brought oft from thence fifty men 
with fire-arms. Theſe placing themſelves in Ambulcade, 
at the firſt yolly of their ſhot, they killed ſix of the ſeven 
men that belonged unto the Bark. The other man that 
was left took quarter cf the enemy ; and he it was that 
diſcovered unto them our deſign upon the Town of Guay- 


aquil. By an obſervation which we made this day , we

found our ſelves to be in the latitude of 3.4.50. $. Ar 
this time our priſoners told us , there was an Embargo laid 
on all the Spaniſh ſhips, commanding them not to ſtir out 
of the Ports, for-fear of their tallingynto our hands at 
Sen; 

Saturday Auguft the 28th, this morning we took out all 
the watcr., and moſt part of the flower thatwas in Cap- 


tain Cox's veſſel. The people in Iike manner came on board. 


our ſhip. Having done this , we made a hole in the veſ- 
{cl, and le{t her to ſink, with a ſmall old Canoa at her ſtern. 
ToLceward of Manta, a League from ſhoar , in eighteen 
fzthom water , there runneth a great current outwards. 
About elevet; in the forenoon we weighed Anchor, with a 
wird at W,N.W. turning it out. Our number now in all 
being reckoned, we found our ſelves to be one hundred and 
forty men, two boys, and fifty five priſoners, being all 
now in one and the fame bottom: This day we got fix 
or ſeven Leagues in the winds eye. 

All the day following we had a very ſtrong S. S. W. 
wind ; infomuch, that we were forced to fail with two 
rifls in our main-top fail , and one alſo in our fore-top fail. 
Here Captain Peralta told us, that the firſt place which the 
Spaniards ſettled in theſe parts, after Panama, was Tumbes, 
a place that now was to Leeward of us, in this Gulph 
where we now were. That there a Prieſt went aſhoar 
with a Croſs in izis hand, while ten thouſand Tadzans ſtood 
gazing at him. Being landed on the f{trand , there came 
out of the woods two Lyons; that he laid rhe Croſs gent- 
ly on their backs, and they inſtantly tell down and wor- 
ſhipped it: and morcover,that two Tigres following them, 
cid the fame;whereby theſe Animals gave unto the /ndians 
to underſtand the excellency of the- Chriſtian Re!igion, 
4 hich they ſoon after embraced. Abour four in tie eve- 
3.2g 42 came abreaſt the Cape , which 15 the highelc part 
of ail. The Land hercabouts appeareth to be barren and 
rocky. At three Leagues diſtance Eaſt from us,the Cape

Were it not for a windward Current which runncth un- 
der the fhoar hereabouts, it were totally impoſible for any 
ſhips to get about this Cape ; there being ſuch a great 
current to Leeward in the offing. In the laſt Bark which 
we took ,. of which we ſpoke in this Chapter , we made 
Priſoner one Nicolas Moreno, a Spaniard by Nation, and 
who was eſteemed to be a very good Pilot of the South Sea. 
This man did not ceaſe continually to praiſe our ſhip for 
her ſailing, and eſpecially for the alterations we had made 
in her. As we went along, weobſerved many Bays to 
lye between this Cape and Point Pariza, of which we ſhall 
ſooQ make mention hereatter.

In the night the wind came about to S. S.E. and we had pit paring; 


a very Tiff gale of it. So that by break of day the next 
morning, we tound our ſelves tobe about five Leagues Ci- 
ſtance to windward of the Cape afore mentioned. The 
Land hereabouts maketh th-ce or four ſeveral Bays, and 
groweth lower and lower, by how much the nigher we 
come unto Puxta Parina. This Point ſheweth it ſelf at 
firſt ſight thereof like unto two Iſlands. Between four and 


five of the clock that cvening,we were Welt from the ſaid 


Point. 
The next day likewiſe, being the lait day-of Augu/t, the 
wind {till continued S.S.E. as it had done tine whole day 
ore. Fhis day we thought it conveniegt to ſtand far- 


ther out to ſea, for fear of being deſcryed at Paita,, which pzjca, 


nouY 
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now was not very far diſtant fromus.The morning proved, 
to be haſey. But about eleven we eſpied a Sail, which 
{lood then juſt 2s wedid, E. by S. Coming nearer unto it, 
; by degrees we found her tobe nothing elle than a pair of 
Bark-logs under a ſul, which were going that way. Our 
 — , . Pilot adviſedusnot to meddle with tholeLogs, nor mind 
gat 69222 themin theleaſt,for it was very doubtful whether we ſhould 
— be able to come up with them or not ; and then by giving - 
chacc unto them, we ſhould eaſily be deſcryed and known a 

to be the Engliſh Pirates, as they called us. Theſe Bark- 

logs ſail excellently well tor the moſt part, and ſome of 

them are of ſuch a bigneſs, that they will carry two, hun- 

dred and filty packs of Meal from the Valleys unto Pana- 

ma, Without wetting any of it. This day by an obſervation 

made, we found our ſelves to be in four degrees fifty five 

Latitude South. Point Parina at N.E. by E. and at thedt- 


ſtance of ſix Leagues more or leſs, giveth this following 
appearance, 


Punta P ARIN A. 
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At the ſame time /a Silla de Paita bore from us S.E.by 
E. being diſtant only ſeven or cight Leagues. It had the 
form of a high Mountain, and appeared thus unto us. 


La Sillade P AIT 4. 
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The Townof Pata it ſelf is ſituated ina deep Bay, a- 
bout two Leagues to Leeward of this Hill. It ſerveth tor 
an Embarcadero, or Port Town, unto another great place 
which 1s diſtant from thence about thirteen Leagues highcr 
in the Country, and is called Piura, being ſeated in'a very p; 
barren Country. 

On Wedneſday the firſt of September , our courſe was 
S. by W. The midnight before this day we had a land- 
wind that ſprung up. In the afternoon La Silla de Paita, 
at the ciſtance of ſeven Leagues,at E. by N. appeareth thus. 
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All along hereabouts is nothing but barren-land, as was 
ſaid before. Hereabouts likewiſe for thrce or four days 
laſt paſt, we obſerved along the Coaſts many Seales. 

That night as we failed, we ſaw ſomething that appea- 
red unto us to be as it were alight, And the next morn-

The next day being come, we tranſported on board our 
ſhip the chiefeſt part of her lading. In her hold we lound 
ſome Rigging, as had becn told us by Nicholas Moreno our 
Pilot, taken in the former Vellcl oft of Guayaquil : but the 
greateſt part of the Hold was full of Timber. We took 
out of her alſo ſome Oſenbriggs, of which we made Top- 
gallant fails, as ſhall be faid hereaſter. It was now nine- 
recn days, as they told us, ſince they {et fail trom Guayaquil ; 
and then they had onely heard there of our Exploits bc- 
fore Panama, but did not ſo' mucin) as think of our coming 
ſo far to the Southward, which did not give them tne leafi 
ſuſpicion of us, though they had ſeen us for the ſpace of 
two or threedays betore at Sea, and always {teering aiter 
them ; otherwiſe they had made for the land, and endea- 
voured toeicape our hands. 

The next morning likewiſe we continued to take inthe, 
remaining part of what goods we defired oat of our Prize. way many 354: 
When ave had done, we ient motitof our Priionors on board {ers 
the ſaid veſſel, and leit only their fore-mait tanding , all 
the reſt being cut down by the boaru. We g2rve them a ( 
fore-fail to fail withal ; all rheir own water, and fome of 
our flour to ſerve them {or Proviſions; and thus we ture 
ned them away , as not caring to be troubled or encum= 
bred with too many of their company. Noewwitinftanding 
we detained ſtill ſeveral of the chictett of our priſoners.

On the following day we ſtood S. S.W. and S. W. by S. 
all day long, That day one of our company dyed,named 
Robert Montgomery , being the fame man who was ſhot by 
the negligence of one of our own men with a Piſtol 
through the leg, at the taking of the veſſel before Guaya- 
quil, as was mentioned above. We had an obſervation al- 
ſo this day, by which we now found Lat. 7.4. 26.5. On 
the ſame day likewiſe we made a dividend, and ſhared all 
the booty taken in the laſt Prize. This being done, we 
hoiſted into our ſhipthe Lanch which we had taken in her, 
as being uſeful unto us. All theſe days laſt paſt, it was ob- 
ſerved, that we had every morning a dark cloud 1n_ the 
Sky ; the which in the North Sea would certainly fore= 
tell a ſtorm x; but here it always blew over. 

Wedneſday September the eighth in the morning, we 
threw our dead man above-mentioned into the Sca , and 
gave him three French Volleys tor his Funeral-Ceremony. 
In the night betore this day , we ſaw a light belonging to 
ſome vcllel at ſea. But we ſtood away trom it, as not de- 
ſiring to ſee any more fails to hinder us in our voyage to- 
wards Arica, whither now we weredeſigned. This Light 
was undoubtedly trom ſome ihip to Leeward of us ; but 
on the next morning we could delcry no fail. Here I 
judged we had made a S. W. by S. way trom Paita, and by 
an obſervation found 8. d. co... 


CHAP 
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A continuation of -their long an« tedious Voyage 10 
Arica, with a deſcription of the Coaſts and 
Sailings thereunto.. Great hardſhip they endu- 
red for want of Water and other Prowviſns. 
They are deſcryed at Arica, and dare not land 
there ; the Country being all in Arms before 
them. They retire from thence , and go unto 
Puerto de Hilo, cloſe by Arica. Here they land, 
take the Town with little or no loſs on their ſide, 
refreſh themſelves with Proviſions ; but in the 
end are cheated by the Spaniards , and forced 
ſhamefully to retreat from thence. 
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N September the Ninth we continued ſtill to make a

aftorded us but little wind, ſo that we advanced but as lit- 
tle on our Voyage, and were forced to tack about every 
four or five hours.

Our obtervation this day gave 
us Lat. 20 D. 29 S. I reckoned now that we were ten 
leagues and an half to Eaſt of our Meridian, the Port of 
Paita; lo that henceforward our departure was Ealtward. 
The wind was this day atS. E. by S. 

On the Third we had both a cloudy morning, a high 
ſea, and drizling weather. An oblervation which we had 
this day, gave us.Lat. 19 D. 45 S. In the altcrnoon the 
wind blew lo freſh, as that we were forced to hand our top- 
ſails and ſprit-fail. | ; 

The 4th likewiſe we had a high ſea and a cold wind. 
At break of day we ſet our top-fails. : An obſervation made 
afforded us Lat. 19 D. 85. Here we ſuppolcd our ſclves 
fifty nine leagues D. M. 

The 5th we had {till a great fea, and ſharp and cold 
winds, forcing us to our low fails. By a N. E. by E way, 
we reckoned this day twenty fix leagues and an half. 

But on the 6th we had great guſts of wind. Inſomuch, 
that this morning our ring-bolts gave way which held our

The 8th of the ſaid Month we had again a ſmooth ſea, 
and ſmall whiling winds. This morning we ſaw a huge Water-ſakes 
ſhoal of fiſh, two or three Water-ſnakes, and ſeveral Seals, 94 54's

together witl a cloudy day ; ſuch as we had experimented 
for leveral days before; We reckoned this ny thirty two 
Leagues by a N.E. by E. way. Here our Pilot told us, that

On 9eter the 12th we had a clear day , and a North- 
Eaſt way. 
Its on : 3th we had but little wind. This day we faw a 
'hale, which we took tor an infatlible token that we were 
ow: /ar dittant from Land , winch now we hoped to ſee in 
a tew days. We madean E.S.E. way, and by it we recko- 
ned nineteen Leagues. Allthe evening was very calm. 
Thurſday Ofober tac 14th we had both a calm, and 
cloſe day until the afternoon. Then the weather became 
Lrt-Fraks VELY Dot and clear. This day we faw ſeveral Jand-Fowls, 
ſeen. being but ſmall Birds. Concerning which our Pilot ſaid, 
that they uſe to appear about one or two days fail from 
the Land. Our reckoning was eleven Leagues by an E.S.E. 
way. Inthe eveningof this day wethought that we had 
ſecn Land ; but it proved to be nothing elſe than a foggy 
bank. 

October tie 15th, both the night paſt, and this day, was 
very clear. We made an obſervation this day,which gave 
3 Lat. 15 d. oo South. 

The 16th, laſt night and this day were _ to the 
former, both cloudv. Our way was N.E. by E. whereof 

we rec: koned thirteen Leagues. 
7. 5 unday October the th the wind blew very freſh, our 
lard. evurke bring E.N.E. About five that morning we faw 
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Land ; but the weather was ſo haſcy, that at firſt we could 
ſcarce perceive whether it was Land or not. It was diſtant 
from us about eight Leagues, and appcared as a high and 
round hill, being in form like unto a Svugar-loat, We ſaw 
Land afterwards all along to the $S. E. by E. from it. Tn 
the evening , we being then within five Leagues of thc 
ſhoar, the Land appeared very high and ſteep. 

Ofober the 18th, all the night laſt paſt we ſtood off to 
{ca with a freſh wind. This morning we could juſt {ec 
Land at N. N.E. We reckoned a S. E. by E.way ;4ad by 
obſervation we found Lat. 17 4. 17 South. 

Tueſday Ofober the 19th,we had very cloudy weather, 
finding what our Pilot had told us to be very truce, con- 
ccrning the haſeyneſs of this ſhoar. We ſaw all along as 
we went very high Land,covercd with Clouds ; inſomuch, 
that we could not fee 1ts top. 

On Wedneſday the next day , we had likewiie cloudy 
weather, and for the moſt part calm. The fame weather 
being very cloudy, as before, continued in like manner on 
Thurlday. 

Friday Ofober 22. this morning we ſaw the Land plain 
before us. Our Pilot being asked what Land that was,an- 
{wered, it was the Point of F7ilo. At N.N.E. and about fix 
or ſeven Leagues diſtance it appzared thus unto us.

There is every morning and evening a brightneſs over 
the Point , which laſteth for two or three hours , being

Great want of huge want of water we were now under, occaſioned much 
OE diſturbance among our men. As for my part, I muſt ac- 
knowledge I could not ſleep all night long through the 
greatneſs of my drougth. We could willingly have lan- 
ded here to ſeck for water ; but the fear of being difco- 
vercd and making our ſelves known, hindred us frem fo do- 
ing. Thus we unanimoully relolved to endure our thirſt 
for a little longer ſpace.of time. Hereabouts 1s a ſmall 
Current that runneth under the ſhoar. This morning 
we had but little wind at South , our courſe being E S. E. 
The Point at the diſtance of five leagues N. E. looketh on 
the following ſide, thus:

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Our wind continued to blow not above ſix hours each 
day. We reckoned the diſterence of our Meridian to be 
this day one hundred and eighty leagues. Very great was 
our affliction now for want of water ; we having but half 
a pint a day to our allowance. 

Oftober the 23d. This day we were forccd to ſpare one 
meaſure of water, thereby to make it hold out the longer ; 


ſo ſcarce it became with us. At three this afternoon the 
Point looked thus :

{cnt on the Coaſt and Country thercabouts. 

. Munday Ofober the 25th. Laſt night being about the 
Giſtance ot one leagueand an halt from ſhoar, we ſounded, 
and found torty five fathom water, with an hard ground 
: at the bottom. This morning our people and Canoas that 
: +83. Were ſent to take the Fiſhermen, returned, not being able 
to find cither their houſes or the River. They reported 
withal,they had had a very tre{h wind all the night long un- 
dcr ſhoar, whereas we had not one breath of wind all night 
0! __ 

ucfday Ofober the 26th. Laſt night, being tne night 

fore this day, about ſix of the clock , we departed from 
the ſhip to £0 to take Arica , rcfolving to land about the 
ditance of ale :gue to windward of the Town, We were 
about ſix eagucs diſtant lrom the Town when ve {cit our 
iN, Whereby we were lorced TO row all night, that We 
miglt reach before day the place of our landing, Tow ards 
morning, the Canoa's 'ctt the Lanch, which they had had all 
n:ght 
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night in a Tow, and wherein I was; and made all the ſpecd 
they poſſibly could for the ſhoar , with deſign to land be- 
fore the Lanch could arrive. But being come nigh rhe 
place where we deſigned to land, they found, fo our great 
ſorrow and vexation, that we were deſcryed; and that all 
along the ſhoar, and through the Country, they had certain 
news of ourarrival.Yet notwithſtanding our diſcovery,we 
would have landed, if we could by any means have found 
a place to do it in. But the ſea ran ſo high, and with ſuch 
a force againſt the rocks, that our boats muſt needs have 
been ſtaved each in one thouſand pieces, and we in great 
danger of wetting our arms,if we ſhould a:lventure togoon 
ſhoar. The Bay all round was poſleſſed by ſeveral parties 
of horſe ; and likewiſe the tops of the hills, which ſeemed 
to be gathered there by a general alarm through the whole 
Country, and that they waited onely tor our landing, with 
deſign to make a ſtrong oppoſition agrnft us. They fired 
a gun at us, but we made them no anſwer, but rather re-

turned to our ſhip, giving over thiscnterprize until a faircr | 


opportunity. The hill of Aricais very white, being occa- 
ſioned by the dung of multitudes of Fowls tharncſt them- 
ſelves in the hollow thereof. To Leeward of the faid Hill 
lyeth a ſmall Ifland, at the diſtance of a mile, more or lcfs, 
trom the ihoar. About halt a league from that Iſland, we 
could perceive ſix ſhips to ride at anchor : four of which 
had their Yards:taken down from thcir Maſts ; but the 0- 
ther two {zemed to be ready tor fail. We asked our Pilot 
concerning thefe ſhips, and he told us tliat one of them was 
mounted with fix guns, and the other with onely four. 

eing diſappointed of our expeRations at Arica, we now 


reſolved to bear away trom thence to the Village of Elio, T's vre 6 


there to take in Water and other Proviſions: as alſo to 
earn what intell;gence we could obtain. | All that night 
we lay under a calm. 

ON 07oZer the 27th in the morning, we found our 
ſelves to be about a league to windward of Mora de Sama. 
Yet notwithſtanding the weather was quite calm, and we

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onely drivel with the current at Leeward. The land be- 
tween /Tilo and Mora de Sama formeth two ſeveral Bays, 
14 the Coaſt runneth along N.W. and S.E. as may appear 
by the following demonſtratiun. Over the land v'e could 
{ee from our ſhip, as we drove the coming or riſing of a 
very high land, ata great diſtance far up in the Country. 
October the 28th. The night before this day; we ſent 


; away our four Canoas with fifty mcn in them, to ſeize and 


plunder the Town of Zilo, All the day was very calm, 
as the day before. 

The next morning about break of day, we had a fair 
breeze ſprang-up, with which we lay right in with the 
Port. About one in the afternoon we anchored, and the 
Port lycth thus, as is here deſcribed.

Wecaſt anchor at the diſtance of two miles from the 
Village : and then we perceived two flags, which our men 
nad put out, having taken the Town, and ſet up our Eng- 
I1/h Colours. TheSpamirds were retreated unto the hills, 


.and there had done the fame. Being come to an anchor, 


our Commander Captain Sharp ſent a Canoa on board of 
us, and ordered that all the men our ſhip could ſpare,ſhould 
comme aſhoar. Withal they told us, that thoſe of our par- 
ty that landed the morning before., were met by ſome 
horſemcn on the ſhoar, who onely exchanged ſome few 
volly's of ſhot with our men, but were ſoon put to flight. 
That hereupon our forces had marched direaly to the 
Town, where the Spaniards expeFing we would have lan- 
acd at firſt, made a breaſt-work, thirty paces long, of .clay

95 
and banks of land. Here, in a ſmall skirmiſh, we hapned | 
to kill an Indian, who told us before he dy'd , that they 
had received news of our coming, nine days ago, trom Lz- 
ma, and but one day before from Arica. Having taken 
the Town, we found therein great quantity of Pitch, Tar, 
Oyl, Wine and Flower, with ſeveral other forts of proviſt- 
ons. Weendeavoured to keep as good a watch as the Spa- 
niards did on the hills, fearing leſt they ſhould ſuddainly 
make any attempt to deſtroy us. | > 

On the next day, being Ofober the 3othy, we choſe out 
threeſcore men of them who were the fitte{f to march, a- 77y (earch the 
mong the reſt ; and ordered them to go ufyand ſearch the *49: 
valley adjoyning and belonging to the Town. We tound 
the ſaid valley to be very pleaſant, being all over ſet with 
Fig-trees, Olive-trees, Orange, Lemmon, and Limc-trees, 
with many other fruitsagreeable tothe Palar. About tour 
miles up within the valley, we came to a great Sugar- 
work, or Ingenio de azucar, as it 1s called by the Spaniards, 
where we found great ſtore of Sugar,Oyl,and Moloſſus. But 
moſt of the Sugar,the owners had hidden from us 1n the 
cane it ſelf. As we marched up the vally,the Spaniards mar- 
ched along the hills, and obſerved our motion. From the 
tops of the hills they often tumbled down great ſtones up- ; 
on us, but with great care we endeavoured to eſcape thoſe | 
dangers, and but the report of one Gun would ſuddainly 
cauſe them all to hide their heads. From this houle, [ 
mean the Sugar-work above-mentioned, Mr. Cox, my iclt, 
and one Cannis a Dutchman (who was then our Interpre- 
ter) went unto the Spaniards with a flag of Truce. They DE

met us very civilly , and promiſed to give us fourlcore ,,;,; 2; Spa- 
Beeves for the Ranſom of the Sugar-work, and upon con» niards. 
dition that it ſhould not be ſpoilt nor demoliſhed. With 
them we agreed, that they ſhould be delivered unto us at 
the Port, the next day atnoon. Hereupon Captain Sharp 
in the evening ſent down unto the Port twenty men, with 
ſtrict orders that our forces there ſhould offer no violence 


in the leaſt unto thoſe that brought down the Bceves. 
Sunday 
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Breeamers of America. *Part-V 1. 
Sunday, Ofober the 31ſt. This day being employed in 
caſting up fome'accounts belonging to our Navigation, I 
reckoned that lo was to the Eaſtward of Paita, one hun- 
dred cighty and ſeven leagues. This morning the Cap- 
tain of the Spaniards came unto our Commander Captain 
Sharp, with a flag of. Truce ; and told him, that ſixteen 
Beeves were already ſent down unto the Port, and that the 
reſt ſhould -certaialy be rhere the next morning. Here- 
upon weerec ordered to prepare our ſelves to retreat, and 
march back; unto the Port, and there embark our ſelves on 
board our ſhip. My advice was to the contrary, that we 
ſhould rather, cave twenty men behind to keep th2 houſe 
of the Sugar-work ,. and” that others ſhould poſſeſs them- 
tetves of the: Hills, thereby to clear them of the Spaniards 
and. their /ook out. But my counſel not bcing regarded, 
each man took away what burthen of Sugar he pleated,and 
thus we returned unto our veſſel. Being come there, we 
tound no Bcevcs had been brought down at all, which oc- 
caftoned us much toſuſpe&t ſome double dealing would in 
the latter end be found in this caſe. 

The next morning being November the firft , our Cap- 
tain went unto the top of the Hills atore-mentioned, and 
ſpoke with the Spanzards themſelves, concerning the per- 
formance of their agreement. The Spaniards made an- 
ſucr,that the Cattle would certainly come down this night. 
But in caſe it did not , that the Maſter or Owner of the 
Sugar-work was now returned from Potoſi, and we might 
G0 up and treat with him, and make, it we pleaſed, a new 
bargain for the preſervation of his Houſe and Goods ; 
whote intereſt it was, more than theirs , to ſaveit from 
being demoliſhed. With this anſwer our men returned 
unto us, and we concludecl to expect until the next day tor 
the dehvery of the Beeves. 

On the to!lowing dav about cight in the morning,there 
came 1n unto usa Flag of Truce from the enemy, telling 
us, that the winds were ſo high, that they could not drive 
the Cattle, othcrwile they had been delivered before now.

But withal , that by noen we ſhould in no manner faul to 
have them brought unto us. Noon being come, and no 
Cattle appearing, we now having filled our water, ar 
finithed other concerns, reſolved to be revengad on the 
Enemy, and do them what miſchief we coula ; at leatt,y 
ſetting fire on the Sugar-work, Hereupon , 1: <cleorc 
men of us marchcd up the valley, and buint b:t:1 the 
Houſe, the Cancs, and the Mill belonging to tie /z2e710. 
We broke likewilc rhe Coppers, Coggs, and multitudcs of 
great Jars of Oyl that we found in the houie. "£115 being, 
done, we broug!1t away more Sugar, and returned unto the 
Port over the Hills or Mountains; the which we lound to 
be very pleaſant, ſmooth , and level aiter once ve had al 
cended them. It fell out very fortunately unto us that we 
returned back this way we did, for otherwiſe our men at 
the Sca-ſide had incvitably bcen cut off and torn in pieces 
by the enemy, they being at that time diperfed and ftrag- 
ling up anddown by two and three ina Party. For from 
the Hills we efpicd coming from the Northward ol the 
Bay, above three hundred horſemen,all riding at tull ſpeed 
towards our men, who had not as yet deſcryed them, and 
little thought of any ſuch danger trom the enemy to nigl: 
at hand. Being alarumed with this ſight, we threw Gown 
what Sugar we had, and ran incontinently to meet ther, 
tnereby to give our other men time to rally,and put them- 
ſclves into a poſture of defence. We being ingood rank 
and order, fairly proflered them Battle upon the Bay ; but 
as we advanced to meet them,they retired and rid towarc!s 
the Mountains to ſurround us, and take the Rocks trom 
us it poſſibly they could. Hereupon, perceiving their in- 
tentions,we returned back and poſlcſt our {elves of the faid 
Rocks, and alfo the lower Town ; as the Spaniards them- 
(elves did of the upper Town (at the diſtance of half a mile 
rom the lower) the Hilts and the Woods adjoyning there- 
unto. The Horſemen being no v in polleition of theſe Quar- 
ters, we could perceive, as far as w2 could ice, more and 
more men reſort unto them, {o that unvir Forces cncrealſed 
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hourly to conſiderable numbers. We fired oneat another 
as long as we could reach, and the day would permit. But 
in the mcan while we obſerved , that ſeveral of them rid 
unto the Watch-lull,and looked out often to the Sea-board. 
This gave us occaſion to fear,that they had more ſtrength 
and Forces coming that way , which they expected every 
minute. Hereupon, leaſt we 1hould ſpeed worſe than we 
y e+2 {61:4 had done betore,we reſolved to umbark filently in the dark 
anus,” of-2h night, and gooft from that Coaſt where we had 
been {o early deſcryed, and the enemy was ſo much prepa- 
red againſt us. We carryed off a great Cheſt of Sugar, 
440 whereof we ſhared ſeven pound weight and a half each 
What tyty got 
at Hilo, man ; thirty Jars of Oyl, and great plenty of all ſorts of 
| Garden Herbs, Roots, and moſt excellent Fruit.

The next day unto this, we had an'indifierent freſh wind

fair and ſun-ſhiny, and the ſea very ſmooth = 

November the 6th,we had a clear night the laſt paſt, and 
the day proved very fair and clear, like unto the former. 

We reckoned'by a S. W. by W. way , about- twenty one 
lcagues. In the afternoon it was almoſt ſtark calme.- 

On the following day we had in hke manner very little 75, 144 5:4. 
wind, no more than the laſt twenty four hours. We were 6d with 7; 
now about this time many of us very much troubled and ***?: 
difcaſed with the Survey. It proceeded as we judged, from 
the great hard{hip and want of Proviſions which we had 
endured for {everal Months paſt, as having had only bread 
and water , as was mentioned above. Only at Hilo vie ,, wy 
killed a Mule, which. gave unto thoſe who would cat of ear » Mule. 
the fleſh, a very good meal, as we eſteemed it , the Spani- 
ards having \wept away with them all other proviſions of 
fleſh. But there we had plundered forte ſmall quantity of 
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g00d Chocolate, whereof the Spaniards make infinite uſe, 
So that now we had each morning a diſh of that pleaſant 
liguor, containing almoll a pint. rp 

Next day l:kewiſe we had very little wind, 'as before, 
We made an oblervation this day, and-tound Lat.20. d. os. 
South. 

November the Ninth we had {till very little wind , and 
that variable. We took almoſt every hour an obſervation, 
and found our ſelves to be in the Lar. of 20 gd. 18. South. 

The 1oth we had in like manner but little wind, as for 
ſo many days before. We obſcrved an E.S.E. current, or 
ncareſt untoit , to.run hereabouts. This. day we ſaw the 
homing of a very high land, which much admired us , for 
at this time I conceived we could not be leſs. than thirty 
five or forty leagues diſtant from land. We ſuppolcd it to 
be Mora Tarapaca. That day we fet up our ſhrouds. 

Upon the x 1th-an indifferent gale of wind ſprang up at 
S. W. by S. by which we made twenty five Leagues , and 
one third, We had now a great $.S5.W. ſea. In the night 
the wind as we experimented,came one or two points from 
the land. This morning we ſaw the like homing of land, 
whereby we were made lenſible it was no land, that which 
we had ſeen the day before. 

On the 12th we had ſeveral miſts of rain, with windy 
weather. We made by a S.5. W. halt S. way, twenty five 
leagues and one third, We had likewile a great and rows 
fing S. S. W. ſea, as the day betore. 

The 13th of the faid Month, we had both cloudy and 
miſty weather. We made a S. 5. W. and one quartcr S. 
way ; by which we ran fiity leagues. 

But the next day, fair ar clear weatner came about a- 
gain. We had likewiſe an cafe gale of wind, by which we 
made a S. W. way, and advanced twenty two leagues and 
an halt. 

Oa the 1 5thof November, we had alfo clear weather, and.

The 18th, upon a S..W. by W. way, we made twenty 
one. leagues. By obſervation we founi Lat. 2.4 D. 20 
South. 

Friday, Nov. the 1 9th, 1650. This morning, about an 
hour betore day,we obſerv'd a Comet to appear,a degree N. 
fromthe bright in Libra... The body thereot teemed dull ; 
and its tail extended it ſelf eighteen or twenty degrees in 
length, being of a pale colour, and pointing directly N. N. 
W. Our priſoners hereupon reported unto us,” that the Strange fights 
Spaniards had feen very ſtrange fights, both at Lima, the /* "#944 » 
capital City of Peru, Guayaquil, and other places, much a- 
bout the time _ of ur coming into the South Seas. [ 
reckoned this day we had ran twenty leagues by a S. W. 
way. 

The tollowing day, unto the appearance of the Comet, ,, FS 
we had many ſtorms ot wind at S.S.E. and at E.S. E. Our 22 ume 
reckoning by a S. W. by W. way, was twenty two 
leagues. 

Sunday, November the 21th, we had likewiſe many 
guſts of wind, fuch as the day before, with frequent ſhowers 
of rain. The wind varycd to and tro, accprding as the 
Clouds drew it here and there. We reckoned a. S. VV. 
way, and by it twenty one leagues and a halt. Inall. Weſt 
from Hilo, we judged our ſelves to be one hundred feven- 
ty eight leagues and two thirds, We had this day a great 
S. W. Sea, and cloudy weather. I ſuppoſed our Lat:tude 
toLe 26 Ds53 Sd. 
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November the 22d we had in like manner cloudy weather, 
and now bur little wind. We reckoned a S. way, and fifty 
one Ileagcs. 

The 23d we had very little wind, all the ſtorm, after 


. the appearance of the Comet, being now quite allayed. 


V'e reckoned we had mace a S.E. by E. way ; and found 
our latitude, by obſervation, to bare 27 D. 46 5. 

Wedneiday, November the 24th. All the twenty four 
hours lait paſt, we had a N. W. wind. Our way wasS E. 
hali S. by which we reckoned thirty one leagues and one 
tiuro, % 

The 25th. Laſt night the wind blew at W.S.W. but 
this morning it came about again at N. W. as the day bc- 
forc. Our reckoning this day was a 5. E. and one quarter 
E. way, twenty nine leagues and one third Our Latitude 
now, by obſervation made this day, was 39 D. 57 S. Our 
difference of Merid. 1 353. 

November the 26th. In the night the wind ſtarted to 
S. S, W. But this day at noon we had little better than a 
calm. I reckoned an E.S.E. hall E. way, and by it twenty 
three leagues. | 

Saturday the 27th. Yeſterday in theevening the wind 
came toS. I reckoned an Eaſt, and ſomething Southerly 
way, and by that, twenty three leagues, as the day before 
this. 

November the 28th. Allthe twenty four hours laft paſt 
we enjoyed a freſh wind at S. S E. having a high. W. ſea. 


- Our reckoning was an E. by N. and half N. way, and with- 


al twenty four leagues. By obſervation, we found Lat. 
30 D. 15 S. and Meridian diſtance eighty eight leagues, 
At noon the wind came at S. halt E. 

On the 29th we had a very great S. W, ſea ; and with- 
alcloudy weather. My reckoning was by an E. one third 
S. way, twenty leagues and one third. This day we hap= 
ned toſee two or three great fowls flying in the air. Con- 
cerning which our Pilot told us, that they uſed to appear 
ſeycaty or eighty leagues oft from the Ifland, called of Fuar 
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Fernandez. The day before this, Captain Pera/ta our Pri gy pe. 
ſoner, was taken very much frantick , his diſtemper being tm :24en jan - 
occaſioned, as we thought, through too much hardſhip and 
melancholy. Notwithſtanding, this preſent day he became 
indifferent well again. 

” The following day we had likewiſe cloudy weather. 
We made, according to our account, an E. halt N, way, 
and by it ſixteen leagues and two thirds. Our Meridian 
difterence fifty two leagues. 

The firſt of December we had liaſey weather, and with- 
al an indifferent good wind at S. yea, ſometunes S. by W.; 
Our way was E. by S. by which we reckoned twenty two 
leagues. Thenight before this day, we failed over white 
water like banks, of a mile in length, or more. But theſe 
banks, upon examination, we tound to be onely great 
ſhoals of Anchovas. 

On December the ſecond, very carly in the moraing,we ,.. , , 
eſpied Land, the which appeared tobe very high About OT 
noon this day we were at ſix lcagues diſtance irom it. All 
the preceding night we had fo much wind, that we were 
forced to make uſe only of a pair of couries. By an ob- 
ſervation made this day, we found Lat. 30. d. 35. South. 

We went away largely , driving better than nine leagues 

every watch, With this wind we made a'l the Sail we poſſt- 

bly could , defigning by this means to get into Copuimby, F- of © 
upon which Coalt we now were belore night.

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Friday December the third, 1680. when we departed 
from tlic ſhip, we had above two Icagues, more or lets, to 
row unto the {!:oar. Butas it hopned, theLanch(whercin 
| vas) rowed fo heavy, in compariſon to the Canoas, that 
we coult! not keep pace with the ſaid Boats. For this rea» 
fon. anc no other, it was broad ay before we got unto a 
ccriz/n Store-heafe, ſituate upon the thoar ; the which we 
tourd our men had paſſed by inthe dark of the night, 
VIENOUT PErcUVing it. They being landed , immediately 
marched away irom their Canoas, towards the City atorc- 
mentioned of /a Serexa. But they had not proceeded far 
on tier march, when they found, tothe great ſorrow and 
chagrin of us all, that we were timely diſcovercd here al- 
{o, as we had been at the other two places before, to wit, 
Arica and /7ilo, Foras they marched in a body together, 
being bur thirty five men in all , who were all thoſe that 
were landed out of the Canoas , they were ſuddainly en- 
countred and engaged by a whole Troop cf an hundred 
Spaniſh horſe. We that were behind hearing the noiſe of 
the diſpute, followed them at their heels, and made all 
the haſt we poſlibly could tro come up to their relief. But 
bciore we could reach the place of the Battle, they had al- 
ready routed the Spaniards, and forced them to fly away .]..

Notwith{tanding this xout given unto the horſe , they 
rallycd again , at the diſtance of about a mule from that 
place, and ſcemed as if "they did wait for us, and would 
engage usancw.

meninall, the reſt Leing left bchind to guard the Boats, 
we marched towards them and offered them Battle. As 
we came nigh unto them we clearly found they deſign-' 
cd no ſuch thing ; tor they inſtantly retired and rid away 
b>ciorc us, keeping our of the reach;of our guns. We tol- 
towed them as they rid, being led by them deſignedly clear

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with the horſe, our company had killed three of their chic+ 
feſt men., and wounded four more ; killing allo tour. of: 
their horſes. When we found that wehad been led by this:- 
ſtratagem of the enemy, out of the way of the Town, we 
left the Bay, and croſſed over the green fields to find it; 
ny oftentimes over ſeveral branches of- water, which 


there ſerve to encloſe each plot of ground. Upon this 
march we came unto ſeveral houſes, but found them alt 
empty, and ſwept clean both of inhabitants and proviſi- 
ons. We faw likewiſe fevera! horſes and other heads of 
cattel in the fields, as we went along towards the City. 
This place of a Serena, our Pilot had reported unto us to La Screna « 
be but a ſmall: Fown ; but being arrived there, we found in #*f4rrab!: 
it no fewer than ſeven great Churches and one Chappel ©” 
belonging thereunto. Four of theſe Churches were Mo- 
naſteries or Convents, and each Chureh had its Organs ' 
for. the performance of Divine Service. Several of the 1.3 ; — 
houſes had their Orchards of Fruit, and Gardens, belong- bs 
ing-unto them ; both Houſes and Gardens being as well 
and as neatly furniſhed, as thoſe in Emg/and. In theſe Gar- ,,,, «.,.... 
dens. we found Strawberrics as big as Walnuts, and thoſe teries. 
verzidelicius to.the- taſte. In a word, every thing in this 
City of /a Serena, was molt excellentand delicate, and far 
beyond-what. wecould expeCt in fo remote a-place. The 
Town was inhabited by all forts of Tradeſmen, and be- 
ſides them, had its Merchants, ſome of which were accoun-« 
ted to be' very ricly'”” 9; 

- Ehe Inhabitants of fa;Serexa, upon our approach and dil- ,,, ;,,.;: 
coyery, were all ſled; eatrying with them whatſoever was rants al fee. 
moſt precious of thewr;goods and jewels, or leſs cumberſome 
unto:them. Much: of their:valuable things they had like- 
wileconcealed-or buryed, as having had time ſince we were 
fir diſcovered; foto do; - Beſides that they had had fore- 
warnidg enough hay. to beware of us, ſent them over land 
{rom! Arica, and;(everai other places wire we had landed 1 
or been deſcryed at Sea. Notwithſtanding, we took in 
the Town one Fryer,and two Chileng's, or Spaniards natives 
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+trom fome ſecret ſpies they had in the Town, and boththe . 
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of the Kingdom of Chile, which adjoyneth unto that of 


Peru, towards the Streight of Magalanes. Thele Priſo- 
ners related unto us, that the Spaniards, when they heard 
of our coming, had killed moſt of their Chilean ſlaves, tea- 
rirgg left they ſhould-run or revolt from them unto us. 
Morcover, that we had been deſcryed from their Coaſts 
four days before our arrival, or deſcent upon land ; all the 
which time they had employed in carrying away their 
Plate and Goods. Unto this information they added, that 
for their detence they had received a ſupply, of ſixty men 
from Arica. Having taken poſſeſſion of the Town, that 


evening there came a Negro unto us, running away from | 
the Spaniards. He likewiſe informed us, that when we 


were before Panama, we had taken a Negro, who was e&- 
Necmed to be the beſt Pilot in all the Southeſea ; but more 


eſpecially for this place; and all the Coaſts of Coguimbe.. 
Moreover, that if the Spanzards had not fent all the Ne- 
gro's belonging unto this City farther up into the Coun- 
tr, out of our reach and communication, they would all 


uncoubtedly have revoited unto us. 


 Thatnight about midnight our Boatſwain, beingaccom- 
panied by torty men, aad having a Chilean for their guide, - 
went out of the Town ſome miles within the Country, * 


with deſign to find out the places where the Spaniards lay 
concealed, and had hid their goods and plate. But before 
they came, the Spantzards had received intelligence thereof 


men and their women were all..fled to places that were 


more occult and remote. So thatby this ſearch, they on- 
iy found an old /xdian woman and three children ;. but no 


gold nor plate, nor yet any other-priſoners. This morn- 
ns our ſhip came to an anchor, by the Store-houſe above- 


mentioned, named Tortuga, at the diſtance of a furlong 
irom ſhoar, 1n the depth of ſeven fathom water. Mean

Their meſſage was to proffer a ranſom for the Town to 
preferve it from burning ; for now they began to fear we 
would ſet fire unto it, as having found no conſiderable 
booty nor pillage therein. The Captains, or chief Com- 
manders of both ſides, met about this point, and agreed 
betwixt them for the ſum of 95000 pieces of eight to be 
the price of the whole ranſom. In the afternoon of this 
day, I was ſent down unto the Bay of Coquimbo, with a 
party of twenty men, to carry thither both goods taken in 
the Town, and proviſions for the ſhip. It is two leagues 
anda half from the Town unto the Port ; one league on the 
Bay, the reſt being a very great road, which leadeth from 
the Bay unto the City. The Spaniards promiſed that the 

anſom ſhould be colleted and paid in by the next day. 
This day alſo there dyed one of our Negro ſlaves on board 
the ſhip. ; 

The following day in the morning, I returned back unto 
the Town, with the men I had brought down the day be- 
fore. Onely ſix of them I left behind, to look after our 
Canoa's at theend of the Bay. When I came up into the 
City, I found that the Spaniards had. broken their promiſe, 
and had not brought in the Ranſom they had agreed for ; 
but had begged more time until to morrow at eight in the 
forenoon. This evening another party of our men went 
down unto the ſhip, to carry goods,ſuch as we had pillaged 
in the Town. Moreover, that night about nine of the 
clock , hapned an Earthquake, the which we were very 
ſenſible of, as we were all together in the Church of Say 
Tuan, where our chief rendezvous and Corps du garde was 
kept. In the night the Spaniards opened a ſluyce, and let 
the water run in ſtreams about the Town, with intent et- 
ther to overflow it, and thereby force us out of the place, 
or at leaſt that they might the eaſier quench the flame, in 
c2{z we ſhould fire the Town. FR

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On the next morning we ſet fire to the Town, percei- | 
ing it to be wee Mp and that the Spaniards had not Tyo fat 

erformed; or rather that they never deſigned to perform F 
their:promiſe. We fired, as nigh as we could, every houſe 4 
in the Whole Town , tothe intentit might be totally re- 1 
duced into aſhes. Thus we departed from la Serexa, care 
rying with us what plunder we could find, having ſent two 
parties before loaded with goods unto the ſhip, as was men- 
tzoned above. As we marched down-unto the Bay, we 
beat up an Ambuſcade of two hundred* and fifty horſe, 4s 4niuſrads 
which lay by the way i private, with an intent to fall on of th! Enemy. 
our men, in caſe we had ſent down any other party again 
with goods unto the ſhip. When we came to the Sea-(1de, 
being half way unto our ſhip, we received advice that the 
Spaniards had endeavoured, by an unuſual ſtratagem, to A fratagem 
burn our ſhip, and by theſe means deftroy us all. They ©" 
aQed thus : They up blew a horſes hide like untoa bladder, 
and upon this float a man ventured to ſwim from ſhoar, 
and come under the ſtern of our ſhip. Being arrived there, —— 
he crammcd Okeham and Brimſtone, and other combuſti. | 
ble matter,between the Rudder and the Stern-poſt. Having 
dotre this, he fired it with a match, ſo that in a ſmall time : 
our Radder was on fire, and all the ſhip in a ſmoak. Our 
men both alarmed and amazed with this ſmoak, ran up and 
down the ſhip, ſuſpe&ting the priſoners to have fired the 
veſtel, thereby to get their liberty and ſeek our deſtrufti- 
on. Ar laſtthey found it out where the fire was, and had 
the good fortune to quench it, befpre its going too far. Aſ- 

- ſoon as they had put it out, they ſent the boat aſhoar, and 
tound both the hide afore-mentioned, and the match bur« 
ning at both ends; whereby they came acquaintcd with the 
whole matter.

the biggeſt whereof 1s three leagues and an half in length, Big"! of thee 
neareſt N. W. and S:E. the other, and leſſer, is almoſt one 7 
league, andno more incircumterence. At ten of the clock 

we ſent oft from the ſhip one of our Canoa's, to ſeek for the 

beſt landing and anchoring tor our Vellel, As we ap- 
proached, both Iflands ſeemed unto us nothing but one en- 

tire heap of rocks. That which lIyeth more unto the N. 

is the higheſt, though we could not now ſee the tops there- 

of for the clouds which covered it. In meſt places it is fo 
ſtecp, that it becomerh almoſt perpeadicular. "> 
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This day being Chriſtmas-day, we gave 1n the morning 
carly three Vollics of ſhot, for ſclemnization of that great 
Feſtival. I reckoned an E. by S. way. By a clear obſer- 
vation from the middle of the Ifland, 1 found here Lat. 3 3 
D. 45 S. and M. D.-to be ninty nine leagues. In the e- * 
vening of this day, we came to an anchor at the South end 
of the Iſland, in a ſtately Bay that we tound there, but 
which lycth open trom the South, to the South-Eaſt winds. 
We anchorcd in the depth of cicven fathom water, and at 


the diſtance of onely one furlong from the ſhoar. Here we 
fany Stals.

ſaw multitudes of Scals covering the Bay every where, in- 
ſomuch that we were forccd to kill them, to ſet our feet 
on ſhoar. 

Sunday, December the 26th. This day we lent a Ca- 
noa to ice if we could find any riding ſecure from the Sou- 
therly winds ; theſe being the moſt conſtant wines that 
blow on thele Coaſts. The Canoa being gone, our Com- 
mander ſent likewiſe what men we could fpare on ſhoar, 

Thy biz to drive Goats, whereof there is great plenty in this Ifland. 
Goats. They caught and killed that day to the number of threc= 
ſcore, or thereabouts. The Canoa returning unto the ſhip, 
made report that there was good riding in another Bay, fi- 
uateon the North fide of the Ifland, in fourteen fathom 
water, and not above one quarter of a mile trom the ſhoar. 
Moreover that there was much wood to be had, whereas 
1a the place where we had lirft anchored, not one lick of 
wood nor tuft of graſs wasto be tound, 

The next day, being the 27th, between twoand four of 

4 great ory; the clock in the morning,we had a tempelt of violent winds 
and fierce ſhow crs of rain. "The ſame day we got in two

ticrs wereemploved to catch Goats, as they had done the 
dy bctore. 

On the 2 5t!: of the aid month, in the morning I went 
with ten more of our company, and two Canoas, to ietch 
water from tac land, Bring come thither, and having fil-

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led our jars, we could not get back unto the ſhip, by rea- | 

ſon of a Southerly wind that blew from off the Ocean, and 7% Author in i 
hindred our return. Thus we were forced to lie ſtill in © ho 
a water-hole, and wait till the wind were over for a ſafer th 
opportunity. Mean while, the violence of the wind en- by 


creaſing, our ſhip was forced to get under fail, and make a- 


way, not without danger of being forced aſhoar, Here- 3 
upon ſhe failed out of the harbour, to ſeek another place of jg py 
anchoring. At noon I ventured out, to try if I could fol- we: 1 
low the ſhip, but was forced in again by the wind and a ra- i 
ging ſea, Thus welay {till tor ſome while longer, till the 1.8 


evening came on. This being come, we ventured out a- 
gain both Canoa's together : but the winds were then fo. 
high, that we were forced to throw all our jarrs of water 
over-board to lighten our boats, otherwiſe we had inevita- 
bly periihed. I ought to bleſs and praiſe God Almighty 
tor this deliverance ; for in all humane reaſon, the leaſt 
wave 0 that tempeſt muſt have ſunk us. Notwithſtan- 
ding, we came that night to our place or harbour, where 
weexpected to have found our {hip (called Falſe wild har-. 
bour) but found her not. Hercupon not knowing what to 
do, we went aſhoar, and halled up our Canoa's dry. Ha- 
vin dons this, WE aſcended higher within the Iſland, along 
a Gulley, for the.ſpace of halt a mile, there to clexr our. 
ſelves of the noile and company ot the Seals whic! were ,..,...,, of 
very troubleſome on the ſhoar. Here we kindled a fire, veahes, | x 
and dryed our clothes, and reſted our ſelves all night, 
though with extrcam hungry bel!1cs, as having eaten very: 
!itte or nothing all theday betore. In rhe fides of the hill, 
under whicly we- lay, we obſerved many hotcs like Coney- 
holes. Theſe holes are the neſts and rooſting-places of 
multitudes of birds that breed in this Iſland, called by the $F9 
Spaniards, Pardelas. One of thcie birds, as we lay drying p,cge,. Wn 
and warming our ſelves, tell dewn into our fire. bf 4] 
The next morning being come, very early belore Sun- \ 
riſe, we went farther to the Northward, to ſeek for our thip 
- which we feared we had loſt. But we were not gone far, 
| when | 
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when we ſoon efpied her at ſea. Hereupon we paſled a 
point of land, and entered a certain Bay, which was about a 
mile deep, and not above halta league over. Into this Bay 
we put, an. inſtantly made a fire, thereby to ſhew the ſhip 
whereabouts we were. Here we found gocd watering and 
wooding cloſe unto the ſhoar. In this Bay allo we ſaw a- 
nother tort of amphibious Aniwal , the which I imagined 
to be the fame,that by ſome Authors 1s called a Sea-Lyor. 
Theſe Animals are ſix times bigger than Seals. Their heads 
are like unto that of a Lyon, and they have four fins not 
unlike unto a Tortoiſe. The hinder parts of theſe Crea- 
tures are much like fins, but are drawn after them,as being 
uſcleis upon the ſhoar. They roared as if they had been 
Lyons,and were full of a certain ſhort and thick hair,which 
was of a Mouſe colour ; but that of the young ones was 
ſomething lighter. The old ones of theſe Sea-Lyons are 
between twelve and fourtcen foot long, and about cleven 
or twelve foot in thickneſs , or circumterence. A Scal is 
very caſily killed, as we often experimented, but two of 
our men with great ſtones could not kill one of thefe Anj- 
mals. = 

That day in the afternoon there came a Canoa from on 
board the ſhip with Proviſion for us, they fearing leaſt 
we ſhould be ſtarved. In like manner the Lanch came 
with men to cut wood. They rold us that the ſhip came 
to an Anchor in the other Bay, bur that within halt an 
hour the Cible broke, and they were forced to leave their 
Anchor behind them and get out toSea 2gain. N'ght be- 
ing come, we made our beds of Fern,whereof there 1s huge 
plenty upon this [land ; together with great multitudes of 
Trees like unto our Engliſh Box, the which bore a ſort of 
grcen Berrics, ſmelling lite unto Pzmzento, or Pepper. All 
this day the ſhip was torced to piy oft at Sea, nct Ecing 
able to get 1n. 

December the thirtieth, The morning of this day we 
employed in filling water, and cutting down wocd. Bur 
in the afternoon, eight of us eleven, went aboard the ſhip, 

all 
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all in one and the fame Canoa,ſending her aſhoar again with 


Proviſions for the men that were there. This day in like 
manner we could not get into the Harbour, for no ſooner 
the ſhip came within the parts of Land,but the wind come- 
ing out of the Bay,blew us clear out again. Thus we were 
forced to ply out all that night, and great part of the fol- 


lowing day. s 


© On the next day having overcome all difficulties, and Ti get the 
many dangers, we came to an Anchor in theafternoon, in (9ip in agaiy. 


fifteen fathom water, at the diſtance of a Cable length 
from ſhoar. Here it was obſervable, that we were forced 
to keep men aſhoar on purpoſe to beat oft the Scals,mean 
while our men filled water at the Sea (1de , at high-water 
mark, tor as much as that the Scals covet hugely to lye in 
freſh water. About this Ifland fiſh is fo plentiful, that in 
leſs then one hours time, two men caught enough for all 


our whole company. 


Saturday January the firſt, 1680. This day we put up ©2745 


a new Main-top, larger then the old one ; and we caught 
Craw-fiſh that were bigger than our Engliſh Lobſters. 


The next day being Fanxary the ſecond, dyed a chief man x; 


of our company , whoſe name was Fohn Hilliard. This the Mate of 
te, its 


man until our weighing Anchor from the Port of Coquim- 
þ3, liad been our Maſter all the ſpace of this Voyage. But 
trom that time we choſe John Cox tor the Starboard , and 
Foin Fall for the Larboard watch. The difcale whereot he 
dyed was rhe Dropſie. That evening we buryed our 


dead Companion , and gave him a Volley tor his Funeral, . 


according to the uſual cultom, 


On the third of Faxuary we had terrivie guſts of wind, ,.

from the ſhoar every hour. This day our Pilot told us, fue years a- 
that many years ago a certain ſhip was caſt away upon this {9 


Ind , and onely one man faved, whohved alone upon 
the Iſland five years betore any ſhip came this way to car- 
ry him off The Iſland hath excellent Land in many Val- 
icys belonging thereunto. This day likewile we fetched 
our Anchor which we [cit in the other Bay when the ſhip 
broke her Cable. @ Tueſday 
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Tueſday January the fourth, 1680. This day we had 
ſach terrible flaws of wind, that the Cable of our-ſhip 
brake, and we had undoubtedly been on thoar, tad not the 
other held us taft. Ar laſt ir came home and we drove 
outward, . By the way it cavght hold of a'Rock, and held 
ſome time , but at laſt we haled it up, and the wind came 
with ſo much vViozence, that the waves flew as high as our 
Main-top, and made all the water of a foam. , 

January the fifth, the ſame huge guſts of wind continu- 
cd allthe nigit laſt paſt, which notwithſtanding this day 
at noon 1t was brave and calme.. But m the morning the 
Anchor of our ſhipgave way again, and we drove to the 
Eaſtward more than halt a mule ,.,trll at laſt we hapned ro 
taſten again in the depth of ſixty-fathom water. Here in 


this Bay where we: ridat Anchor;cd run a violenteurrent, 


lometimecs into, and at other rimes out of the Bay ; ſo that 
all was uncertain. witly us. But our greateſt diſcomfort 
was,that our men were all in a mutiny again{t each other, 
and much divided among themſelves. Some of them be- 
ng lor going home towards Eglaxd, or our Forreign Plan- 
tations,& that round about America through the Straights 
of Magallaxes, as Captain Sawkins had deſigned to do; 
others of them being tor ftaying longer , and ſearching 
tarther into thole Seas, til] ſuch time as they had got more: 
Money. This cay at no-n our Anchor drove again ; where- 
upon to ſecure our ſelves trom that dangerous place , we 
failed trom thence into the Weſt Bay, and anchored there 
in twenty five tathom water , and moored our ſhip one 
quarter of a mile from ſhoar. 

On Thurſday Fazuary the ſixth , our diflentions being 
now grown unto a great heighth, the Mutineers made a 
new Election ot another perſon to be our chiet Captain 
and Commander, by vertue whereof they depoſed Cap- 
tain Sharp, whom they proteſted they would obey no 
longer. They cole therefore one of our company,whoſe 
name was Fohn Watling, to command in chief, he having 
Lecn an od Privatcer, and gained the eſteem of being a 


{tout 
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ſtout Seaman. The eleCtion being made, all the reſt were 
forced to give their aſſent unto it, and Captain Sharp gave 
over his command , whereupon they immediately made 
Articles with Watling, and ſigned them. 

The following day, being the.feventh, we burnt and tal- 
lowed the ſtar-board fide of our ſhip. In this Bay where 
we now anchored, we found a Croſs cut in the Bark of a 
Tree, and leveral Letters befides. - Hereupon , in another 
Tree up the Gulley, I engraved the two firſt Letters,of my 
name, with a Croſs over them. This day likewiſe Willz- 
am Cook, ſervant unto Captain Edmund Cook, confeſſed that 


his Maſter had oft times Buggered him in Eng/and,leaving . 


his Wite and coming to bed to him the ſaid W21/;am. That 
the ſame crime he had alſo perpetrated in Famazca; and 
_once in theſe Seas before Panama. Moreover , ſearching 
his Writings,we found a paper withall our names writtcn 
in it, the which it was ſuſpe&ed he deſigned to have given 
unto the Spaniſh priſoners. For theſe reaſons , this eve- 
ning our Captain thought it convenient to put him 1n Irons, 
which was accordingly done. The next day unto the a- 
bove-mentioned in this Paragraph , we finiſhed the other 
ſide of our ſhip. 

Sunday Fanuary the ninth , this day was the firſt Sun- 
day that ever we kept by command and common conſent, 
ſince the loſs and death of our valiant Commander Cap- 
tain Sawkins. This generous ſpirited man threw the dice 
over board, finding them in uſe on the ſaid day. 

Fanuary the Tenth, this day the weather was very clear 
and ſetled again. We caughtevery day in this Bay,where 
we now were, great plenty of fiſh; and I ſaw the ſame 
day a ſhoalot fiſh a mile and more lopg. 


On the next day being the eleventh , we filled our wa-' 


ter, and carryed our woo on board the ſhip. Moreover, 
our two Canoas went to the other {ide of the Ifland to 
catch Goats, for on the barren ſide thereot are found and 
caught the beſt; and by Land it is impoſſible to go from 
one {ide of the Iſland to the other. 
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Wedneſday Fanuary the twelfth , this morning our Car 
noas returned from catching of Goats, firing of Guns as 
they came towards us to give us warning. Being come on 
board, they told us,rhey had eſpied three fait of ſhips, which 
they conccetved to be men of War coming about the Hand. 
Within lialt an hour after this notice given by our Boats, 


"the ſhips came in ſight to Leeward of the Ifland, , Here-

upon we unmediately ſlipt our Cables, and put to- Sea, ta- 
king all our men on board that were aſkoar at that time. 
Oncly once Villiam a Moſquito Indian, was then left behind 
upon the Ifland, becauſe he could not be found at this our 
ſuddain departure. Upon the Ifland of Juan Fernandez 
do grow certain Trees that are called by the name of Bylby- 
trees. The tops of theſe trecs are excellent Cabbage,and 


- of themis made the fame uſe that we do of Cabbage in 


England. Here fiſh aboundeth in ſuch quantity , that on 
the ſurtace of\ the water I havetaken {ih with a bare and 
naked hook , rhat is to ſay, unbaited. Muchfiſh is taken 


| here of the weight of twenty pound ;, the ſmaileſt that is

taken in the Bay being almoit two pound weight. Very 
goo Timber for builging of Houſes and other uſes,is like- 
wile found upon this Iſland. Ir is diſtant from the Main 
Continent the ſpace of ninety five Leagues, or thereabouts, 
being ſituate in 33 d. 4o South. The plats of the Iſlands 
Ive N. W. and S. E. Ee, | 
Being got out of the Bay we ſtood off to Sea, and kept 
to windward as cloſe as we could. The biggeſt of theſe 
Spaniſh men of War , tor ſuch they proved to be, was of 
the burthen of eight hundred Tuns,and was called El Sar- 
to Chriſto, being mounted with twelve Guns. The ſecond 
namec| San Franciſco, was of the port of ſix hundred Tuns, 
and had ten guns. The third was of thecarriage of three 
hundred and fifty Tuns, whoſe name I have forgot, As 
ſoon 2s they ſaw us , they inſtantly put out their bloody 
flags; and we, to ſhew them that we were not as yet daun- 


ted , did the ſame with ours. We kept cloſe under the | 


wind , and were, to confeſs the truth, very unwilling to 
fight 
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fignt them, by reaſon they !zept all in a knot together,and 
we could not ſingle out any one of then, or ſeparate him 
trom the reſt. Eſpecially conſidering, that our preſent 
Commander Watling had ſhewed him#_ii at their appea- 
rance to be taint hearted. As for the Sp»7ards themlelves, 
they might have eaſily come unto us, by reaſon we lay by 
ſeveral times : but undoubtedly they were cowardly gt 
ven , and peradventure as unwilling to engage us , as we 
were to engage them. | 

The following day being Faxuary the thirteenth, in the 
morning we could defcry one of the 'fore-mentioned men 
of war, under the Leeward ſide of the Ifland ; and we be- 
lieved that the reſt were at Anchor thereabouts. At W.by 
S. and at the diſtance of ſever! Leagues the Ifland appea- 
reth thus.

At noon that day we ſtood in towards the Iſland , ma- 
king as if that we intended to be in with them. But in the 
afternoon our Commander propounded the queliion unto 
us , Whether we were willing now that the Flect was to 
windward, to bare away from them ? Unto this we all a- 
creed with one conſent. And hereupon,nght being come, 
with a freſh wind at S.S.E. we ſtood away N.E. by N. ard 
thus gave them handſomly the flip, after having out bra- 
ved them that day, and the day betore, 
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CHAP. XVI. 


The Bucaniers depart from the Iſle of Juan Fer- 
nandez, unto that of Yqueque.” Here they take 
ſeveral Priſoners, and learn intelligence of the 
poſture of affairs at Arica. Cruelty committed 
#pon one- of the ſaid priſoners, who had rightly 
informed them. They attempt Arica the ſecond 
time, and takg the Town, but are beaten out of it 
again before they could plunder, with great loſs 
of men, many of them being killed, wounded, 
and made Priſoners. Captain Watling their 
chief Commander is killed in this Attacque,and 
Captain Sharp preſently choſen again, who lea- 
deth them off., and through Mountains of diffi- 
culties, maketh a bold Retreat unto the ſhip. 


Aving bid our enenes adieu, after the manner as was ,, ,,,,, .;, 
ſaid in the' precedent Chapter , the next morning 1 of J. Fer- 
being January the 14th. we bore N. E. Wereckoned this P2n4cz+ 
day a N. N. E. one quarter South way , and by it, thirty 
Lcagues. We were four Leagues Eaſtward from the Iſle of 
Taan Fernandez, when I took our departure. 5 
Saturday Fauuary the 15th,we had haſey weather. This 
day we made by a N. E. by N. way eleven Leagues. The 
ſame haſey weather continued in like manner the 16th. 
But about ten that morning the wind dyed away. Our 
reckoning was t N.E. by N. way, and thirty ſix Leagues. 
On the 17th we had a ſoft gale, and a clear obfervati- 
on. We found by it Lat. 28 d. 47 S. Eaſting ſeventy 
Leagues. The aext day we had likewiſe a clear day, and 
we 
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we reckoned by a N- E. by N. way, thirty one leagues. By 
obſervation Lat. 27 4. 29 South. | 
They reſo Wedneſday January the 19th, WC ala cicar day, as 
for Arica, *bþcforc , and reckoned a N. E. by .N. way, and thirty ſive 
ILcagues and two thirds. By obſcrvatien we took I at.2 5 
4. 00. South. This day we put up our top-gallant maſts 
and fails, the which we had taken down at rhe Ifland of 
Tuan Fernandez, when we thought to have gone direftly 
trom thence tor the Straights of Maga/lanes. But now our 
reſolutions were changed, and our courſe was bent for Ari- 
ca, that rich place, the ſecond time, to try what good We 
could do upon it by another attempt, 1n order to the ma- 
king a{l our fortuncs there. Tn the evening of this day we 
law Land at a great diſtance. 
T\ iy defer; January the 2oth, about Rp we had a ſmall 
= Land-wind that ſprang upand reached us. At break of 
day we could deſery Land again, at the diſtance of nine or 
ten Leagues more or leſs. This day was very hot and 
calme, Eaſting ninety two Leagues. 

On the 2.1. we had very little wind, and all along as we 
went we could deſcry highly land, and that barren. We faj- 
l:d N. by E. and N.N.E. along the Coaſt cf the Continent. 

Thrj ok aut The next day being Saturday the 22 of January , we 
for Yqueque, had very hot weather. This day we failed N.and N.by E. 
. and looked out continually for the Iſland of 7quegue,which 
our Pilot told us was hereabouts. We kept at a juſt di- 
Nance from Land, for tear of being deſcryed by the ene- 

my. 

On the following day, Sunday the 2 3. we failed in like 
manner N.N.E. alcng the Coaſt, which ſeemeth to be ve- 
ry full of Bays hcreavouts, By obſervation this day, we 
took Lat. 21 4. 49. South. 

AB Munday January the 24th , this day we had an indiffc- 

_ Cawato ſees, rent gale of wind, and we ſtood N. and by E. the wind be- 
"Ian 10g SS.E. We fourd Latitude by obſcrvation 21 g. 02 
South. Our whole Eafting T reckoned to be ninety two 

leagues and an hait. In the afternoon of tis day Captain 
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Watling our Commander, and twenty five men more dc-. 


parted trom the {hip in two Canoas, with deſign to ſeek for, 
and take the Iſland of Tquegue , and there to gain intelli- 
gence of the poſture of aflairs at Arica. We were at the 
diſtance of twelve leagues from ſhoar, when they went a- 
way from the ſhip. - 

The next day by a clear obſervation, we found Lat. 25 
4. 40 South, At four in the afternoon this day , returned 
one of our Canoas, bringing word that they could not find 
the Iſland, though they had ſearched tor it very diligently. 
Ar night came the other, being brought back by a wrong 
ſign given us by the firſt Canoa. This ſecond Canoa had 
landed upon the Continent, and there found a track , the 
which they followed for ſome little ſpace. Here they mer 
a dead Whale, with whoſe bones the Spanzards had built a 
Hut, and fet up a Croſs. There lay allo -many pieces of 
broken Jars. They obſerved hkewiſe,bhat hereabouts ups 
on the Coaſt were many Bays.good landing, and anchoring 
for ſhips. That cvening about ſeven of che clock, a treth 
gang, departed trom the ſhip to ſeek for the fame Iſland, 
mean while we lay becalmed all night , driving about a 
league to leeward. 

Wedneſday January the 26th, we had extream hot wea- 
ther. This day the Spaniſh Pilot told us, that on the Con- 
tinent over againſt us, and at the diſtance of a very little 
way within the Land, are many rich Mines of Silver , but 
that the Spaniards dared not to open them for fear of an 
Invaſion from ſome Forreign enemy or other. \e failed 
North,at the diſtance of about two leagues from ſhoar. At 
noon we had an obſervation, and found Lat. 20d. 21 S. 
At four of the clock we ſaw a ſmoak made by our men, 
cloſe by a white clift, waich proved to be the Iſland, Here- 
upon we immediately ſent away another Canoa with more 
men , to ſupply them in their attempts. But in the mcan 
while the firſt Canoa which had departed the evening bc= 
fore this day, came avoard, bringing with them four priſc- 
ners, two old white men, and two Indians. : 
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The other Canoa which ſet out laſt', brought back 7Mo- 
bofſus, Fiſh, and two Jars of wine. To windward of the 
ſaid Iſland, isa ſmall village of eighteen or twenty houſes, 
having a ſmall Chappel nigh unto 1t, built of ſtone , and 
for adornment thereof, 1t 1s ſtuck tull of Hides, or the skins 
of Seals. They tound about fitty people in this Hamlet, 
but the greateſt part of them made their eſcape at the ar- 
rival 6f th: Canoa, Unto this Iſland do frequently come 
Barks from Arica , which City 1s not tar diſtant trom 
thence to fetch clay, and they have already tranſported a- 
way a conſiderable part thereof. The poor [ndians, Inha- 
bitants or Natives of this Iſland, are forced to bring all the 
freſh water they uſe , the full diſtance of cleven leagues 
from thence, that is to ſay, from a River name Camaroxes, 
hich lyeth to Leeward of the Ifland. The Barque where- 
in they uſed to bringit , was then gone for water , when 


our men landed upon the place. The Iſland all over is

white, but the bowels thereof are of a reddih ſort of earth. 
From the ſhoar 1s ſeen here a great path which leadeth 0- 
ver the Mountains into the Country. The dans of this 
[ſand uſe to eat much and often, a fort of Leaves that are 
of a taſt much like unto our Bay-leaves in England. Info- 
much, that their teeth are died of a green colour, by the 


continual uſe thereof. The Inhabitants go ſtark naked, 


and are very robuſt and ſtrong people; yet notwithſtand- 
ing they live more like beaſts than men. 

Thurſday January the 273h, this morning on board the 
ſhip, ,we examined one of theold men, who were taken 
priſoners upon the Iſland the day before. But finding him 
in many Lies, as we thought, concerning Arica, our Com- 
mander ordered him to be ſhot to death, which was accor- 
dingly done. Our old Commander Captain Sharp was 


much troubled in his mind and difſatisfyed at this cruelty 


and raſh proceeding ; whereupon he oppoſed it as much 
as he could. But ſeeing he could not prevail, he took wa- 
terand waſhed his hands, ſaying, Gentlemen, I am clear of 
the Bleol of this eld man; and I will warrant you a hot day 


for 


\\o 
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for this piece of cruelty , whenever we come to fight at Arica. 
Theſe words were found at the latter end of this expediti» 
on of Arica, tocontain a true and certain prophette, as ſhall 
be related hereafter. 

The other old man being under examination , informed ,,,t1,y prif- 
us, that the Iſland of 7qzeque afore-mentioned , belonged ner examined. 
unto the Governourof Arica,who was Proprietor thereof ; 
and that heallowed unto theſe men a little wine, and other 
Neceſlaries, to live upon for their fuſtenance/ That he 
himſelt had the ſuperintendance of forty or fifty of the 
Governours ſlaves, who caught fiſh and dryed it , for the 
profit of the ſaid Governour ; and he fold it afterwards to 
the inland Towns, and reaped a conſiderable benefit there- 
by. That by a Letter received from Arica , cight days 
ago, they underſtood there was then in the Harbour of 4- 
rica, three ſhips from Chile, and one Bark. That they had 
raiſed there a Fortificarion mounted with Twelve Copper 
Guns. But that when we were there betore, tney had con- 
veyed out of the Town unto the neighbouring ſtantions, 
all their Plate, Gold, and Jewels, burying it there in the 
ground, and concealing it after ſeveral manners and ways. 
The which whether it were now returned or not, he could 
not eaſily tell. That there were two great places, the ons 
at ten, the other at twenty five leagues diſtance from Ari- 
ca,at which Towns lay all their ſirength and treaſure. Tat 
the day before had paſſed a Poſt to declare our having been 
at Coguimbo, That the Embargo laid on all veſſcls going 
to the Northward, was now taken oft ; fo that a free pal- 
ſage. was allowed them. That by Land it was impoſlible 
to go from hence unto Arica in Its than four or five Gays, 
for as much as they mult carry watcr for themlclvcs and 
Horſes for the whole journey. At laſt, that thoſe Arms 
that were brought from Lima unto Arica,as was mentioned 
above , were now carryed away from thence unto Buenos 
Ayres. All theſe things pleaſed us mighty well to hear mw | 
tzem. But however, Captain Sharp was {t:]] much difla- 
tisfyed , by reaſon we had ſhot the old man. For he had 
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given us information to the full, and with all manner of 
truth , how that Arica was greatly fortified , and much 
more than before ; but our misfortune was, that we took: 
his intormation to be all contrary to the truth. 

The kaves of which we made mention above, are 
19 248 7% brought down unto this land in whole Bales, and ther 
Barge of 2 brought down unto this ifland in wh , and then 
Iſland. diſtributed unto the Indians by a ſhort allowance given. to 

cach may. This day we had very hot weather , and as. 
W. Sea. By obfervation we found Lat. 2o d. 13 South. 
Beſides the things above-mentioned, our priſoners inform- 
cd us, that at Arica the Spaniards had built a breaſt-worl 
round about the Town ; and one allo in every {treer, that 
in caſe one end of the Town were taken, they might be a- 
ble to defend the other. We ſtood off and in for the grea- 
reſt part of this day. In the afternoon we were eight 
leagues and an half diſtant from ſhoar, witha freſh wind. 
That morning moreover we took the Barque that was at 
the River of Camarones, to fill water for the Iſland. 
they ended Friday Fanuary the 28th, Hall night about midnight we 
1 +5» Bratz 1Eft the ſhip, and embarked our ſelves in the Barque afore- 
for Arica, mentioned, the Lanch,and four Canoas, with defign to take 
Arica by \urprizal. We rowed and failed all night,making 
in tor the ſhoar. 
Saturday January the 29th,about break of day this day, 
den by day. WE gat under ſhoar , and there hid our ſelves among the 
Rocks for all the day long, fearing leſt we ſhould be deſ- 
crycd by the enemy, betore wecame toArica. At this 
time we were about five leagues to Southward of Arica, 
. nigh Quebrada de San Vitor, a place fo called upon that 
Ccaſt. Night being come, we rowed away from thence. 
1 11-4 4:2 Sunday January the 3oth, 1680. this day (being the day 
2114142 the FRatiS conſecrated in our Engliſh Kalendar, unto the Mare 
Low 3. tyrdom of our glorious King Charles the Firſt) in the 
morning about Sun-riſe, we landed amongſt ſome Rocks,at 
the diſtance of four miles, more or leſs, tro the Southward 
from Arica. We put- on thoar ninety two men in ak, the 
reſt remaining in the Boats, to keep and defend _ 
cing 
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being ſurprized by the enemy , to the intent we might 
leave behind us a fafe retreat, in caſe of neceſſity. Unto 
theſe men we left ſtrift orders, that if we made one ſmoak 
trom the 'Town, or adjoyning fields, they ſhould come at- 
ter us towards the harbour of Arica with one Canoa ; but 
in caſe we made two , that they ſhould bring all away, 
leaving only fitteen men in the Boats. As we marched trom 
our landing place towards the Town, we mounted a very 
ſteep hill, and faw from thence no men, nor Forces of the 
enemy ; Which cauſed us to hope we were not as yet def- 
cryed , and that we ſhould utterly ſurprize them. Bur 
when we were come about halt of the way unto the Town, 
we eſpied three horſemen,who mounted the Look-out Ill ; 
and ſeeing us upon our march , thcy rid down tull ſpeed 
rowards the City, to give notice of our approach. Our 
Commander Watling choſe out forty of our number , to 
attaque the Fort, and ſent us away firſt thitherwards, the 51, ,n.4; 
reſt being deſigned for the Town. We that were appoint- #e For:. 
ed for the Fort,had ten hand Granadoes among us,when we 
gave the aſſault, and with them, as well as with our other 
Arms, weattacked the Caſtle, and exchanged ſeveral ſhot 
with our enemies. But atlaſt, ſeeing our main body in 
danger of being overborn with the number of our ene- & 
mies,we gave over that attempt on the Fort,and ran down 
.1n-all haſt unto the valley , to help and aſſiſt them in the 
fight. Here the Battel was very deſperate, and they kit - 
led three, and wounded two more of our men from their 
out-works,betore we could gain upon them. But our rage - 
encreaſing with our wounds, we til] advanced, and at. Ja 
beat the enemy out of all, and filled every ſtreet in the 
City with dead bodies. The enemy made ſeveral retreats +, 7,, 
unto ſeveral places, from one breaſt-work to another ; and &n. 
we had not a ſufficient number of men wherewith to man 
all places.taken. Inſomuch, that we had no ſooner beat 
them out of one place, but they came another way , and 
man'd it again with new Forcesand freſh men.

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Aer priſms We took in every place where, we vanquiſhed the ene- 
my, great number of Pruoners, .more indeed, then perad- 
venture we ougiit to have done, or we knew well what to 
do withal; rhcy Leingroo many tor ſucha ſmall body -a3 
ours was to manage. Theie pritoners informed us, that 
we had been deſcryed no leſs than three days betore, trom 
the Iſland of 7 greque, whereby they were in-expectation ot 
Gur arrival every hour, as knowing we had ſtilla deſign 
to mals alecond attempt upon taat place. That into the 
City wore come four hundred Souldicrs from Lima, the 
\i hitch, beſices their own, had brought ſeven hundred Arms 
lor the ule of the Country;people; and that in the Town 
they had fix kbundred. armed men , and in the Fort three 
Tandred.. : op 
Being now in pollcſiion of the City, or the greateſt part 
thereot , we ient, unto the Fort, commanding them to ſur- 
render. But theNwould not vouchſafe to ſend us any an- 
ſwer.,- Hereapon we advanced towards it, and gave it a ſc- 
cond Artaque , wherein we perſiſted very vigoroully for 
a long time. Being not able to carry it, we got upon the 
top of a houſe that itood nigh unto it, and from thence fi- 
red down 1nto rhe Fort, killing many of their men , and 
wounding them at oureale and pleaſure. But mean while 
we were buſyed in this Attaque,the reſt of the enemies Fot- 
cgs had taken again ſeveral Poſts of the Town, and began 
to ſurround uy/in great numbers, with deſign to cur us off. 
TRE AIG Hereupon wewere conſtrained to deſiſt the ſecond time,as 
© before, from aiſaulting theFort , and make head againſt 
vm, This we no ſooner had done, but their numbers 
zn4 v.gour increafing every moment, we found our ſelves 
to Le2verpowred, and conſequently we thought it conve- 
:1;C171775 LO rYEITEAL UNTO the Place wiere Our wounded men 
-re,und:r ihe hands of our Surgeons, that is toſay, our 
»1r2 Art this time our new Commander Captain 
"itlirg, , boti our Quartermaſters, and a. great many 0- 
5. Off mnen were kited, beſides thoſe. that were woun-« 
and Ulabled to fight. So that now the enemy rally- 
ing 
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ing againſt us,and beating us from place to place, we were 
in a very diflraftcd condition, and in more likelihood to 
periſh every man, than cicape the blooginefs of that day. 
Now we found the words of Captain Sharp to bear a true 
propheſie, being all very fenfible,that we h2d had aday too 
hot for us , aftcr thatcruel heat in killing and murdering 
' in cold blood, the old Meftrzo Indian whom we had taken 
priſoncr at 7Tquegue, as before was mentioned. 
Being ſurrounded with difficulties on all ſides, and in go. 
; rp 2s choſer; 
great diforder, as having no head nor leader to give orders 2». 
tor what was to be done , we were glad to ttrn our eyes 
unto our good and old Commander Captain Bartholomew 
Sharp, and beg of him my carneſtly to commilerate our 
condition, and carry us off, It was a great while that we 
were reiterating our fupplications unto him,before he woule 
' take any notice of our requeſt in this point. | $v& much 
was he diſpleaſed with the tormer mutiny of our people ds — » 
gainſt him , all which had been cccafioned by the inſti- 
- gation of Mr.Cook. But Sharp'is a man of an undaunted 
. courape, 2nd of ar excellent condu&t , ' not fearing in the 
feaſt to: fook an infulting enemy in the-face;, and a'perion 
that knoweth both the Theory and praftical'pirts*of Na- 
vigation, aswell as mo& do. Hereupon, at our requeſt and 
, earneſt petition , he took upon him the command{'in chict hex, ret _ 1 
again , and began to diſtribute his orders for our ſafety. afcutty. 4 
He would have brought off our Surgeons, but that they 
had been drinking in the mean while that we aſlaulted 
the Fort,and thus would not come with us when they were 
called They Killed and took of our number twenty 
eight men, beſides eighteen more that we brought off, who 
were deſperately wounded. At this time we were all cx- 
tream faint for want of water and victuais , whereof -we 
had. had;non2 all that day. Moreover), we were almo{t 
choaked with the duſt of the Town ; this being ſo much . 
raifed by 'the work that their great Guns had made, that 
we could. ſcarcely feeeach other. They beat us out of the 
Town,and then tollowed us into the Savanas,or open fields, 
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ſtill charging usas faſt as they could. But when they ſaw 
that we rallycd again, reſolving to dye one by another, 
they then ran from us into the Town, and ſheltred them- 
ſcives under their breaſt-works, Thus we retreatcd in as 
good order as we could poſſibly obſerve in that confuſion. 
But their Horſemen followed us as we retired, and fired at 
us all the way, though they would not come within reach 
of our Guns ; for their own reached farther then ours,and 
out-ſhot us more than one third. We took the ſea-ſide for 
our greater ſecurity; the which when the enemy faw, they 
betook themſelves unto the Hills, rowling down great 
ſtones, ard whole Rocks todeſtroy us. In the mean while 
thoſe of the Town examined our Surgeons,and other men 
whom they had made priſoners. Theſe gave them our 
ſigns that we had left unto our Boats that were behind us, 
ſo that they immediately blew up two ſmoaks,which were 
perceived by the Canoas. This was the greateſt of our 
dangers. _ For had we not come at that inſtant that we 
did, unto the ſca-ſide, our Boats had been gone , they be- 
ing already under fail, and we had inevitably periſhed eve- 
ry man. \ Thus we put off from the ſhoar, and got on 
board about ten of the clock at night , having been invol- 
ved in a continual and bloody fight with the enemy all 
that day long. 
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A deſcription of the ' Bay of Arica. They ſail 


rom hence ' unto the Port of Gualco, where 
they get Proviſions. A draught of the ſaid 
Port. They land again at Hilo to revenge 
the former affrouts, and took what they could 


find. 


[ J Aving ended our attempt at Arica, the next day, be- 744 ar: 
ing January the laſt, we plyed toand tro in fight of fron Arica 


the Port, to ſee it they would ſend out the three ſhips we 
had ſeen in the Harbour to fight us. For upon them we 
hoped to revenge the defeat and diſappointment we had 
received at the Town the day before. But our expeQati- 
ons in this point alſo were fruſtrated, for not one of thoſe 


vellels offered to ftir. 


The houſes of this Town of Arzca are not aboveeleven 4n account of 
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foot high , as being built of earth , and not of brick or Ai 


timber. The Town it felt is fourſquare in figure, and 
at one corner thereof ſtandeth the Caſtle,which may eaſt- 
ly be commanded even with ſmall Arms, from the hill 
which lyeth cloſe unto it. This place 1s the Embarcadero, 
or Port-Town of all the Mineral Towns that lye herea- 
bouts, and hence is fetched all the Plate that is carrycd to 
Lima, the head-City of Peru. T took the Bay of Arica as 


it appeared to me thus. 
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Oa Tueſday February the firſt, we had a clear obſerva. 
tion, and by it we found Lat. 19 4.06. South, This day 7 malt a 


we ſharcd the old remains of our Plate, taken in ſome of / "7 ©191%n4 


our former booties, Our ſhares amounted only unto thir- 
ty ſeven pieces of Eight to cach man. 

N. B. Here I would have my Reader to take notice, that 
from this day forwards, T kept no conſtant Diary or Journal, 
as T had done before , at leaſt for ſom? conſiderable ſpace of 
time, as you ſhall ſee hereafter ; my diſeaſe and ſickneſs at Sea 
being the occaſion of intermitting what I had never failed to 
do in all the courſe of this Voyage till now. Only ſome few 
Memorandums, as my weakneſs ggve leave, I now and then 
committed to paper, the which I ſhall give you as I find them, 
towards a continuance of this Hiſtory. Thus : 

_ - Munday February the 14th , this night between cleven : 

add twelve of the clock dyed on board our ſhip U/i//;jam rao) mags 

Cook , who was the ſervant afore-mentioncd unto Captain 

Edmund Cook, of whom likewiſe mention hath been often 

made in this Journal. He deſiſted not in the leaſt , even 

at his laſt hour, to accuſe his Maſter of Baggering him, as 

before was related. Moreover , that his Maſter ſhould 

ſay, It was no fin to ſteal from us,who thought zt none to reb the 

Spaniards. 

February the 16th, 1680. this day we found our ſclves 
tobe in Lat. 27 4, 30 South. We had a conſtant breeze at 
S.E.and S. S. E. till we got about two hundred Leagues 
from land. Then at the Eclipſe of the Moon, we had a 
a calm for two or three days : and thena breeze at North 4 cams: 
for the ſpace of two days ; after which we had a calm a- 
gain for two or three day's more. 

March the firſt we found Latitude by obſervation 34 4. 
o1 South. At this time beginneth the dirty weather in pj lake 
theſe Seas. We lay under a pair of courſes , the wind be- 
ing atS. E. and E.S. E. with a very great Seaat S.S.E 

March the third, all hands were called up, and a Councel 
held ; wherein conſidering it was now dirty weather , and 759 775 2: 
late in the year, we bore up the Helm, and reſolved to go #87 5 Ws 

T unto 
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unto the Main for water , and thence to Leeward, and fo 
march over land towards home , or at lcait to the North 
Sea. But God direted us from tollowing this reſolution, 
as you ſhall hear hereattcr. We being thus determined that 
day, we ſtood NE. witha ſtrong wind at S.E. and E.S.E, 

On March the fifth dyed our Coguimbo Indian. The (c« 
venth we had a weſt-wind, our courſe being E. by N. The 
eighth of the faid Month we were put to an allowance, 
having only one Cake of bread a day. March the tenth we 
had a {trong South-wind. | 

On March the 12th we fell in with the mainland,ſome- 
thing to Leeward of Coguimbo. Within the Ifland of Pax- 
aros are double lands, in whoſe Valleys are fires for the 
melting of Copper, with which Metal, theſe Hills abound. 
Off to fea-boardit is a rocky land, and within it is ſandy, 
About the diſtance of eight Leagues to Leeward isa rocky 
point with ſeveral Keys or Rocks about. it. About one 
half mile to Leeward of this point turneth in the Port of 
Guaſco, Right againſt the anchoring are three Rocks,cloſe 
under the ſhoar. | 

Being arrived here, we landed on ſhoar threeſcore men 
of our company, with deſign to get Provifions, and any 
thing elſe that we could purchaſe. The people of the 
Country ran all away as foon as they faw us. There was 
building on ſhoar in this Port, a fire-Barque of ſixteen or 
eighteen Tuns burthen, with a Cock-boat belonging unto 
it. We took one [ndianPriſoner, and with him went up 
the ſpace of fix or ſeven miles into the Country , unto an 
Indian Town of Threeſcore or Fourſcore houſes. From 
thence we came back unto the Church,which is diſtant four 
miles from the Sea-fide,and lodged there all night. Here 
are multitudes of good Sheep and Goats in the Countrey 
adjoyning to this Port , and it is watered with an excellent 
freſh-water River; but the getting of water is very Cifi» 
cult, the banks being very high , or otherwiſe inacceſſible. 
However , we made a {hitt to get in five hundred Jars of 


water. Furthermore, we brought away one hundred and 
twenty 
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twenty Sheep, and fourſcore Goats, with which ſtock we 
victualled our veſſel for a while. As for Oxen, they had 
driven them away farther up into the Countrey. Theju- 
riſdiction of Ggaſco it ſelf is governed by a 7eniente , or 
Deputy-Governonr, and a Fryar, and is in ſubjcction unto the 
City of /a Serena above-mentioned, as being a dependance 
thereupon. Here groweth both Corn, Peaſe, Beans , and 
ſeveral other ſorts of Grain ; and for Fruits, this place is 
not inferiour unto Coguimbo. ; Here we. found likewiſe a 
Mill to grind Corn, and about two hundred buſhels there- 
of ready ground ; the which we conveyed on board our 
ſhip. Every houſe of any account hath branches of wa- 
ter running through their yards or courts. The Inhabi- 
tants had hidden their Wine,and other beſt things,as Plate, 
and Jewels, having deſcryed us at fea before our landing : 
ſo that our' booty here, beſides Proviſions, was inconfide- 
rable. However, we caught ſome few Fowls, and eat five 
or ſix Sheep, and likewiſc a great Hog , which taſted ve- 
ry like unto our Engliſh Pork. The hills are all barren, fo 
that the Countrey that beareth Fruit, is only an excellent 
Valley , being four times as broad-as that of Zo above- 


mentioned. Theſe people of Gaaſco ſerve the Town of 


Coquimbo with many ſorts of Proviſions, - We gave the 
Indian whom we had taken his liberty, and I took the Port 
of Guaſco thus. 


T 2 Tu:fiay 
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Tueſday March the 15th, 1680. This morning we de- 597 007 
parted from the Port of Gaaſco aforementioned, with very = 
little wind, having done nothing conſiderable there,except- 
ing only the taking in the few Provifions above-related. 

We were bent therefore to ſeek greater matters , \having 
experimented but ill ſucceſs in moſt of our attempts hither= . 
to. On March the 2oth, Moro de Zorſe, being high dou- 
bled Land, and at E. by N. appeared thus unto us, in Lat.

rut canot Went allo about two Leagues to Leeward of it, unto a fiſh- 
fod it, ing village, but could find no place fit tor landing ; where-. 

upon they returned without ating any thing.  The-next 

day another Canoa of our company went out upon. the 

ſameexploit , but found the fame ſucceſs. Yet notwith- 

ſtanding, here Sir Francis Drake watered, and built a Church, 

as we were told by our Pilot. This Church is now.ſtand- 

ing on the Sea-ſide by the River, whoſe mouth is now dry. 

There are .ſeveral Huts to windward of-it ; and from the 

\ faid Church or Chappel goeth a great path up the hulls, 

which leadeth to Pea. 

On Thurſday March the 24th, we found Latitude by 
obſervation, 20 d. 10 South. This day alſo we ſaw Land, 
at eighteen leagues diſtance more or lets. 

Sunday March the 27th, we ſaw Mora de Sama, and La 
camba at ſome diſtance. The ſame day we had an obſer- 
vation, and found by it Lat. 18 4. 17 South. That eve- 
ning wedeparted from the fhip with our Boats and Canoas, 
towards the Coaſt of Ho, upon which we now were. 

Thy ſprizz Welanded and took the village of Elo undiſcrycd, they 

_ ſcarce ſuſpeting wecould have any deſign upon that place 

the ſecond time. We caught the Fryar. who was Chaplain 

upto the Town, and moſt of the Inhabitants aſleep, making 

them priſoners at war. Here we hcard a flying report,as 

if five thouſand Engliſh had lately taken Panama the ſecond 

time, and kept it. But this rumour, as it ſhould ſeem, pro- 

ved to be a falſity. - At.this time the River came out, and 

was overflown, it being near the time of the freſhes. Here 

1+ v.27 of rhe priſoners told us,that in Arica ten o-Qqur men were ſtill 

2m >2:037 alive, whereof three were Surgeons, all the reſt being dead 

of their wounds. The Spaniards ſent word unto Hilo,that 
we had killed them ſeventy men, and wounded three times :

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as many of their Forces. But here the Inhabitants ſaid, 
that of forty five men ſent to the relief of Arica from 
hence, there came home but only two alive. We filled 
what water we pleaſed here; but a ſmall boat that we 
brought from Guaſco broke looſe trom us,an' tas ftaviil to 
Pieces on the Rocks. Here we took eighteen Jars vi wine, 
and good ſtore of new Figs. On Tuelday toullowing we 
went up to the Sugar-work, mentioned in our former cx- 
pedition againſt F7z/o, and found all Fruits jult ripe, and fit 
for eating. There we laded ſeven Mules downwards with 
Moleſſus and Sugar. The Inhabitants told us moreover, 
that thoſe men who came to fight us when we were here 
the firſt time, were moſt of them Boys, and had only fiity 
Fire-arms amongſt them. They being commanded by an 
Engliſh Gentleman who is Married at Arequipa. Likewiſe 
that the owner of the Sugar-work afore-mentioned was 
now engaged.in a-Suit at Law againſt the Town of Z71lo, 
pretending it\ was not the Engliſh who robbed him , and 
ſpoilt his /ygenio, when we were there before , but the 


Townſmen themſelves. Thisday 1n the evening we failed 


from Elo with dark weather, and little wind, which con- 
tinued for ſeveral days afterwards.

Voyage. 
They leat Rom the time that we ſet fail [rom the Port of Z7/s, 
Halo until Sunday Apri! the tenth, 1681. nothing hapned 


unto us that might be accounted remarkable ; neither did 
1 take any notes all this while , by reaſonof my indifpoſi- 
tion afore-mentioned. This day we could hear diſtinaly 
the breaking of the Seas on the ſhoar , but could ſee no 
land , the weather being extream dark and haſey. Not- 
withſtanding about noon it cleared up, and we found our 
ſelves to bc in the Bay called de Malabrigo, The land in 
this Bay runncth due Eaſt and Weſt. By an obfervation 
male, we found this day 6 a. 35 South. We ſaw from 
hence the Leeward Iſland of Lobos, or Seals, being nothing 
clic than a rocky and ſcraggy place. On the S.W. ſide 
thereof is a red hill, which isa place about the ſaid Ifland, 
where the /xd7an Fiſhermen much frequent. It is ſituate in 
Lat. 6 4.15 S. This day likewiſe in the evening we faw 
the Point called Agua. 

On Saturday April the 16th, we came Within a league 
diſtance of the Weſl-znd of- the Iſland of Plate, above del- 
71:3 m«::5y & cribed. The next day unto this, being Sunday Aprit the 
cen £0 17th, 1681, our Mutineers broke out again into an open 

diſlention,

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diſſention,they having been much diſſatisfyed all along the 
courſe of this Voyage, but more eſpecially ſince our unfor- + 
tunate fight at Arica, and never entirely reconciled unto 
us ſince they chofe Captain Watling, and depoſed Sharp at 
the Iſle of Fuan Fernandez, as 'was related above. Nothing 
now could appeaſe them, nor ferve their turn,but a ſepara- 
tion from the reſt of the company, and a departure from 

us. Hereupon this day they departed from the ſhip, to ;,,,, ;.., 
the number of forty ſeven men, aff in company together, r:turs hone. 
with deſign to go over land by the ſame way they came 
into thoſe Seas. The reſt whoremained behind, did fully 
reſolve, and faithfully promiſe to each other , they would 
ſtick. cloſe rogether. They took five ſlaves in their com- 
pany, to guide and do them other ſervice in that Journey. 
This day we had 1 4. 3o minutes Southern Latirude, We 
failed N. N. W. before the wind. 

The next day after their departure, being A4pri/the 18th, 
we began to go to work abont taking down one of our up= 
per decks, thereby to cauſe our ſhip ftill to mend her fail- 4c 
ing. We now madea N. W.by N. way, and had Latitude 
by obſervation 25 North, the wind being at S$. W. _ 

On April the 19th we made a N. W. by N. way. This 
day our- obſervation: was Lat. 2 d. 45 North. In the af-. 
ternoon we had cloudy weather. The following day like- 
wife we made the fame way, andby it ſeventy miles , ac- 
cording to my reckoning. : 

On the twenty firſt in the morning we had fome ſmall 
ſhowers of rain, and but little wind. We faw ſome 7artle | 
upon the ſurface of the water, and great quantity of fiſh. 

We caught twenty fix ſmall Dolphins. By a N. W. by N. 
way, we reckoned this day forty miles. 

April the 22. this day we caught feven large Dolphins, Dolphins 
and one Bonito, We ſaw likewiſe whole multitudes of £4485 | 
Turtle (wimming upon the water, and took five of them. 

We had an obſervation that gave us Lat. 5 4. 28 North. 
Hereaboutsrunneth a great and ſtrong current. Thisday 


we lowered the quarter deck of our ſhip, and made it even 
unto the upper deck. | V The 
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They ſrv2 wa The following day we had bur ſmall wind, and yet great 
wy prey ſhowers of rain. Hereupon every man ſaved water for 
himſelf, and a great quantity was faved for the whole 
company. In the morning of this day we caught eight 
Bonitss, and in the evening ten more. 
On April the 24th we had both cloudy and rainy wea- 
ther. By an obſervation we had Lat. 7 d. 37 North. 
Meridian difference was ninety two Leagues. This morn- 
1g we caught torty»Bonztos,and in the evening thirty more. 
In the atternoon we ſtood North, the wind being at S. W. 
by S. 
i{1a del Cano. dey April the 25th, all the night before this day, 
we had hugc guſts of wind and rain. At break of day 
we were cloſe in with Land, which upon examination pro- 
ved to be the Iſland of Cano. To weſtward thereof is ve- 
ry high land. About noon this day it cleared up, and we 
had Lat. 8 4.34 N. In theevening we ſent a Canoa to 
ſearch the Ifland. In it they found good water, and even 
ground, but withal, an open road. At night we ſtood off 
the firſt watch, and the laſt we had a land wind. 
Tvey anchyy The next day following, at day light we ſtood in , and 
_ about noon we came to an anchor at the Eaſt ſide of the 
INand afore-mentioned, which is not in breadth above one 
league over. Inthe afternoon we removed from our for- 
mer anchoring place, and anchored again within ſhot of 
the N. E. point of the Iſland. In this place groweth great 
Cacao-tr2?s number of Cacao trees , all over the greateſt part of the 
Ifl:. On the North fide thereof are many Rivulets of good 
Wt «ſe try water to be found in ſandy bays. We ſaw moreover ſome 
_ g00d Hogs on ſhoar, whereof we killed one and two pigs. 
| Here are great numbers of Turtle-doves, and huge ſtore 
of fiſh, but withal, very ſhye to be caught. To North- 
ward of the Iſland it looketh thus,

April the 27th, we had ſome rain and wind the forepart 
of the day ; but the afternoon was fair. The next day Ty agar 
in like manner we had great quantity of rain. On Satur- frop the Iſle of 
day. the 3oth, about ſeven of the clock in the morning we MP 
weighed from the aforeſaid Iſland with little wind, and 
ſtood N. W. That day fell much rain with great thunder 
and lightning. 

Munday, May the 2d. This day we obſerved and found 


Lat. 9 D. N. The Coalt all along appeared to us very 
high and mountainous, and ſcarce fix hours did paſs, but If thunder 


we had thunder, lightning, and rain. The like continued ©* 74% 
for the two days following, wherein we had nothing but al- 


moſt continual thunder and rain. 
On May the 5th we had an indifferent fair day. And 


that evening we were right off of the Gult of Nicoya. Gulf of Nicoya 


Friday, Maythe 6th. This morning we faw the Cape 
very plain before us. N. by E. trom 1t, are certain keys at 
eight leagues diſtance , cloſe under the Main. We ſteered 
N. N. W. towards the biggeſt of them ; at whoſe E.S.E. 
{ide are two or three ſmall rocks. The Main Eaſtward is 
fine Savana, or plain and cven land, through which gocth a 
very great road, which 1s to be ſeen from oft at Sea, At 
noon the Port of Caldero, commonly calied Pxerto C.:\texo Feerto Calde- 
bore N. from us. At which time the Ebb forced us to © 
{ound in the middle of the Gulf, where we tound fourteen 


tathom water. After this we anchored nearer unto the 
V 2 Eaſtern. 
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Eaſtern keys, 1n the depth of nineteen fathom, where we 
had ooſcy ground. 


Saturday, May the 7th. The night betore this day was 
very fair all night long. In the morning we went in a 
Canoa, being ſeveral in company, to ſeck tor a-place to lay 
our ſhip in. Among(t theIflands along the ſhoar, we found 
many brave holes, but little or no water in them, which 
cauled us to diſlike what we had found. On one of the 
faid Iſlands we hapned to find a hat, and many empty jarrs 
ot water, which ſhewed us that tome people had been late- 
ly there. About eight in the evening our ſhip weighed 
anchor at young flood, and about three after hoon we an» 
cli>red again in fix fathom water. 

Sunday, May the 8th, 1631. The night before this day, 
we had much rain with thunder and lightning. Themorn- 
ing being come, our Commander Captain Sharp departed 
from the ſhip in two Canoas, with twenty two men 1n his 
company, out of deſign to ſurprize any velſlels or people 
they could meet hereabouts. In the mean while , ith 

evening wedrove up with the tide (there being no wind) 
Thy take ſome 1n the ſhip, for the ſpace of two or three leagues higher, till 
nog that we tound but three fathom high water. Here we 
back't a ſtern. At this time we ſaw one of our Ca- 

noas coming off from the Iſland, that was at head of us 

(which was named Chzra) calling tor more men and arms, 

and faying there was two fail of ſhips that were ſecen higher 

up the Gulf. Hereupon eight of us went away with them 

aſhoar, whercot two jovned the party atoremeationed, and 

the ſix remaining were appointed to guard the priſoners 

they had taken. Unto theſe we ſhewed our ſelves very 

kind, as finding that they were very ſenſible of the crueltics 

of the Spaniards towards them and their whole Nation. 

Here we tound to the number of eight or nine houſes, and 

a {mall Chappel ſtanding. Theſe people have been 1n for- 

mer times a conſiderable and great Nation, but are now al- 

moſt deſtroyed and extingunhed by the Spaniards. We a- 

ſcended a creek of the Sea for the fpace of a ones or 

therc- 
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thereabouts, and took there by ſurpriſfal two Barks, which 
were the two fail they had told us of before. Oa of thele 
Barks was the ſame we had taken before at Panama, of 
which I made mention at the beginning of this Hiſto- 
_ | 
On Munday following this day, we weighed anchor 
with our barks, and drove down the creck,with the tide'at 
ebb, towards our ihip. The prifoners that we had taken 
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They learn in- 
telligince, and 


here, informed us, that when we were to Weſtward in #*t ſome *pa- 


theſe Seas before, taere lay one hundred men at the Port 
of Santa Maria. That our men who left us at the Iſland 
of Cayboa, as was mentioned above, met the other Bark 
that we loſt at Sea, as we were failing thither, and thus all 
weat over land together. That in the North Seas, near 
Paerto Velo, they had taken a good ſhip , and that for this 
cauſe, ever ſince the Spaniards had kept at the mouth of the 
river of Santa Maria, three Armadilla-barks, to ſtop and 
hinder others from going that way. On Munday night 
our Captain with twenty four men, went from the ſhip 1un- 
toanother creek, and there took ſeveral priſoners, among 
whom was a Shipwright and his men, who were judged able 
to do us good Gn in the altering of our ſhip ; thoſe 
Carpenters being there attually building two great ſhips 
for the Spaniards, Having taken theſe men, they made 
a float of timber tobring down the Tools and Inſtruments 
they were working withal. Here it hapned that they put 
ſeveral tools, and ſoine quantity of iron-work, into a 
Doree, to be conveyed down the river with the float. But 
this Doree ſank by the way, as being over-laden with iron,

forementioned. From the ſhip alſo we ſent away a Spa-

ranſom. to fetch a certain number of Beeves, that might ſcrve for a 
ranſom of the new bark taken, here. This day the weather 
was fair; but on Sunday following it rained from morning 
until night. 
On Munday, May the 16th, we began to work all hands 
A boy ru»netþ together on our ſhip. On Tueſday an 7ndian boy named 
aW 42. Peter ran away from us. He belonged unto Captain Saws 
4 0::+ 4:14, $25, and waited upon him as his Servant. On Wedneſday 
| died an Indianſlave, whoſe name was Salvador. On Thurſ= 
day we heard thirty or forty guns. fired on the Main, 
which cauſed us to think that theſe would alſo turn to Flo 
Beeves.

On Sunday we continued to work; the 
night before which day we had more thunder, lightning, 
and rain, - 
They fnih Wedneſday, May the 25th. This day we finiſhed vur 
their wor, great piece of work, viz. the taking down the deck of our 
ſhip. Beſides which, the length of every maſt was ſhort» 
ned, andall was now ferv'd and rigg'd. Infomuch that it 
would feem incredible unto ſtrangers, could they but ſee 
Tiey (rat 15 how much work we performed in the ſpace of a fortnight

"14059 niſh Carpenters, wh® had been very ſerviceableto us all this

flaves. Unto theſe people, but chiefly unto the Spaniſh 
Carpenters asa reward of their good ſervice, we gave the 
new Bark, which we had taken at this place. But the old

Iſland is a Town called New Cape Blanco. At Puerto Cal- pus. 
deroabove-mentioned is but one Store-houle to be ſeen. We 
came to an anchor in the depth of ſeven fathom water, at 
the diſtance of a league from ſhoar, and caught five Tur-

May the 29th, This day we ſaw Cape Blanco, Both 
this day and the day following we continued turning 1t 
out of the Gulf, againſt a South wind. Here I took the 
enſuing demonſtration of the Gulf of Nicoya, which, for the 
uſe of the Reader, Ihave hereunto annexed.

Edneſday, June the firſt, 1681. This day we had Thy leave the 


very fair weather, and yet withal but little wind. 
Hereupon the Tide, or Current, drdve-us to the Weſtward 
of Cabo Blanco. Off of this Cape, and at the diſtance of 
two miles within the Sea, is ſituate a naked and nothing 
but barren Key. AtE. by N. and at four leagues diftance, 

Cape Blanco gave us this appearance.

Has 
"ber 45% ving diſcuſſed the points by him propoſed amongſt us, we 
all reſolved to bear up for Golfo Dulce, and there to careen 
our Veſſels. This being done, we concluded to go from 
thehice unto the Cape, and cruizethereabouts under the Z- 
qujnoftial, We obſerved this day that-our Bark taken at 

the Gulf of Nzcoya, failed much better than our ſhip. 
Friday, June the 3d. The night before this day was ve- 
ry fair, and we had a freſh wind, our courſe being S. E.

This morning we ſaw no land. In the evening the wind

Alſo Water-ſnakes of divers colours:

it but little wind. Yea, fcarce enough to carry us clear. 
oft from the Iſland afore-mentioned. Towards morning 
we hada freſh wind at N. N. W. So then we ſtood out S.

The. land rgnneth from Panta Malq' to' Golfo Dulce , and 
Punta Borrica, E.S.E. half S. At nineleagues diſtance we 
laid the Iſland of Caxo., And Punta Borrica at the ſame:

The Weſt-end of Golfo Da/ce is very high land, and a 
high rock lve cloſe off it. Beſides which, two other 
rocks lyeth tarther out ; the outermoſt of which is a mile 
diſtant from the ſhoar. The Eaſt-ſide is alſo high, but 
breaketh into ſmall points and bays, growing lower and 
lower to Punta Borrica., We came within the mouth of 
the Gulf about the ſpace of a mile. Then we anchored in 7h «nc*07. 
eight fathom anda half water. The mouth of the Gulf is 
almoſt three leagues over. 


Thenext day, being Fune the 7th, we weighed anchor 1

Much rain. 
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gain at young flood, and got about two leagues higher. Ac 
evening we came again to an anchor in the depth of ſeven 


fathom and a half water. It rained this day until eight of 
theclock, more like the pouring down of water from the 
clouds, than the uſual falling of drops. 

Wedneſday, Jane the 8th, at day break we weighed an- 
chor again, with a freſh Sea-breeze. The higher up we 
went, the deeper we found the Gult, and at laſt no ground 
even with thirty fathom of line. This day we ſent our 
Canoa away to ſeek water and a good place to lay our ſhip

prolgntrs. 


all which they made priſoners and brought aboard. Here 
weuled them very kindly,giving them victuals and cloaths, 
for they had no other than the bark of a tree to cover 
their nakedneſs withal. Being examined, they informed 
us that a Spaniſh Prieſt had been amongſt them, and had 
made Peace with their Nation, ordering them ſtriftly not 
to come near any ſhip nor veſſel that had red Colours ; 
foraſmuch as that they: were Engliſh-men, and would cer- 
tainly kill them. Being asked where now the Prieſt 
was? they anſwered he was gone to a great Spaniſh 'Town, 
which was diſtant from thence four ſleeps up in the Coun- 
try. After this, the Indian left the two boys which were 
his children, with us, and went to fetch more 7zdzans unto 
us , from a Plantane-walk or grove, ſituate by a river a 
league off, or thereabouts. We came to an anchor ina 
Bay cloſe by one of the /adian Keys , where two freſh Ri- 
vers were within a ſtones throw of each other, in twenty 
ſeven fathom and a halt water, and at a cables length from 
the mark of low water. The »djans whom our priſoner 
went to ſeek, came to us ſeveraltimes, ſelling unto us Ho- 
ney, Plantanes,and other neceffaries that we uſually bought: 
of them, or truckt for with other things. We alfo made. 
uſe of their bark-logs in tallowing our {hip, in which con- 
cern they did us good fervice. Their Darts are headed 


with iron as ſharp asany razor.

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Here one of the priſoners which we took at the Gulf of A 2:ace force 
Nicoya, informed us, by what means, or rather ſtratagem w-togi fey 1 
of War the Spantards had forced a peace upon the Jnilws 
of the Province of Darzen,ſince our departure from thence, 
The manner wasas followeth. A certain Frenchman who 
ran from us at the Iſland of 7Taboga unto the Spaniards, was 
ſent by them in a ſhip to the Rivers mouth, which diſem- 
boguerth from that Province into the South-Sea. Being ar- 
rived there , he went aſhoar by himſelf in a Canoa, and 
- told the Indians,that the Engliſh who had paſſed that way, 
were come back from their adventures in the South-Sea. 
Withal, he asked them, if they would not be ſo kind and 
friendly unto the Engliſh men,as to come aboard and con- 
du&t them on ſhoar 2 The poor deceived Indians were ve- 
ry joyful to underſtand this good news; and thus forty of 
the chiefeſt men amongſt them went on board the Spaniſh 
veſſel, and were immediately carryed priſoners at War to 
Panama. Here they were forced to conclude a peace,though 
upon terms very diſadvantageous unto them, betore they 
could obtain their liberty. 

Theſe poor and miſerable Indians of Golfo dulce, would SEgnny Ke 
comeevery day into our company, and eat and drink very their +}; 
familiarly with us all the time we were there. We laid 
our ſhip on ground, but the water did not ebb low enough 
to fee her keel. Mean while we were careening our vel-: 

{el, we built a. houſe upon the thoar , bot? to lodge and 

eat in; and every day we caught plenty of good fiſh. On 

Sunday June the 12th, the work of Carcening our thip goe. , F 

ing on in due order, we came to cleanſe our hold, and here nk be 
on a ſudJain, both my ſelf and ſeveral others were {truck-. 

en totally blind with the filth and naftine!s of the taid place. 

Yet ſoon after we recovercd our ſight again, witnoutany 

other help than the benefit of the trelſh and open air,

of Guayaquil, as was mentioned above. The other was 
named S:lveſtre, being taken at the Town of Z7ilo. Fol- 
lowing the example of theſe afore-mentioned, on Munday 
Fune the 27th , that is four days after , two more of our 
priſoners endeavoured to make their eſcape, both of them 
ſlaves. One of theſe was named Franciſco, who was 2 Ne- 
gro , and had been taken in the Cacao-ſhip mentioned be- 
Others exdea- fore. The name of the other was alſo Franciſco , and he 
vour it byt are was an Iydianborn, who was taken before Panama. Their 
oo attempts to eſcape ſucceeded not, for we caught them both 
again, before they got on ſhoar. On Tueſday following I 
went to fail up and Jon the Gulf , inthelittle Bark be- 
longing to our ſhip; and having viewed all places , took 
this deſcription of Golfo Dulce here inſerted. Our Cap- 
tain gave this Gulf the name of Xing CARLES bis

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CHAP. XA 


They depart from Golto Dulce, to go and 
cruiſe under the Aquinoftial. Here they take 
a rich Spaniſh weſſel with 37000 Pieces 
of Eight, beſides Plate and other Goods.

Our de- 
ſign was to cruiſe under the AquinoCtial, as had been con- 
cluded upon betore,thereby to get what purchaſe we could 
by Sea, ſceing the-greateſt part of our attempts upon land 
had proved hitherto very unſucceſsful unto us. 

_ Wedneſday Fae the 29th, both the night laſt paſt and 
this day we had rainy weather. About three 1n the after- 
noon a freſh gale ſprang up at S. W. and S.S.W. our courſe 
being S. E. and S. E. by S. At five this evening the Gulf 
bore N. Wiby W. being ſeven leagues diſtant ; and” Punta 

Borrica three leagues and an half diſtant. 
Tee bark ont= = Thurſday June the 30th, all night paſt we enjoyed a freſh 
ſcleth the ſhip. " ig 
gale at S.S.W. Weſailed in the Barque (where I was) bet-

Fuly the ſecond, we made a S. Eaſt way, and our recko- 
ning was 64 by it. By obſervation I found Lat. 5 d. 20, 
North. Arnoon the ſame day we had a freſh galeat S.W. 
with ſome rain. 

Faly the third, we had haſey weather. We made a S.E. 
by S. way, and 37. 

Munday Fuly the fourth, thenight paſt was windy with 
rain, which forced us to hand our top-ſatls. Our recko- 
ning this day was a S. E. way, and an hundred miles. 

Fl the fifth we had a clear night the laſt paſt,and with- 
al, a treſh gale. By this we madea S.E. way. Our Lati- 
tude this day gave us 2 d.20. North. This morning we 
{aw Land Southward of us lying in low hammocks. It 
was the Point, ſocalled, of Mang/ares. 

Wedneſday Fuly the 6th, we turned up along ſhoar, and 
by obſervation took this day,Lat. 2 4. oz N. Hereabouts 
every new Moon is experimented a windward current. In 
the evening of this day we were cloſe in with low land. 
We had windy weather and a great Sea. 

Thurſday Fuly the ſeventh , this day by obſervation ta- 

ken , we found Lat. 01d. 48. North. In theevening of 
the faid day weloſt ſight of the ſaid ſhip. 
The nextday being Fuly the cighth, we ſaw the ſhip a- 
gain, whoſe loſs began to create ſome concern in our minds. 
This day we made very high land all along as we went. 
And the Port,or rather Bay, of San Mateo, or St. Matthews, 
appeared unto us like ſeveral Ifands. 

Saturday Fuly the ninth , this morning we ſtood fair in 
with the Port of 7Tucames Off of the higheſt part of 
the land ſeemeth to lye a Key. At the North Eaſt point 
of the Port it appeareth exaaly thus.

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This day at noon we had a clear obſervation,which gave 
us Lat. o1 d& 22 North. 

Sunday July the tenth , laſt night paſt we ſtood off to 
Sea, thereby to keep clear of the ſhoar. This days obſer« 
vation ſhewed us Lat. o1 d. 31.North. About noon the 
ſame day we hapned to eſpy a Sail , unto which immed;- 
ately we gave chace. We bore up one point of the Com- 
paſs, thereby to hinder her lasking away ; but notwith- 
ſtanding in the evening loſt ſight of her again. However, 
our great ſhip got up with her, and about eight of the clock 
at night made her a Prize. She proved to be the fame ſhip 
named San Pedro, which we had taken the laſt year, being 
then bound from 7ruxillo to Panama,and laden with Wine, 
Gunpowder , and pieces of Eight, whereof mention was 
made in its due place. Thus this ſame bottom became 


doubly fortunate unto us, being twice taken by us in the 


ſpace of fourteen Months. For ſhe had on board her now 
twenty one thouſand pieces of Eight, in eight Cheſts, and 
in bags ſixteen thouſand more, beſides Plate. 

Munday and Tueſday the 11th and 12th of the faid 
Month we made in forthe ſhoar. Our Prize was fo deep- 
ly laden,that ſhe ſeemed clearly to be buryed in the water. 
She had forty men on board her beſides ſome Merchants 
nd Fryars. On Tueſday an obſcrvation gave us Lat. 1 
of, 20 NN. 

Wedncſday July the 1 3th, this day we dared not adven- 


ure into the Bay of San Mateo , becauſe we ſaw ſome nr» 
dians 
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dians who had made a great fire on ſhoar , which as we 
judged, was defignedly done to give intelligence of our ar- 
rival. Hereupon we bore away for the River of Say 7:4- 
go , ſix leagues more or leſs, diſtant from the Bay atore- 
mentioned, to the North Eaſt. Thurſday, Friday, and Sa» 711 13mmiz: 
turday of the ſaid week, we ſpent in taking out what par- *b Prize: 
cels of Cacao-nut we thought ft from on board the Prize, 
which was chiefly laden with the ſaid Commodity. This 
being done, we cut down the Main-maſt by the board,and. 4d «r: +: 
gave them only their Main-fail , and thus turning the ſhip ©” 
looſe, ſent away in her all our old ſlaves, for the good ſer- 
vice they had done us , taking new ones from the Prize in 
their room. One only we ſtill detained , who was #rare 
ciſco the Negro, that attempted to run away by ſwimming 
aſhoar, as was mentioned above. 
Sunday Fuly the 17th, this day we went from the ſhip, a;.14 of $an 
and found the River of Say 7zago afore-mentioned. At Tiago, 
the mouth of this River we ſtayed Munday and Tueſday 
following to take in water, which we now much wanted. 
On the ſides of the River we found good ſtore of Plantans. 
Our freſh water we fetched the diſtance of four miles up 
the River. We faw ſeveral Indians , but could not ſpeak 
with them , they were fo ſhy of us, being forewarned by 
the Spaniards not to come near us. | | 
On wedneſday Fly the 2oth, we fharedour plunger 3 71,, wat « 
mong our ſelves, or rather thisday made part of the divi- dizidend. 
dend of what we had taken, the reſt being reſerved to a- 
nother day. Our priſoners being examined, informed us, 
that the Spaniards had taken up our Anchors and Cables

. fo that they had ſurprized the Moſquito Indian that we lett 
behind us there on ſhoar , by the light of a fire which he 
made in the night upon the Iſle. 
Tueſday July the twenty firſt, all the four and twenty 7, ;,,, 
hours laſt paſt , we ſtood oft and in. The next day we »# of che* 
ſhared the reſt of our things taken in the Prize ; as alſo the £994: 
Money that was in the bags; the reſt we laid up to divide

Eſpecially after ſuch time as we 
were got through the Straights of MagaZanes. Our diyi- 
dend amounted to the ſum of 23.4 Pieces of Eight unto. 

Our priſoners informed us this day,that anew 
Vice-roy of Peru was arrived at Panama, and that he da» 
red not adventureupto Lima ina ſhip of twenty five guns 
that was at Panama, for fear of mecting with us at Sea, but 
had choſe rather to ſtay until the Armada came down from 
Lima to ſafeguard and.condutt him thither. 

July the 23 we had a freſh breeze at S.W. And the next 
day a clear obſervation , which gave us only Latitude x4. 
m. North. This day Cape San Franciſco at N, E. appeared 
thus unto us. S

Munday Fly the 25th , this day we obſerved Latitude 
or 4d. 20S. And we hada South Weſt wind. Fuly the 
2.6th, this morning we had a very great dew fallen in the 
night laſt paſt. The weather in like manner was very 
clole. On Wedneſday Fly the 27th Cape Paſſao, at S.S.W. 
and at fix leagues diſtance appeared thus, 
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Cabo Paſſao. 


The fame morning about ſeven of the clock we eſpicd Thy oy are 
2 fail E.S.E. from us, under the ſhoar. We preſently gave #7 /4i at ex 
her cloſe chace, aseagerly as we could, anc about noon 
came up with her. Burt ſeveral of the people belonging to 
her were already got to ſhoar, whereby they made their ef- 
cape from being taken our priſoners. Theſe were chiefly a 
Fryar, who was either a paſſenger, or Chaplain to the vel- 

 {#, and five Negroes.. She proved to be a Barco de Avi- py1ich jc 14 
Jo, or Pacquet-boat that was going with Letters from Pa- 4. 
ama to Lima. In this Barque we took among other Pri- 
ſoners, two white women who were paſſengers to the ſame = 
place. Both theſe and the reſt of the priſoners told us, 
they had heard at Panama, that we were all gone out of 
theſe Seas homewards over land, and that made them ad- 
venture now up towards Lima , otherwiſe they hal not 
come. This day and Thurſday following, we ſpent in ta- 
king out of the Pacquer-boat what we could find in her ; 
whichall were things of no conſiderable value,they having 
ſcarce brought any thing with them bur the Pacquet,They 
told us morcover,that the new Vice-roy of Pera,ot whom 
we made mention above , was ſetting forth from Panama 
under the condutt of three fail of ſhips ; the one of fix - 
teen, the other of eight, and the third of ſix Guns. That 
a general peace was all over Europe,cxcepting only that the 
Engliſh had wars with the Argerines by Sea, and the Spayz. 
ards by land. Having got wiat we could out of the pri- 
ſoners and the veſſel, we gavethem their liberty, and eat 
them ; 
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them away 1n tlic ſame Barque,as being defirous not to en- 
cumber ourſelves with more then we could well manage. 
That night we ſtood out to Sea all night long , moſt of 
our men bcing fudled.

They take another Spaniſh ſhip richly Iaden under 


the AquinoStial. They make ſeveral Dividends 
of their booty among themſelves. They arrive 
at the Iſle of Plate, where they are in danger of 
being-all Maſſacred by their Slawes and Priſo- 
ners. Their departure from thexce for tbe Port 
and Bay of Paita, with deſign to plunder the ſaid 
place. 


He next morning after we had turned away the 
Pacquet-Boat afore-mentioned , the weather being 

very cloſe, we eſpied another fail creeping cloſe under our 
Lee. This vellel looked mighty big ; ſo that we thought 
{he had been one of their chiefeſt men of war, who was 
{ent to {urprize or deſtroy us. Notwithſtanding, our 
vrave Cominander Captain Sharp reſolved to fight her,and 
cither to take the faid veſſel, though never fo big , or that 
!he thould tale us. Unto this efte&t, coming nearer unto 
her, we calily perceived ſhe was a Merchant thip of great 
bulk, as moſt of your Spaniſh Veſſels are, and withal, ve- 
ry Gecpiy laden, Being up with them, thoſe within her fie 
red three or four Guns at us firſt , thinking to make thelr 
party goed againſt us. But we anſwered them briskly, 
with a continual volley of (mall Arms , ſo that they ſoon 
ran down 1nto the Hold, and furrendred, crying aloud for 
quarter, As it ſhould ſcem we had. killed-in that Volley

163 


their Captain , and one Seaman , and allo wounded their 
Boat-{wain ; which loſs of their Commander daunted them 

ſo ſuddenly, he being a man of good repute in thoſe Seas. 
Captain Sharp, with twelve more of our Company, entered 

her the firſt. In this Veſſel I ſaw the beautifulleſt woman 
that Tever did ſee in all the South Sea. The naine of the 
Captain of this Veſſel was Dox Dzego Lopez, and the ſhip 

was called el Santo Roſario, or the Holy Roſary. The men 3 
we found on board her, were about the number of forty, | 
more or leſs. 

Having examined our priſoners, they informed us, that 
theday before they ſet fail from el Ca/as(from which Port 71, j,., ,f - 
they were going towards Panama)our men whom they had their 5ug-91e, 
taken priſoners at Arica , were brought in to that place. 

And that they had been very civilly entertained there by all 
ſorts of people, but more eſpecially bythe women. That 
one of our Surgeons , whom we ſuſpefted to be Mr. Bul- - 
lock, was left behind and remained ſtill at Arica. 

We lay at anchor from Friday, July the 2gth, which was ,,, 
the day we took this prize, unfil Wedneſday following, at the prize. © 
the ſame place under Cape Paſſao that we anchored betore. 

Here we ſunk the Bark that we had taken at the Gulf of Thy ſink their 
Nicoya, being willing to make uſe of what rigging ſhe had, 57% 
and alſo to contract our number of men. In the mean 

while we took out of the prize much plate, and ſome mo- 

ney ready coyned, beſides fix hundred and twenty jarrs of 

wine and brandy, and other things. Thus, leaving onely 

the fore-maſt ſtanding in the ſaid veſlel, we turned her a- 

way, as we had done the others before, together with all 

the priſoners in her , giving them their liberty not ro be 
encumbred with them; and withal, being deſirous to 

ſpare our proviſions as much as we could, We detained 

onely one man, named Franciſco, who was a Biſcatzer, by 

reaſon he reported himſelf to be the beſt Pilot of thole 

Seas. This being done, we ſhared all the Plate and Linnen 

taken in our prize, and weighed from thence, ſtanding S. S. 


E. with a freſh wind that ſprang up.

Alſo, that they were forced to fight all 
their way over land as they went, both againſt the Spani- 
arcs and the Indians; theſe Iaving made peace: with the 
Spaniards fince our departure, as was mentioned above. 
That our Engliſh-men had killed, amongſt other Spaniards, 
the brother of Captain Aſtentos, and Captain Alonſo, an 
Officer ſonamed. Moreover, that ten fail of Privateers 
were coming out of the North Sea , with intent to march 
over-land into the South Sea, as we had done before, but 
that they were prevented, being forced back by the great 
rains that fell ncar the Iſlands called Zamblas. 


On Avga/t the 7th we had very fair weather, and not-

In the evening of this day our ſlaves agreed among them- 
ſelves , and plotted to cut us all in pieces, not giving quar- 
ter to any , when we ſhould be buryed in ſleep. They ,,,,.-.,;. 
conceived this night afforded them the fitteſt opportuni- paves, 
ty, by reaſon we were all in drink. But they were difco- 
vered unto our Commander by one of their own Compa. 
nions. And one of them named Say 7zago, whom we 
brought from Tqueque , leapt over-board ; who notwith- 
ltanding was ſhot in the water by our Captain, and thus 
»uniſhed for his Treaſon. The reſt laid the fault on that 
flave, and ſo it paſſed, we being not willing to enquire any 
tarther into the matter , having territyed them with the 
death of their companion. Welay at this Iſle until Tueſ- 
day following, and in the mean while gave our vellc]a pair | 
of boots and tops, being very merry all th-while with the 
wine and brandy we had taken in the Prize.

Theſe ſupplys conſiſted chiefly of three Com- 
panies of Horſe and Foot, all of them being armed with 
fire-arms. Beſides this, they had made for the defence"of 
the Town, a breaſt-work along the ſea-ſide, and the great 
Church which lyeth at the outermoſt part of the Town. 
From theſe places, as alſo from a hill that covereth the 
Town, they fired at our men,who were innocently rowing 
towards ſhoar with their Canoas. This prepoſterous fi- 
ring was the preſervation of our people. For had the 
Spaniards permitted our men to come aſhoar, they had af: 
ſuredly deſtroyed them every man. But fear always hin- 
dreth that Nation of ViCtory ,/ at leaſt in moſt of our at- .

Our men perceiving themſelves to be diſcovered, and They 
the enemy prepzred for their reception, hereupon retreated, to land.

Ir is the ſpace of two leagues more 
or leſs from the Town of Paita Sero-mcentns to Colan, 
and from thence unto the River, one league, although the 
Houſes of Colay do reach almoſt unto the River. The 
Town it ſelf of Colan is only inhabited by Indians , and 
theſe are all rich; for as muchas that they will be paid in 
ready money for every thing they do for the Spanzards. 
But the Town of Pazta is cluefly inhabited by Spaniards, 
though there be alſo ſome Indiays ; but the Spaniards do 
not ſuffer the /ydiaxs to be any great gainers, or grow rich 
under them. :

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CHAP. XXIIL. 


The Bucaniers arrive at @ place incognito, unto 
which they give the name of the Duke of Yorks 
Ilands. A deſcription of the ſaid Iſlands, and 
of the Gulf, or Lagoon, wherein they lie, ſo far 
as it was ſearched. They remain there many 
days by ſtreſs of weather, not without great dan- 
gers of' being loſt. An account of ſome other 
things remarkable that hapned there. 


Edneſday, Ofober the 12th. All the night before 

this day we had many high winds, I reckoned an 

E.S. E. way, and twenty leagues; tor our veſſel drove at 

a great rate. Moreover, that we were in Lat. 50 D. 50 S. 

So that our Eaſting from Paita by my account ought to 
be one hundred and one leagues, or thereabouts. 

This morning about two hours before day, we hapned 
by great accident to eſpie land. It was the great mercy 
of God, which had always attended us in this Voy age, that 
ſaved us from periſhing at this time ; for we were cloſe a- 
ſhoar before we ſaw it ; and our fore-yard, which we moſt 
needed 1n this occaſion, was taken down. The land we 
had ſeen was very high and towering ; and here appeared 
to be many Iſlands ſcattered up and down. We ſteered in 
with what caution we could, between them and the Main, 
and at laſt, God be praiſed, arrived at a place or rather Bay, 
where we perceived our ſelves to be land-lockt, and as we 
thought pretty fate from the danger of thoſe tempeſtuous 
Seas. From hence we ſent away our Canoa to ſound and 
ſearch the f.tteſt place tor anchoring. At this time one 
of our men, named Henry Shergall, as he was going, into 
our ſprit-{ail top, hapned tro tall into the water, and was

drowned before any help could be had unto him, though 
we endeavoured it as much as we poſſibly could. This ac- 
cident ſeveral of our company did interpret as'a bad Omen 
of the place; which proved not fo, through the providence 
of the Almighty, though many dangers were not wanting 
here unto us, as I ſhall relate. 

We came.to an anchor inthe depth of forty fathom Wa- ,,,, .,,.., 
ter, more or leſs, and yet at no greater diſtance than a as anchor. 
ſtones caſt from ſhoar. The water where we anchored was: 
very ſmooth, and the high lands round about all covered 
with ſnow. Having conſidered 'thetime of the year, and 
all other circumſtances, we reſolved, that in caſe we could 
find a ſufficient ſtock of proviſions here, we would ſtay the Tyy reſptue re 
longer, that is, until Summer came, or ſomething more, ſay ber: 
before, we proſecuted our intended Voyage homewards 
through the Straights of Maga//anes ; which now we, be- 
gan to be careful how to find. That day of our ancho- | 
ring-in this Bay , we ſhot fix or eight brave Geeſe, and 759 UL Gere 
ſome ſmaller fowl beſides. Here we tound alſo many hun- OO 
dreds of Muſlel-banks ; all which were very plentifully 
ſtockt with that kind of iſh. We buryed our dead man 
on the ſhoar, giving him ſeveral Volleys for his Funeral- 

Rites, according to the cuſtom. In the night of this day our 

anchor came home , ſo that we were forced to let go a 

grapling to ſecure our ſelves. Bur flill every flaw of wind ,,,,,;, _ 
drove us. Hereupon we ſet our ſprit-fail, and ran about a Jazz. = 
mile inco another Bay, where we let go another anchor, 
and thus anchored again. The firſt anchor, which was al- 
ſo the biggeſt in our ſhip, we loſt by this accident, the cable 
being cut by the rocks. Unto thele Iſlands atore-mentio- 
ned our Captain gave the name of is Royal Flighneſs the 
Duke of Y orks Iſlands. 

Thurſday, October the 13th. This day we begin to moor 
our ſhip, the driving as wecaſily could perceive with eve- 
ry flaw of wind that blew. The tide floweth here full 
ſeven foot up and down. We moored our Veſlcll into a 
rockey point, being a key whereot there be many in the 
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citcainternce of this Bay. The ground of the battom of 
the laid Bay we found was hard and ſandy, being/here: and 
there rockey. This evening we. brought on board great 
Jtore of Lamperts, of winch we made a kettle of - broath, 
that contained more than all our company” could eat. 

On Friday Ofober the 14th, we killed feveral Geeſe. 
Asallo many of another fort of Fowl like unto an Eagle, 
but having a bigger beak, with their noſtrils riſing trom 
the top of the middle of their beak by. a hand trunk. 
This Fowl hveth on Fiſh, but we. ſaw none. Yeſterday 
in the evening there tell a great fleet of ſnow on the hulls, 
round about the Bay, but none where we were at anchor. 
Moreover, this day in the evening we caught Lamperts in 
great quantity, being three times as many as we could eat. 
Our men in ranging the Keys tor Game, found graſs plai- 
ted abovea tathom long,and a knot tyed at the end there- 
of. In like manner on other Keys they found Muſlels and 
Lampert ſhells. From theſe things we preſently conclu- 
ded, that theſe Countries were inhabited, and that ſome Zx- 
dians or others were to be found hereabouts. 

Saturday Ofober the 1 5th, in the night laſt paſt we had 
much rain, with large hail-ſtones. About midnight the 
wind came to North with ſuch great fury,that the Tree un- 
to which our Cable was faſtned on ſhoar,\gave-way , and 
came up by the Roots. All thoſe guſts of wind were mixt 
with violent ſtorms of rain and hail. Thus we faſtned a- 
gain unto other trees. But here it hapned, that our ſhip 
coming up to the ſhoar, our Rudder toucht, and thereup- 
on broke our Goole-neck. Great was now our extremity, 
and greater it will be , it God ſend not better weather. 
Scarce a minute now paſſed without flaws of wind and 
rain. 

Sunday October the 1 6th, all the night paſt was rainy, as 
before. About nine of the clock our biggeſt harſer gave 
way and brake. All this day likewiſe we had rain with fe- 
veral ſhowers of hail, and but little wind to weſtward of 
the North.

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Munday Ofober the 17th , all laſt night until five this 
morning, it ceaſed not to rain. Then until ten it ſnowed. | 
On the hills it ſnowed all the night long. This day we Tra@s of pro-

ed themſelves for fear of us, as we ſuppoſed. 

Oftober the 18th. In the night pait we had much rair 
and hail.

Moreover, this day we had pretty warm weather, 

Oftober the 19th. Both a clear and froſty night the laſt 
paſt. This day was haſey, and ſomething windy from 
the North quarter. Every day_we had plenty of Lam- 
perts, and Muſſels of a very large ſize. 

Ofober the 2oth. The night paſt was rainy, and this 4th! Tory. 
day windy, with very great guſts of wind at N. N.W. un- 
til the afternoon. Then we had wind at N. W. being very 
freſh and in guſts. 

Oftober thte 21. All the night paſt was tempeſtuous, wich once 
with huge guſts of wind and ſhowers of hail. Yeſterday nth. 
in the evening we carried a cable aſhoar , and faſtned it 
untoa tree. This being done, at midnight our biggeſt 
cable broke in the middle. Towards morning we had New dangers. 
much ſnow. In theday, great guſts of wind with large 
hail ones, and alſo great plenty of Lamperts. 

Oftober the 22d, Laſt night we had ſtrange guſts of 
wind from N: \V. together with much hail and rain. This 
day we killed a Penguin ; and allo. b2gan to carry water on penguph. 
board. 

Ofober the 21d. All the twenty four hours laſt paſt auch rain 048 
we had much rain. The wind was but little at W, and | 
W.S.W. 

Ofober the 2. 4th. All this timeuntil. noon nothing but 
rain.. At that time it held 1p fair tor the ſpace of half an 
Hour, or thereabouts, and then it rained again all thereſt of 
the dav. 
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Ofober the 25th. All this while we had not one mi- 
nute fair. Towards evening it held up from raining, but 
the weather was clouay, and withal much warmer than 
when we came hither at firſt. 

Wedneſday, Ofeber the 26th. All the night paſt , and 
this forenoon, we had fair weather. Burt after noon it 
rained again. We found Cockles like unto thoſe we have 
in England. 

Thurlday, October the 27th. In the night paſt we had 
much rain, with very gr-t guſts of wind, laſting for the 
whole ſpace thereof. Yet notwirhſtanding, this day pro- 
ved to be ike faireſt that we ever had ſince we came into 
this place. In the evening of this day, our Canoa which 
was gone to ſcarch the adjacent places for Indians, or what 
elſe they could find, returned unto the ſhip,with a Doree at 
her ſtern. They had gone, as it ſhould ſeem, beyond the 
ol Bay where we firſt anchored, and thereabouts hapned 
to meet with this Dorce. In 1t were three Inudianus, who 
perceiving themſelves nigh being taken, leapt over-board 
to make their eſcape. Our men in purſuing them” did 
unadviſedly ſhoot one of them dead. A ſecond, being a 
woman, eſcaped their hands. But the third, who was: a 


| luſty boy about eighteen years of age, was taken, and him 


they brought on board the ſhip. He was covered onel 

witha Seals skin, having no other cloathing about him: 
His eyes were ſquinted, and his hair was cut pretty ſhort. 
In the middle of the Doree they had a fire burning either 
for dreſſing of viduals, or ſome other uſe. The Doree it 
telf was built ſharp at both ends, and flat bottom'd. They 
had a net to catchPexgains,and a club like unto our bandies, 


_ called by them a Tomahanks. His Language we could not 


underſtand, but withal he pointed up the Lagoon, giving 
us to underſtand, that there were more people thereabouts. 
This was confirmed by our men, who allo faid they had 


ſeen more. They had Darts to throw againſt an Eenemy 
vointed with wood.

On the 29th we had in like manner a'very fair day, and 
alſo a ſmooth wind at S. S. E. Our Idan this day poin- 
ted unto us, that there were men in this Country, or not 
far off from henee, with great beards. He appeared unto 
us by his ations to be very innocent and fooliſh. But by 
his cavriage I wasalfo perfwaded that he was a Man-eater. 

This day likewiſe we caught Lamperts enough to ſuffi 
us for the morrow. 

Sunday, Ofober the 3oth. This day was.fair, and there 
blew a ſmall S. S. E: wind. In the morning we ſent a They can find 
Canoa over to the Eaſtward-ſhore, to ſeek either for provi- "itherprovik- 
ſions or [xdians.

This morning blew a ſmall wind at N.N.E. 
. November the firſt, this day was alſo fair, and we had a 
ſmall wind as bctore, at N.N.E. 
November the ſecond, laſt night I rook the Polar diſtance 
of the South ſtar of the Cocks foot , and found 1t to be 
28 4.25. IT obſerved alſo the two Maga/an Clouds, of 
which I made mention. in this Journal betore , and found 
them to bc as foiloweth, vzz. the leſſer 14 d.o5. and the. 
greatcr 14 4.25. ' The morning of this day we hoyſted 
Be an end our top-maſts , and alſo brought too a Main-top- 
ſail, and Fore-fail, and finiſhed our filling all the water we 
needed. At the ſame time the wind hung Eaſterly, and [ 
was ſtill much tormented with the Gripes as before. 
NDS” Wo November the third , this morning we hanged our Rud- 
4» to depart, der, the greateſt piece of work we had ro do ,.after thoſe 
violent ſtorms above-mentioned. In the afternoon we 
halled in our two biggeſt Harſcrs; and alſo our biggeſt 
Cable from the ſhoar. For the three days laſt paſt we had 
a very great and dark fog between us and the Eaftward 
ſhoar. We had now very little wind in the Cove where 
we were , but abroad at ſca-there blew at theſame time a 
ſtiff gale at S.S.E. - Moreover, we could perceivenow,the 
ſtormy weather being blown over, much ſmall try of fiſh 
about the ſhip, whereof we could ſee none, as was mentio- 
ned before. This day we had a very clear and calmceve-. 
ning. 
FNENT  Fre ea / ZERY the fourth, bothall laſt night and this day we 
222in, had very calme weather. And this morning a 1rmall 
brecze ſprang up at N. and N.N.E.which afterwards wheel- 
ed about unto S. and S.S.F. This morning we hoiſted 
our Main and Fore-yards ; and likewiſe fetcht off trom 
the ſhoar our other harſer and Cable, into the depth of ele- 


ven fathom water. Our reſolutions were now changed

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for a departure, in order to ſeck the mouth of the Straights 
of Magallanes , ſeeing that we could not winter here, for 
want of Proviſions, which we could not find either on the 
Continent , or about theſe Iſlands atore-mentioned. The 
weather now was very warm, or rather hot, and the Birds 
did fingas ſweetly as thoſe in Bng/and. We ſaw here both 
Thruſhes and Black birds, and many other forts of thoſe 
that are uſually ſcen in our own Country. 

Saturday. November the fifth, this morning brought us a 
windat N.N.E. hereupon, we warped unto a rocky polnt, 
thereby to get out of the Cove where we lay. For our an- 
chor came home unto us as we were carrying our Warp 
out. At this time a ſecond breeze came up very treſh in 
our ſtern ; ſo. that we took the opportunity thereof , and 
went away before it. By noon this day we hoiſted in our 
Canoas,and alfo turned away looſe unto the ſea our /ndian 
Doree. As for the Indian boy whom we had taken in faid 
Doree,we kept him till priſoner,and called him Or/ou. Our 
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They ſail away 


Cove at our departure from this place , looked thus, as I 


took then the deſcription thereof, When we were come 
out into the Channel, the weather grew ſtark calme. On- 
ly now and then we had a ſmall breeze , ſometimes from 
one quarter, and then from another. By this ſlackneſs of 
wind we obſerved,that the Current hoiſted us to the South- 
ward. On the Eaſt-ſide of this Lagoon, we perceived the 
Indians to make a great ſmoak at our departure.

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We had a very fair day till ſix in the evening, when we 
got without the mouth of the Gulf, it blew fo hard, that 
in an hour it forced us to hand our top-ſails. Having now | 
2 fit gale at N. W. and N.N W. we ſtood S. W.by W. to 
clear our ſelves of ſome breaks which lye four Leagues 
trom the Gulfs mbuth at S. and S. S. E. Hereabouts we 
ſaw many riffs and rocks , which occaſioned us ro ſtand 
cloſe halled. I have drawn here and given unto my Rea- 
der, fo much as I have ſeen of the Gulf it ſelf; the reſt 
muſt be compleated in due time by them, that have grea- 
ter opportunities of making a farther ſearch-into it, then 1 
had at the time of our ſtay here under ſuch tempeſtuous 
weather , as-I have deſcribed , and the diſtemper which 
hung upon me at the ſame time.

They are full of Feathers on their bo- 
dies, and their hinder parts are like unto thoſe of a Seal, 
wherewith they cut the water. The Spanzard calleth 
theſe Fowles Paxaros Ninos. They weigh moſt common- 
ly about ſix or ſeven pound, being about one foot, a little 
more or leſs in length. Our Commander Captain Sharp, 
had ſo much dexterity as to ſtrike two of them. In the 
evening we ſet allo our Main-fail; the wind now coming 
to the Southward of the Welt. 

Sunday November the 1 3th, all the night paſt we had a 
freſh wind between S.W.and W.N.W. with ſometimes miſts 
of ſmall rain. In the evening we enjoyed a fine leading 
gale at W.N. W. together with both clear and wholeſome 
weather. We made a S.E. way,and by it torty two leagues 
and two thirds. This day an obſervation gave us Lat. 55 
d. 55 South. We ſtill experimented a great S. W. current. 
In the afternoon of this day we ſteered E.S.E. and in tlic c- 
vening had whittling winds. 

November the 14th, both laſt night and this morning we 
had cloudy weather. About eight it cleared up. My 
reckoning was a S.E.by E way,and by it thirty two leagues.
